Monday,    January  I,    178.1. 

N  motion  of  Mr.  Madifon,  feconded  by  Mr.  Sulli- 
van. 

Refohed,  That  in  the  new  arrangement  of  the  army  ifc 
It  the  fenfe  of  Congrefs,  that  the  officers  of  the  continental 
lines,  who  have  been  exchanged  fince  the  faid  arrangement, 
or  are  now  in  captivity,'  ought  to  be  corJidered  and  arranged 
according  to  their  refpective  ranks,  in  the  fame  manner  with 
thofe  who  have  not  been  prifoners. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Sullivan,  feconded  by  Mr. 
Varnum, 

That  lieutenant  colonel  William  Smith  be  continued  as 
fubinfpector,  with  his  prefent  rank  in  the  army  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  to  be  employed  as  the  commander  in  chief  malis 
dired  : 

On  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  required,  and 

It  was  refolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Tuesday,    January  %,  17S1. 

The  delegates  for  the  ftate  of  MafTachufetts-Bay  laid  be- 
fore Congrefs  their  credentials. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  treafury  was  read  ;  where- 
upon, , 

Refolved,  That  John  Shee  and  Andrew  Doz,  togethef 
with  the  treafurer  of  loans,  be  competent  to  execute  th« 
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duties  heretofore  afiigned  them,  in  conjunction  with  Hugh 
Montgomery  and  Samuel  Downe  ;  and  that  the  faid  John 
Shee  and  Andrew  Doz,  with  the  treafurer  of  loans,  proceed 
to  deftroy  any  bills  which  are  or  may  be  tranfmitted  by  the 
commiffioncrs  of  the  loan  offices  to  the  treafurer  of  loans,  of 
the  emifiions  of  May  20th,  1777,  and  April  11th,  1778, 
called  out  of  circulation. 

RtfolveJ,  That  the  confideration  of  the  damages,  repre- 
fented  by  Jonathan  Sturges,  to  be  done  his  farm  by  the  con- 
tinental troops,  be  deferred  to  the  clofe  of  the  prcfent  war, 
then  to  be  taken  up,  in  common  with  others  of  a  Gmilar  na- 
ture, which  have  been  poftponed  to  that  period 

Refohed,  That  loan- office  certificates  of  the  following  de- 
nominations bearing  an  intercft  of  fix  per  cent,  per  annum, 
be  (truck  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  treafury,  to  be, 
iftued  to  fuch  fortunate  adventurers  in  the  third  clafs  of  the 
United  States  lottery,  as  may  be  entitled  to  and  apply  for  the 
fame  ;  and  that. the  faid  certificates  be  dated  at  the  time  of 
finifhing  the  drawing  of  the  faid  clafs,  and  made  payable  at 
the  end  of  five  years,  viz.

The  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of 
Refolve  Smith,  report,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it. 
is  not  only  inexpedient  but  highly  improper*  at  this  juncture, 
to  difpofe  of  the  bills  of  exchange  for  the  purpofes  pointed 
cut  in  his  letter  : 

Refohed,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 
Grdcnd,  That  a  warrant  iiTue  on  Thomas  Smith,  cora- 
mifiioner  of  the  continental  loan-office  for  the  ftate  ,  of 
Pennfylvania,  in  favour  of  the  paymafter  to  the  board  of 
war  and  ordnance,  for  one  million  of  dollars,  of  the  old 
emifiions,  to  be  by  him  tranfmitted  to  Jofeph  Clay,  de- 
puty paymafter  general  to  the  fouthern  department  :  that 
the  laid  Jofeph  Clay  be  informed,  by  the  board  of  trea« 
fury,  of  the  value  of  bills,  in  this  city,  and  that  he  be  di« 
reeled  to  forward  what  bills  may  be  remaining  iu  his  hand* 
unfold  by  return  of  the  efcorc  who  takes  to  him  the  mo- 
ney aforefaid,  unlefs  it  lhall  appear  to  the  faid  paymafter

lain  a  part  of  fuch  bills  for  indifpenfable  fupplic.-,  for  the  faid 
department.  But  at  all  events  the  faid  deputy  payir.allcr 
fha.ll  return  to  the  board  of  trea'.ury  thirteen  thwuta.id  dol- 
lars, in  bills  of  exchange,  as  an  equivalent  tor  the  million 
of  doljars  fent  him  as  aforefaid.  Tliat  upon  the  return  of 
the  bills  aforefaid  to  the  board  of  trcafury,  fhould  they  ex- 
ceed the  equivalent  for  the  million  fent,  immediate  meaiures 
betaken  for  the  fade  of  the  faid  bills,  and  the  money  arifmg 
from  fuch  fale  forwarded  to  the  faid  Joleph  Clay,  fur  the  ulc 
of  his  department. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  wheieupon, 
Ordered,  That  the  board    of  war  add    to  the    ettiiiiate    of 
fupplics  to  be  imported  from  Europe,  eight  plain  but  elegant 
filver  mounted  fmall  fwords, 

A  letter  from  colonel  Armand  was  read  ;  whereupon 
RffolveJ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  informed,  that  Con- 
grefs  confent  to  his  permitting  colonel  Armand  to  take  from 
the  line  of  infantry  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  when 
the  ft  ate  and  tircngth  thereof  will  admit,  a  fufficient  number 
of  volunteers  to  compleat  his  partisan  corps  for  the  next 
campaign,  provided  he  be  not  allowed  to  take  more  than 
fix  men  from  a  regiment. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war,  en  the  letter  of  J.  Lau- 
rens,  was  read;    whereupon 

Ordered.  That  bills  of  exchange,  to  the  amount  of  three 
thoufand  feven  hundred  dollars  be  put  into  t.he  hands  of  the 
paymaller  of  the  board  of  war  and  ordnance',  for  the  purpofe 
of  enabling  the  faid  board  to  take  for  the  public  ufe,  a 
number  of  cartouch  boxes  arid  a  quantity  of  cloathing,  con- 
tracted for  by  lieutenant  colonel  Laurens,  and  to  pay  for  the 
repairs'  of  a  number  of'arms,  for  which  colonel  Laurens 
became  engaged. 

Wednesday,    January  3,  1781. 

A  letter  of  thiYday  from  doctor  William  Shippen,  director 
general  of  the  hofpitals,  was  read,  requclling  leave  to  re- 
fign. 

Ordered,  That  his  refignation  be  accepted. 

A  letter  and  memorial  of  John  Rofs  were  read,  with  a 
copy  of  his  account  againfl:  the  United  States  : 

Ordered,  That  the  fame  be  referred  to  the  board  of  trea- 
fury,  to  liquidate  the  account,  ana  devife  ways  and  mean* 
for  paying  the;  balance  due  to  him. 

The  board  of  war,  to  n-hom  was  referred  the    letter  from 
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brigadier  general  James  Reed,  delivered  in  a  report ;  where? 
upon, 

Refolved,  That  for  the  future,  brigadier  general  James 
Reed  receive  the  emoluments  of  officers  retiring  from  fervice 
by  virtue  of  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  on  that  fubjecY; 
and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  executive  of  the  ftate  of 
New-Hampfhire  to  make  up  to  him  the  depreciation  of  hi* 
pay  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  this  day ;  and  to 
pay  him  in  future,  on  account  of  the  United  States,  the 
fum  he  is  entitled  to  receive  from  time  to  time  by  virtue  of 
the  faid  refolutions. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  petition  from  Thomas  Lee  and  John  Coffin 
Jones  ;  and  thereupon 

Refehed,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  and  hereby  are 
directed  to  draw  bills  of  exchange  in  favour  of  Lee  and 
Jones,  at  fix  months  fight,  upon  the  honorable  John  Adams, 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  balance,  principal  and  intereft, 
due  on  the  contract  made  with  them  for  a  quantity  of  cloath- 
fcig  for  the  army,  by  Otis  and  Henly,  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  thirteenth  of  January,  1780,  to  be  delivered 
to  the  faid  Otis  and  Henly,  and  for  whieh  they  are  to  be 
accountable. 

Six  o'clock. 

Refolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  fupreme  executive  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfyl- 
vania,  on  the  fubject  matter  of  the  intelligence  received  this 
day : 

The  members  Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Witherfpoon,  and  Mr. 
Mathews. 

Thursday,    January  4,  1781. 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  war  draw  no  warrants  on  the 
paymafter  general,  except  for  the  invalid  regiment,  and 
the  regiment  of  artificers  in  the  department  of  the  commif- 
fary  general  of  military  Itores,  until  the  farther  order  of 
Congrefs, 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  whereupon, 
Ordered,  That  the  resignation  of  cornet  Brayman,  of 
colonel  Armand's  corps,  be  accepted:  that  the  board  of 
treafury  report  a  warrant  in  favour  of  cornet  Brayman,  for 
three  hundred  dollars,  of  the  new  emifiions,  in  full  for  his 
pay,  depreciation,  and  every  other  claim  he  may  have 
a^ainft  the  United  States  as  an  officer.  Congref* 
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Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  poft-officc  ;  whereupon, 

Refolved,  That  fo  much  of  the  aft  of  the  12th  of  De- 
cember laft,  for  regulating  the  poft-office,  as  directs  *'  that 
for  the  future  the  pay  of  the  poft-ridcrs  be  double  the  fum 
they  received  before  the  prefent  war,"  be  fufpended  until 
further  order  of  Congrefs. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  petition  of  M.  M'Connell,  &c.  and  others, 
under  fimilar  circumftanccs,  wherein  it  is  reprefented, 

That  the  petitioners,  in  the  fummcr  paft,  had,  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  army  near  Weft-Point,  a  quantity  of  rum,  &c, 
which  they  had  tranfported  thitlier  at  their  own  expence 
from  a  confiderable  diftance ;  that  by  order  of  the  com- 
manding officer  at  Weft-Point,  fome  of  the  rum,  &c  wai 
received  upon  fpecial  contract,  and  fome  was  taken  without 
any  particular  contract,  for  the  ufe  of  the  garrifon  ;  that 
the  price  agreed  for  is  no  more  than  the  current  price  at 
that  time  in  that  place,  and  not  greatly  exceeding  the  price 
fixed  by  the  refolution  of  the  25th  February,  after  deduct- 
ing the  charges  of  tranfportation  :  that  cafes  fuch  as  thefe, 
being  Angularly  circumftanced,  ought  not  to  be  confined  to 
the  rule  prescribed  in  the  refolution  of  the  26th  of  Auguft  j 
whereupon, 

Refolved,  That  the  cafes  above  referred  to,  and  others 
under  fimilar  circumftances,  where  fupplies  have  been  furnifh- 
«d  by  individuals  for  the  ufe  of  the  army,  upon  particular 
contracts,  be  fettled  and  paid  agreeably  to  fuch  contrails, 
making  good  the  depreciation  ;  and  that  where  fuch  fup- 
plies are  taken  without  any  particular  contract,  they  be 
fettled  and  paid  according  to  their  juft  value,  to  be  eftimated 
by  the  current  prices  of  fuch  articles  at  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  taken,  with  the  depreciation. 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  managers  of 
the  bank,  laid  before  Congrefs  an  account  of  the  firft  pay- 
ment received  on  the  loan  fubfeription  : 

Ordered^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  treafury,  to 
devife  ways  and  means  of  repaying  the  fame  to  the  manager* 
of  the  bank. 

Friday,    January  5,  1781. 

A  letter  of  the  4th  from  John  Wharton,  one  of  the 
aavy  board  of  middle  diftrift,  was  read,  defiring  leave  to 
reftgn. 

Hefolvedf  That  two  members  be  added   to  the  committee 
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spoointcd  on  the  3d  inftant  to  confer  with  the  fupreme  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  (late  of  Pennfylvania,  on  the  fubject  matter 
of  the  intelligence  received  that  day  ;  and  that  the  faid 
committee  be  inlfructed  to  aft  in  concert  with  the  faid  ex* 
ecuiive,  and  fully  empowered  to  take  fuch  meafures  as  may 
appear  neceffury  to  quiet  the  disturbances  in  the  Pennfylvanist 
line. 

The  members  added,  Mr.  Atlee  and  Mr.  Bland. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  letter  of  A  bra* 
tarn  Skinner,  commiffary  general  of  priioners,  and  othef 
papers  relative  to  the  treatment  of  prifoners  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy,  delivered  in  a  report,  as  follows  : 

*'  That  notwithstanding-  every  effort  of  Congrefs  to  obtain 
for  our  people,  prifoners  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  that 
treatment  which  humanity  alone  fhould  have  dictated,  the 
Britifli  commanders,  unmindful  of  the  tendernefs  extrctfed 
'towards  their  men,  prifoners  in  our  hands,  and  regardlefs 
of  the  practice  of  civilized  nations,  have  perfilted  in  treating 
our  people,  prifoners  to  them,  with  every  fpecies  of  infult, 
outrage,  and  cruelty.  Officers  and  men  are  indifcriminately 
thrown  into  the  holds  of  prifon  fliips  and  into  Ioathfome 
dungeons,  and  there  deprived  of  fuei  and  the  common  ne> 
teffaries  of  life,  by  which  means  many  of  the  citizens  of 
thefe  ftates  have  been  compelled  to  enter  into  their  fervice, 
to  avoid  thole  aiftrefTes  which*  a  conduct  fo  contrary  to  the 
law  of  nations  had  brought  upon  them.  Our  feamen  taken" 
tipon  the  American  coaft,  have  been  fent  to  Great  Britain* 
or  other  parts,  beyond  feas,  to  prevent  their  being  exchanged, 
©r  to  force  thrm  to  take  arms  againft  their  country  :  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  an  exercife  of  the  law  of 
retaliation  had  become  neceffary,  as  a  juftice  due  to  thoftf 
citizens  of  America  whom  the  fortune  of  war  has  thrown 
into  the  power  of  our  enemy  :  whereupon, 

Refohcd,  That  copies  of  the  letter  of  Mr.  A.  Skinner, 
»nd  the  other  papers  referred,  be  tranfmitted  to  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  and  that  he  be  directed  to  enquire  into  the 
manner  in  which  our  people  who  are  prifoners,  are  treated 
by  the  enemy,  and  that  he  give  immediate  orders  to  the  com- 
manding officers  at  the  different  polts  to  take  particular  care 
that  the  Britifli  prifoners  receive  the  fame  allowance  and 
treatment,  in  every  refpect.  as  our  people,  who  are  prifon- 
ers, receive  from  the  enemy. 

Rcfoived,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  refpective  ex- 
ecutives to  take  effectual  meafures  for  carrying  into  execu- 
tion the  a£t  of  pongrefs  of  January   13th,   17S0,   refpeft- 

inc 
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ing  pnfoners  taken  by  the  citizens,  troops  or  fh'ps  of  parti- 
cular ftates  : 

That  the  board  of  admiralty  iflue  orders  not  to  exchange 
any  Britifh  fea  officers,  or  feamen,  until  the  enemy  have  re- 
turned to  ibme  of  their  ganifons  in  America,  fuch  feamen 
as  they  have  taken  upon  the  American  coatts,  and  fent to 
Great  Britain,  or  othei  part*  beyond  f*-a  and  that  the  bonid 
of  admiralty  give  orders  for  continuing  the  treatment  of 
prifoners  as  herein  directed,  until  they  receive  order*  to  the 
contrary  from  Cohgrefs  or  the  commander  in  chief. 

Saturday,  January,  6,    1781. 

A  letter  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  whereupon, 
Refo/ved,  That  Ignatius  Pc-net  be  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
iolonel  Armand's  partizan  corpse 

M  o  n  d'  A  y,  January  6,   1781, 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  wai  read  ;  whereupon '<, 

Ordered,  That  the  refignation  of  lieutenant  blenry  otroop^ 
6f  colonel   Flower's  regiment,    of  artificers,  be  accepted. 

Re/o/ved,  That  colonel  Broadhead  be  informed,  that  it  will 
be  agreeable  to  Congrefs  to  receive  the  vifit  propofed  to  be 
made  to  them  by  fome  of  the  friendly  Delaware  Indians  in 
the  fprmg,  as  mentioned  in  his  letter  of  ;th  of  lall  month  to 
the  board  of  war  : 

That  colonel  Broadhead  be  alfo  informed,  That  Cosgrefe 
will  fupport,  as  far  as  their  abilities  will  permit,  fuch  of  the 
Indians  of  the  Delaware  tribe,  as  /hall  voluntarily  engage 
in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States  againlt  the  common  e- 
tiemy. 

The  board  of  war,  to  whom  was  referred  a  tetter  of  1  ijtla 
of  November  from  the  Governor  of  New- York,  with  the 
letter  from  colonel  Malcolm  inclofed,  delivered  in  a  report  ; 
whereupon, 

Refolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  colonel  Wil- 
liam Malcolm  cannot  be  confidered  as  entitled  to  pay  and 
fubfiftence  at  a  colonel  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,, 
longer  than  be  held  the  actual  command  of  his  regiment  j 
and  that  he  be  recommended  to  the  executive  of  the  State 
of  New  York  as  a  meritorious  offij.r.  who  from  the  im- 
practicability of  employing  him  in  the  army   i«  to  be  tltem- 
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ed  a  fupernumerary  tinder  tlie  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the 
24th  day  of  November,  1778. 

And  whereas,  colo'iel  Malcolm  has  been  employed,  after 
his  leaving  his  regiment,  on  fundry  occafional  ferrrces  : 

Re/olveJ,  1  hat  it  be  referred  to  the  executive  of  the  ftate 
of  New-York  to  fettle  and  adjuft  his  pay  during  the  time  of 
fuch  fervices,  and  charge  the  fame  to  the  United  States,  . 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee on  letters  from  general  Wafhington,  &c.  of  December 
8th,  delivered  in  a  report  ;  whereupon. 

RefoheiU  That  it  be  earnellly  recommended  to  the  ftates, 
from  New-Hamplhire  to  North- Carolina,  inclufive,  to  pro- 
cure and  forward  to  the  treafurer  of  the  United  States,  or 
to  their  commiflary  of  prifonerc,  appointed  to  refide  at  New- 
York,  by  the  flrft  day  of  Maich  next,  for  the  ufe  of  the  of- 
ficers in  captivity  at  that  place,  and  on  Long  Ifland",  and  to 
be  charged  to  the  United  State  ,  the  following  fums  ref- 
pectively,  in  fpecie,  or  bills  of  exchange  on  New-York} 
viz.

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*Hof  tlic  (late  of  Pennfylvania  be  Informed,  that  Congreft 
ha-'c  pu':l  due  attention  to  their  letter  of  the  6th  of  Decem- 
ber I  ilt,  It  ittng  "  a  high  abufe  of  office,  committed  hy  James 
Me  fe  late  cloathier  general  and  William  Weft,  jun,  his 
deputy  or  appointee  who,  in  conjunction  with  major  gen- 
eral Arnold,  did,  under  colour  of  office,  in  the  year  1778, 
take  from  fuudy  inhabitants  of  this  city  great  quantities  of 
•  merchandize,  not  necefTary  for  the  army,  which  were  con- 
verted to  their  private  emolument  :"

Ttat  a  knowledge,  in  its  nature  fo  comprehenlive.  is  on- 
ly to  r>e  acquired  bv  a  cotiiVan't  attention  to  tlie  Hate  of  Eu- 
rope, 1  id  in  unremitted  application  to  the  means  of  acquir- 
ing well  g  ounded  information  :

That  they  met  upon  the  bufinefs  to  them  referred,  and 
received  the  complaint  of  Ezekiel  Forman  and  John  Gib- 
fon,  two  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  board  of  treafury, 
again  ft  the  commiffioners  of  the  chambers  of  accounts,  in 
writing,  which  contains  the  five  following  charges,  or  arti- 
cles;  ift,  negledt  of  duty;  2d,  indolence  ;  3d,  inatten- 
tion to  the  public  intereft  ;  4th,  incapacity  ;  and  5th,  par- 
tiality : 

That  the  committee  furnifhed  the  commiffioners  of  the 
chambers  of  accounts  with  the  faid  complaints,  and  after- 
wards heard  the  teftimony,  proofs,  allegations  and  obferva- 
tions  of  the  feveral  parties  ;  and  after  mature  deliberation 
thereupon,  find  that  the  commiffioners  of  the  chambers 
have  fettled  above  two  hundred  accounts,  between  the  lit  of 
December,.  1779,  and  the  id  December,  (78c,  feveral  of 
which  required  the  examination  of  many  thoufand  vouchers 
and  papers  ;  and  that  all  the  accounts  which  have  been  re- 
ferred to  them  are  reported  to  the  auditor  general's  office, 
four  or  five  excepted,  for  the  delay  of  which  fatisfadlyry 
reafons  were  given  to  the  committee  : 

That  the  committee  cannot  afcertain  with  any  precifion, 
the  time  that  might  be  necefiaril/  employed  in  the  tranfact- 
ing  this  bufinefs.  but  conceive  it  might  hare  been  done  ynth 
more  facility  if  the  prefent  fyftem  ellablifhed  by  Congrefs 
did  not  necefTarily  create  great  delays,  and  therefore  they 
are  upon  the  whole,  of  opinion  that  the  laid  commlffioncrg 

cannot 
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cannot  juftly  be  cenfured  on  account  of  any  of  the  three 
firft  articles  or  charges. 

That  the  committee  had  no  evidence  of  incapacity  in  the 
faid  commiffioncrs,  or  either  of  them,  fave  from  Mr.  John 
Nicholfon,  one  of  their  clerks,  whofe  conduct  had  been 
complained  of  by  them,  and  who  had  recriminated  the  faid 
commiffioners  previous  to  the  giving  his  evidence  :  and  befidea 
the  committee  are  not  fatisfied  that  he  is  a  competent  judge 
of  this  matter : 

That  they  have  carefully  attended  to  every  fuggeftion  of 
partiality,  and,  having  fully  inveftigated  every  particular  re- 
lating to  this  charge,   do  not  find  any  trace  of  the  fort : 

The  committee  therefore  are  of  opinion,  that  the  com- 
miffioners of  the  chambers  of  accounts,  and  every  of  them, 
/hould  be  acquitted  of  each  of  the  charges  exhibited  againfl: 
them.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  De- 
cember 7th  from  major  general  Greene,  delivered  in  a  report  ; 
whereupon, 

Congrefs  taking  into  confideration  the  eminent  fervicea 
rendered  to  the  United  States  by  brigadier  general  Sumpter, 
of  South-Carolina,  at  the  head  of  a  number  of  volunteer 
militia,  from  that  and  the  neighbouring  ftates,  particularly 
in  the  victory  obtained  over  the  enemy  at  the  Hanging  Rock, 
on  the  6th  of  Auguft  ;  in  the  defeat  of  major  Wemys  and 
the  corps  of  Britifh  infantry  and  dragoons  under  his  com- 
mand, at  Broad-River,  en  the  Qth  day  of  November,  in 
which  the  faid  major  Wemys  was  made  prifoner ;  and  in  the 
repulfe  of  lieutenant  colonel  Tarlton,  and  the  Britifh  cavalry 
and  infantry  under  his  command,  at  Black  Storks  on  Tyger 
River,  on  the  20th  day  of  November  laft  ;  in  each  of  which, 
actions  the  gallantry  and  military  conduct  of  general  Sump-  v 
ter,  and  the  courage  and  perfeverance  of  his  troops,  were 
highly  confpicuous. 

Refohed,  therefore,  That  the  thanks  of  Congrefs  be  pre- 
fented  to  brigadier  general  Sumpter,  and  the  militia  afore- 
faid,  for  fuch  reiterated  proofs  of  their  patriot<fm,  bravery 
and  military  conduct,  which  entitle  them  to  the  higheft  cfttcm 
and  confidence  of  their  country ;  and  that  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  foulhern  department  do  forthwith  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  ifTued  in  general  orders,  and  tranfmittcd  to  gene- 
ral Sumpter.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  E„ 
Bhine,  and  the  report  of  the  board  of  treafury  on  the  letter 
from  J.  Pierce,  delivered  in  «  draught  of  a  letter  to  the 
Mates,  which  was  agreed  to  as  follows  : 

S  I  R, 

A  circular  addrefs  to  the  refpedtive  ftates,  of  the  9th  day 
if  November  la(t,  communicated  a  requifition  of  Congrefs 
far  the  fervice  of  the  current  year.  This  aft,  and  the  fyf- 
tern  of  the  1 8th  of  March  refpefting  our  finances,  include 
the  principal  means  which  their  prefent  powers  have  enabled 
Contrrefs  to  adopt  for  profecuting  the  war  ;  meafures  fo  deep* 
ly  interefting.  not  only  demand  the  unremitted  attention 
and  vigorous  fupport  of  the  legiflatures  ;  but  Congrefs  ought 
to  be  informed  of  their  progrefs  with  the  utmoft  precifion.— ■ 
both  are  necefiary  to  the  public  credit,  to  the  fuccefs  of  our 
military  operations,  to  the  very  exiftence  of  our  armies.  By 
#mr  aft  of  the  21ft  of  October  the  ftate  agents  are  directed 
to  tranfmit  to  the  commander  in  chief,  and  to  the  corumif- 
fary  general  refpeftively,  monthly  returns  of  all  fupplies, 
which  (hall  be  drawn  into  their  hands,  fpecifying  the  articles 
and  the  magazines  where  they  fhall  be  depofited.  It  is 
equally  incumbent  on  the  ftate  treafurers  to  make  fimilar  re- 
turns to  the  board  of  treafury  of  all  the  taxes  which  fhall  be 
brought  into  their  refpeftive  offices,  and  of  the  iffues  of  the 
new  emifGon.  Thefe  are  regulations  which  cannot  be  dif- 
penfed  with,  and  it  is  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  to 
enjoin  them  under  fuch  penalties  as  will  enforce  a  prompt 
and  punctual  obedience. 

Belides  thofe  fupplies  for  the  current  year,  which  cannot 
be  anticipated  without  the  utmoft  danger,  the  pay  in  arrear 
to  the  army  demands  your  molt  ferious  confideration  The 
honor  of  government  and  military  order  and  discipline  de- 
pend on  its  regular  difcharge.  Nor  was  a  fund  fufficient  fof 
this  and  other  purpofes  neglected  ;  for  had  the  requfitions  fof 
tnxes  prior  to  the  aft  of  the  18th  of  March  been  produftive; 
had  the  warrants  on  the  ftate  treafurers  for  the  balances  of 
thofe  taxes,  drawn  fo  long  ago  as  the  firft  of  July,  been 
fatisfied,  a  complaint  of  this  nature  could  not  have  e lifted* 

We  are  not  unapprized  of  the  embarrafiments  attending 
the  colledtion  of  taxes  from  the  credit  given  on  commif- 
faric't    and   quartennafter'g  certificates    for  the  fupport   of 
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of  the  army  ;  but  it  is  manifeft  that  Congrefs  could  not  pro- 
Toid  a  remedy.  It  was  found  expedient  to  difcontinue  the 
emiffion  of  paper  money,  and  from  various  caufes,  tlie  pub- 
lic necefiities  were  not  relieved  by  loans,  at  the  fame  time  that 
the  meafure  was  embraced  of  extinguifhing  thofe  certificate?, 
in  the  taxes.  Hence  the  treafury  has  been  dtititute  of  fup- 
ply,  almoft  every  refource  being  cut  off  at  the  fame  inftant. 
In  vain  have  we  endeavoured  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
amount  of  thofe  certificates,  or  how  far  they  have  been  re- 
duced :  and  they  continue  to  obftrucl:  every  plan  which  hath 
been  devifed  for  refloring  public  credit  and  fupporting  the 
war.  This  is  a  fubjedt  to  which  the  authority  of  the  legis- 
latures alone  ii  competent,  and  it  will  become  their  wildvm 
and  their  zeal  for  the  public  fervicc  to  give  it  the  fulled  iu- 
veftigatfon. 

In  the  mean  time  an  immediate  provifioa  for  the  pay  of 
the  army  is  indifpenfably  neceffary.  We  need  not  dwell  up- 
on the  injultice  or  the  probable  effects  of  a  delay,  they  are 
obvious  and  alarming  :  and  we  earneltly  call  upon  the  feve- 
ral  Hates  to  devife  prompt  and  efficient  means  for  remitting 
to  the  paymalter  general,  on  warrants  to  be  iiTued  in  his  fa- 
vour, the  refpe&ive  quotas  affigned  to  them  by  the  encldfecj 
tftimate. 

The  necefiity  of  great  and  fpirited  exertions  becomes  c« 
very  day  more  evident.  While  the  cruel  policy  of  our  ene- 
mies raifes  univerfal  indignation  and  abhorrence,  it  admon- 
ifhes  us  that  no  time  is  to  be  loft  in  refcuing  our  bleeding 
country  from  defolation,  and  eitablifhing  its  independence  oa 
the  bafis  of  an  honorable  and  permanent  peace.  However 
great  may  be  the  burthens  which  we  are  called  upon  to 
fuitain,  let  us  remember  that  they  are  the  price  of  liberty, 
and  that  they  have  been  common  to  every  people  who  have 
dared  to  ftruggle  for  focial  happinefs  agaiaft  violence  and  op- 
preffion.  Let  us  reflect  on  our  folemn  engagements,  to  de- 
vote our  lives  and  our  fortunes  to  the  beft  of  caufes  :  and  we 
fhall  find  that  we  cannot  be  deftitute  ofrefources.  Let  us 
review  the  paft  miferies  of  a  lingering  war,  and  the  danger 
of  its  further  protraction,  and  we  fhall  feize  the  golden  oppor- 
tunity of  co-operating  with  our  generous  ally,  by  every  poi- 
fible  effort  to  render  the  approaching  campaign  glorious  and 
decifive.  If  we  are  unable  in  this  itage  of  the  conflict  to  de- 
fend ourfelves  by  annual  taxes  ;  can  we  helitate  to  interpolc 
Vol.  VII.  C  our 
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our  refponfibility,  or  to  contribute  a  portion  of  our  capitals. 
Will  a  people  w'aofe  fortitude  and  patriotifm  have  excited 
the  admiration  of  Europe,  languifli  at  the  bright  dawn  of 
triumph,  and  endanger  the  public  happinefs  by  a  felnfii  par« 
fnnony  }  While  Cdrtgrefs  entertain  juft  fentiments  of  their 
conftituents  there  can  be  no  place  for  fuch  humiliating  ap- 
prehenlions  (Jn  the  contrary,  we  fhall  lock  with  confidence 
for  a  liberal  compliance  with  every  requiiition  which  the 
public  exigencies  dictate.  Experience  has  pointed  out  the 
dangers  10  which  we  have  been  expofed  by  a  want  of  punc- 
tuality i:i  former  fupplhs,  and  we  are  perfuaded  that  thofc 
dangers  will  for  the  future  be  carefully  prevented. 

For  our  own  part  we  have  left  nothing  uneiTayed  to  ren- 
der the  operations  of  the  war  more  vigorous  and  fuccefsful. 
We  have  applied  for  naval  fuccours  from  abroad  :  if  we  no 
longer  continue  unfortunate  in  the  importation,  we  (hall  not 
want  a  competent  fupply  of  cloathing,  arms  and  ammunition. 
We  are  once  more  attempting  a  foreign  loan  of  fpecie  :  we 
have  pointed  out  and  required  the  aids  of  men,  provifions  and 
money,  which  in  every  event  mult  be  produced  from  our 
own  internal  reiources.  We  have  ftrenuoufly  urged  upon 
thi  Hates  a  punctual  compliance  on  their  part  with  thofe 
requiEtions.  With  the  Hates,  who  alone  have  authority  to 
execute  ;  with  an  enlightened  people,  who  know  hew  to 
eiHmate  the  bleiTmgs  for  which  we  contend,  it  remains  to  give 
the  rneafures  which  we  have  recommended  their  full  and 
leafonablc  cfFeft.

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  director  of  the 
military  hofpital  ;  and  the  ballots  being  taken,  doctor  John 
Cochran  was  elected,  having  been  previously  nominated  by 
Mr.  Varnum. 

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  paymafter  general 
of  the  army  ;  and  the  ballot*  being  taken,  Mr.  John  Pierce 
was  elected,  having  been  provioufly  nominated  by  Mr.  Clarke. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  letter  of  the  5th  November  laft,  from  general 
Wafhington,  inclofing  a  memorial  from  the  officers  in  the 
hofpital  department  ;  and  thereupon  came  to  the  following 
rcfolutions  :

That  the  power  given  in  the  beforementioned  plan,  to  the 
chief  phyilcian  and  furgeon  of  the  army,  to  remove  regimen- 
tal furgeons  and  mates  in  cafe  of  abfence  without  leave,  (hall 
in  future  extend  no  further  than  a  power  of  fufpenfion,  until 
fwch  delinquent  mail  be  reported  to  a  proper  officer  for  bring- 
ing him  to  trial  by  court  martial  : 

Th?.r  the  apothecary  may  deliver  medicines,  inftruments 
and  dreffings,  and  other  articles  of  hit  department,  to  the 
Lofpitals,  o:\  order*  in  writing  from  a  phyfician  and  furgeon 
having  the  care  of  any  particular  hofpital,  where  the  director 
or  one  of  the  chief  phyikianeand  furgeon*  fiiall  not  be  prefent 
to  give  the  fame  ;

Provided,  that  all  duties  and  im- 
pofts laid  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  affemblecl,  fhall 
aJw  ays  br  a  certain  proportion  of  the  value  of  the  article  or 
articles  on  which  the  fame  fhall  be  laid  and  the  fame  article 
fhall  bear  the  fame  duty  and  impuft  throughout  the  faid  date's 
without  exemption  :  aiid  provided  that  all  *uch  duties  and 
impofts  fhall  be  for  the  perfecting  of  certain  fpecihed  purpo- 
ses, which  purpofts  being  perfected  the  laid  duties  and  im- 
ports, fo  appropriated,  fhall  ceafe  :  provided  alfo,  that  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  fhall  not  be  empowered 
to  appropriate  any  duties  or  impofts  for  perpetual  annuities, 
•r  other  perpetual  or  indefinite  interefts,  or  tor  annuities  for 
more  than  three  hves  at  the  fame  time  in  being,  or  for  along- 
er  term  than  ■  years. 

On  the  queftion  to  agree  to  this  ;  the  yeas  and  nays  being 
required  by  Mr.  Mathews* 
It  paffed  in  the  negative. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  Confederation  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  :

of  May,  1 78 1  ;  except  arms,  ammunition,  cloathing,  and 
other  articles  imported  on  account  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  of  them-;  and  except  wool  cards  and  cotton  cards,  and 
wire  for  making  them  ;  and  alfo,  except  fait,  during  the  war. 
Alfo,  a  like  duty  of  five  per  cent,  on  all  prizes  and  prize 
goods,  condemned  in  the  court  of  admiralty  of  any  of  thefc 
ftat'cs  as  lawful  prize. 

That  the  monies  arifing  from  the  faid  duties,  be  appro- 
priated 
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priated  to  the  difch.ir  e  of  the  principal  and  in'ercft  of  the 
debt*  already  continued  or  which  may  be  contracted,  on 
the  faith  of  the  United  State*,  for  fupporting  the  prcfent 
war  : 

That  the  faid  duties  be  continued  until  the  faid  debts  fhall 
be  fully  and  finally  difcharged.  ,

powers  ;  and  the  revenues  arifing  from  the  faid  duties,  fhall 
be  carried  to  the  general  credit  of  all  the  ftates  which  (hall 
confent  or  accede  thereto,  in  the  firft  feffion  of  their 
refpeftivc  legiflatures  which  fhall  be  held  after  the  faid  aft 
fhall  have  reached  the  executive  powers  of  the  ftates  refpec- 
tively. 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  rcfolution,  together  with  the 
aft  of  the  3d,  be  tranfmitted  with  all  convenient  difpatch 
to  the  feveral  ftates;  and  that,  in  the  letter  accompanying 
the  fame,  the  prefident  urge  upon  the  feveial  executives  the 
neceffity  of  immediately  calling  the  aiTemblics,  if  not  already 
convened,  for  the  purpofe  of  veiling  Congrefs  with  the 
power  mentioned  in  the  faid  aft. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  re-committed  part  of  their 
report  on  a  plan  for  the  arrangement  of  the  civil  executive 
departments  of  the  United  States,  delivered  in  another  re- 
port. 

Congrefs  then  refumed  the  confederation  of  the  plan  for 
the  arrangement  of  the  civil  executive  departments  of  the 
United  States  ;  and  thereupon, 

Refolved,  That  there  be  a  fuperintendant  of  finance,  a 
fecretary  at  war,  and  a  fecretary  of  marine  ; 

That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  fuperintendant  of  finance, 
to  examine  into  the  ftate  of  the  public  debts,  the  public 
expenditures,  and  the  public  rrvenuc :  to  digeft  and  report 
plans  for  improving  and  regulating  the  finances,  and  for 
eftablifhing  order  and  ceconomy  in  the  expenditure  of  the 
public  money  :  to  direft  the  execution  of  all  plans  which 
fhall  be  adopted  by  Congrefs  refpefting  revenue  and  expen- 
diture ;  to  fuperintend  and  controul  the  fettlement  of  all 
public  accounts ;  to  direft  and  controul  all  perfons  em- 
ployed 
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ployed  in  procuring  fupplies  for  the  public  fcrvice  and  in  the 
expenditure  of  public  money:  to  obtain  accounts  of  all  the 
iffues  of  the  fpecific  fupplies  furnifhed  by  the  feveral  ftates  : 
to  compel  the  payment  of  all  monies  due  to  the  United 
States,  and  in  his  official  character,  or  in  fuch  manner  as 
the  laws  of  the  refpe&ive  ftates  (hall  direft,  to  profecute  in 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  for  all  delinquencies  refpedting 
the  public  revenue  and  expenditures  :  to  report  to  Congrefi 
the  officers  which  (hall  be  neceflary  for  affifting  him  in  the 
Tarious  b-anches  of  his  department. 

That   the  powers  and  duty   of  the  fecretary  at  war,  mail 
be  as  f  Hows  : 

To  examine  into  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  war  office,  the 
returns  and  prefent  ftate  of  the  troops,  ordnance,  arms,  am- 
munition, cloathing  and  fupplies  of  the  armies  of  thefi 
United  States,  and  report  the  fame  to  Congrefs  :  to  obtain 
and  keep  exatt  and  regular  returns  of  all  the  forces  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  all  the  military  (tores,  equipment! 
and  fupplies  in  the  magazines  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
other  places  for  their  ufe  ;  and  to  take  the  immediate  care 
of  all  fuch  as  are  not  in  actual  fervice  :  to  form  eftimatei 
of  all  fuch  (lores,  equipments  and  fupplies  as  may  be  requi- 
fit e  for  the  military  (ervice,  and  for  keeping  up  competent 
n;agn.?ines  ,  and  to  report  the  fame  to  the  fuperintendant  of 
finance,  that  he  may  take  meafures  for  procuring  the  fame 
in  fuch  manner  as  may  bed  fuit  the  finances  of-thefe  ftates  : 
to  prepare  eftimates  for  paying  and  recruiting  the  armies  of 
thefe  United  States,  and  lay  them  before  the  fuperintendant 
of  finance,  fo  feafonably  as  to  enable  him  to  make  provision 
without  delay  or  derangement :  to  execute  all  the  refolutions 
of  Congrefs  refpe&ing  military  preparations,  and  tranfmit 
3II  orders  and  refolutions  relative  to  the  military  land  forces 
of  thefe  United  States:  to  make  out,  feal  and  cownterfign 
all  military  commiffions,  keep  regiftcrs  thereef,  and  publifti 
annually  a  lift  of  all  appointments  :  to  report  to  Congrefi 
the  officers  neceflary  for  affifting  him  in  the  bufinefs  of  hit 
department. 

'Refahedy  That  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  fecretary  of 
marine,  to  examine  into- and  report  to  Congrefs  the  pre- 
fent "ftate  of  the  navy,  a  regifter  of  the  officers  in  and  qut 
of.  command,  and  the  dates  of  their  refpe&ive  commiffions  ; 
aid  an  .account   of  all  the  naval  and  other  ftores   belong- 
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ing  to  that  department  :  to  form  eftimates  of  all  pay,  equip, 
merits  and  fupplies  neceffaiy  for  the  navy;  and  from  time 
to  time  to  report  fuch  eftimate6  to  the  fuperintendant  of 
finance,  that  he  may  take  meafures  for  providing  for  the 
expences,  in  fuch  manner  as  may  belt  fuit  the  condition  of 
the  public  treafury  :  to  fuperintend  and  direct  the  execution 
of  all  rcfolutions  of  Congrefs  refpectmg  naval  preparations  : 
to  make  out,  feal  and  countcrfign  all  marine  commif- 
fions,  keep  regifters  thereof,  and  publifh  annually  a  lift 
of  all  appointments:  to  report  to  Congrefs  the  officers  and 
agents  neceffary  to  affilt  him  in  the  bufinefs  of  his  depart- 
ment :  and  in  general  to  execute  all  the  duties  and  powers 
fpecified  in  the  aft  of  Congrefs  conftituting  the  board  of 
Admiralty.

The  delegates  for  Maryland  laid  before  Congrefs  a  certified 
copy  of  an  aft.  of  the  legiflature  of  that  itate,  which  was 
read  as  follows  : 

**  An  aft  to  empower  the  delegates  cf  this  ftate  in  Con- 
grefs, to  fubferibe  and  ratify  the  articles  of  Confedera- 
tion. 

"  Whereas,  it  hath  been  faid  that  the  common  enemy 
is  encouraged  by  this  ftate  not  acceding  to  the  confedera- 
tion, to  hope  that  the  union  of  the  filler  ftates  may  be 
diflblved  ;  and  therefore  profecutes  the  war  in  expectation 
of  an  event  fo  difgraceful  to  America:  and  our  fiiends 
and  illuftrious  ally  are  imprefled  with  an  idea,  that  the 
common  caufe  would  be  promoted  by  our  formally  acced- 
ing to  the  confederation:  this  general  affembly,  confei- 
ous  tliat  this  Mate  hath,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  ftrenuoufly  exerted  herfelf  in  the  common  caufe,  and 
fully  fatisfied  that  if  no  formal  confederation    was  to    take 

place 
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place,  It  Is  the  fixed  determination  of  this  ftate  to  continue 
her  exertions  to  the  utmoft,  agreeable  to  the  faith  pledged 
in  the  union  ;  from  an  earneft  defire  to  conciliate  the  affec- 
tion of  the  fifter  ftates  ;  to  convince  all  the  world  of  our 
unalterable  refolution  to  fupport  the  independence  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  alliance  with  his  molt  chriftian  ma- 
jefty  ;  and  to  deftroy  forever  any  apprehenfion  of  our  friends 
or  hope  in  our  enemies,  of  this  ftate  being  again  united  to 
Great-Britain. 

"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  affembly  of  Maryland, 
That  the  delegates  of  this  ftate  in  Congrcfs,  or  any  two  or 
three  of  them,  fliall  be,  and  are  hereby,  empowered  and  re- 
quired, on  behalf  of  this  ftate,  to  fubferibe  the  articles  of 
confederation  and  perpetual  union  between  the  ftates  of  New- 
Hampfhire,  MafTachufetts  Bay,  Rhode- Ifland,  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations,  Connecticut.  New  York,  New  Jerfey, 
Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Caro- 
lina, South-Carolina,  and  Georgia  figned  in  the  General 
Congrefs  of  the  faid  ftates,  by  the  honourable  Henry  Lau- 
rens, efquire,  their  then  prefident  ;  and  laid  before  the  Le- 
giflature  of  this  ftate  to  be  ratified,  if  approved.  And  that 
the  faid  article;-  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union,  fo  as 
aforefaid  fubferibed,  (hall  thenceforth  be  ratified  and  become 
cenclufive  as  to  this  ftate,  and  obligatory  thereon.  And 
it  is  hereby  declared,  that  by  acceding  to  the  faid  confede- 
ration, this  ftate  doth  not  relinquifh,  or  intend  to  relinquiih, 
any  right  or  inteieft  ftiehath,  with  the  other  United  or  Con- 
federated States,  to  the  back,  country  ;  but  claims  the  fame 
as  fully  as  was  done  by  the  legiflature  of  this  ftate,  in  their 
declaration  which  ftands  entered  on  the  journals  of  Congrefs  ; 
this  ftate  relying  on  the  juftice  of  the  feveral  ftates  hereafter, 
as  to  the  laid  claim  made  by  this  ftate. 

«'  And  it  is  further  declared,  that  no  article  in  the  faid 
confederation,  can  or  ought  to  bind  this  or  any  other  ftate, 
to  guarantee  any  exclufive  claim  of  any  particular  Itate,  to 
the  foil  of  the  faid  baek  lands,  or  any  fuch  claim  of  jurifdic- 
fcion  over  the  faid  lands  or  the  inhabitants  thereof.

RefolveJ,  That  the  fouthern  army  be  compofed  of  all  the 
regular  troops,  from  Pennfylvania  to  Georgia,  inchifive,  ex- 
cept Moylan's  dragoons,  and  thofe  on  command  on  the  wef- 
tern  frontiers  ;  and  that  the  commander  in  chief  be,  and 
hereby  is,  directed  to  order  the  troops  of  the  Pennfylvania 
line,  except  as  above,  to  join  the  army  in  Virginia,  by  de- 
tachments, as  they  may  be  in  readinefs  to  march  :

Refohed,  That  for  purchafing  the  foregoing  articles  the 
board  of  war  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorifed  and  directed  to 
contract  for  payment  in  fpecie,  other  money  equivalent,  pay- 
able in  fix  months  with  intereft  ;  and  that  bills  of  exchange, 
on  the  minifter  of  thefe  United  States  at  the  court  of  Ver- 
sailles, be    prepaicd   immediately,   aad   dcpolked  wiih  the 

board 
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of  war,  to  be  by  them  delivered  to  the  perfoni  fo  contra&» 
ing,  to  the  amount  of  fuch  contracts,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
faid  term,  unlefs  they  (hall  have  monies  at  that  time  to  fulfil 
the  faid  contra&s.

of  America,"  and  which  is  in  the  words  following  : 

"  Whereas  nothing  under  divine  providence,  can  more  ef- 
fectually contribute  to  the  tranquillity  and  fafety  of  the  li- 
nked States  of  America,  than  a  fcederal  alliance,  on  fuch  li- 
beral principles,  as  will  give  fatisfaclion  to  its  refpective 
members  ;  and:  whereas  the  articles  of  confederation  and  per- 
petual union,;  recommended  by  the  honourable  Congrefs  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  have  not  proved  acceptable 
to  all  the  flates  ;  it  having  been  conceived,  that  a  portion  of 
the  wade  and  uncultivated  territory,  within  •  the  limits  Or 
claims  of  certain  dates,,  ought  to  be  appropriated  as  a  com- 
mon fund;  for  the  expences  of  the  war  :  and  the  people  of  this 
ftate  of  New-York,  being  on  all  ocean  Dilsdifpofed  to  mani- 
feft  their  regard  for  their  filler  ftates,:  and  their  earnefl  defire 
to  promote  the  general  interefl  and  fecurity  ;  and  more  es- 
pecially to  accelerate  the  fcederal  alliance,  by  removing,  a* 
far  as  it  depends  upon  them,  the  before-mentioned  impedi- 
ment to  its  final  accomplifhmenti 

'•  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  people  of  the  (late  of 
New- York,  reprefented  in  fenate  and  affembly,  and  it  is  here- 
by enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  it  (hall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  delegates  of  this  (late,  in  the 
honourable  the  Congrefs  of.the  United  States  of  America, 
or  the  major  part  of  fuch  of  them  as  (hall  be  afiVmbled  <n 
Congrefs  ;  and  they  the  faid  delegates,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  fo  aflembled,  are  hereby  fully  authorifed  and  empow- 
ered, for  and  on  behalf  of  this  (late,  and  by  proper  and  au«

'•  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  autho- 
rity aforefaid,  That  the  truft  repofed,  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
fhall  not  be  executed  by  the  delegates  of  this  ftate,  unlefs  at 
Icaft  three  of  the  faid  delegates  fhall  beprefent  in  Congrefs."

faid  James  Duane,  William  Floyd,  and  Alexander  M'Dou- 
gall,  together  with  John  Morin  Scott  and  Ezra  L'Homme- 
dieu,  delegates  to  reprefent  the  faid  ftate  in  the  Congrefs 
of  theTJnited  States  of  North  America,  therefore  in  pur- 
fuance  of  the  faid  nomination  and  appointment,  the  people 
of  the  faid  ftate  of  New  York,  did  thereby  commiffion  ns, 
the  faid  James  Duane,  William  Floyd,  and  Alexander 
fti  Dougall,  and  the  faid  John  jVJorin  Scott  and  Ezra 
L'Hommedieu,  or  any  majority  who  fhould  from  time  to 
time  attend  the  faid  Congrefs;  and  if  only  one  of  the  faid. 
delegates  ftiould  at  any  time  be  prefent  in  the  faid  Congrefs, 
he  fhould  in  fuch  cafe,  be  suthorifed  to  reprefent  the  faid 
ftate  in  the  faid  Congrefs,  as  by  an  authentic  copy  of  the 
faid  aft,  and  an  exemplification  of  the  faid  commiffion,  re- 
maining among  the  archives  of  Congiefs,  fully  appears. 

"  Now  therefore  know  ye,  that  we,  the  faid  James  Du- 
ane, William  Floyd,  and  Alexander  M'Dougall,  by  virtue 
of  the  power  and  authority,  and  in  the  execution  of  the 
truft  repofed  in  us  as  aforefaid,  have  judged  it  expedient 
to  limit  and  reftrift,  and  we  do  by  thefe  prefents,  for  and  in 
behalf  of  the  faid  ftate  of  New-York,  limit  and  reftrift  the 
boundaries  of  the  faid  ftate  in  the  weftern  parts  thereof, 
with  refpeft  to  the  jurisdiftiou,  as  well  as  the  right  or  pre- 
emption of  foil,  "by  the  lines  and  in  the  form  following,  that 
is  to  fay  :  a  line  from  the  north  eaft  corner  of  the  ftate  of 
Pennfylvania,  along  the  north  bounds  thereof  to  its  north- 
weft  corner  continued,  due  weft,  until  it  fhall  be  interfefted 
by  a  meridian  line,  to  be  drawn  from  the  forty-fifth  degree 
of  north  latitude,  through  the  moft  wefterly  bent  or  incli- 
nation of  lake  Ontario  ;  thence  by  the  faid  meridian  line 
to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude  ;  and  thence  by 
the  faid  forty  fifth  degree  of  north  latitude  :  but  if  on  ex- 
periment, the  above  defcribed  meridian  line  fhall  not  com- 
prehend twenty  miles  due  weft  from  the  moft  wefterly  bent 
or  inclination  of  the   river  or  ftrait  of  Niagara,  then  we  do 

by 
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by  tliefe  prcfents,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  for  and 
o;i  behalf  of  the  /late  of  New-York,  and  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  aforefaid,  limit  and  reftridt  the  boundaries  of  the 
faid  Itate  in  the  weftern  parts  thereof,  with  refpedt  to  ju- 
risdiction, as  well  as  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  foil,  by 
the  lines  and  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  fay ;  aline 
from  the  north  ealt  corner  of  the  ltate  of  Pennfylvania, 
along  the  north  bounds  thereof,  to  its  north  weft  corner, 
continued  due  welt  until  it  (hall  be  interfered  by  a  meridian 
line  to  be  drawn  from  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude, 
through  a  point  twenty  miles  due  weft  from  the  molt  wefterly 
bent  or  inclination  of  the  river  or  ftrait  Niagara;  thence  by 
the  faid  meridian  line  to  the  forty- fifth  degree  of  north 
latitude,  and  thence  by  the  faid  forty-fifth  degree  of  north 
latitude:  And  we  do  by  thele  prefents,  in  the  name  of  the 
people,  and  For  and  on  behalf  of  the  ftate  of  New- York,  and 
by  virtue  of  the  power  and  truft  committed  to  us  by  the  faid 
act  and  cornmiflion,  cede,  transfer,  and  forever  relinquifn  to, 
and  for  the  only  uie  and  benefit  of  fuch  of  the  ftates  as  are 
or  fhall  become  parties  to  the  articles  of  confederation,  all 
the  right,  title,  interelt,  jurisdiction  and  claim,  of  the  faid 
ftate  of  New- York  to  all  lands  and  territories  to  the  north- 
ward and  weitward  of  the  boundaries,  to  which  the  faid 
ftate  is  in  manner  aforefaid  limited  and  reftricted,  and  to  be 
granted,  difpofed  of,  a. <d  appropriated  in  fuch  manner  only, 
as  the  Congrefs  cf  the  faid  United  or  Confederated  States 
flirtil  order  and  direct. 

t;  In  teltimony  whereof  we  have  hereunto  fubferibed  our 
names,  and  affixed  our  feals  in  Congrefs,  the  firft  day  of 
March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feyen  hundred 
and  eighty- one,  and  of  our  independence  the  fifth.

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According  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  honourable  John 
Hanfoh  and  Daniel  Carroll,  twoof  the  delegates  for  the  ftate 
of  Maryland,  in  purfuance  of  the  aft  of  the  legiflature  of 
that  Mate,  entitled,  "  An  aft  to  empower  the  delegates  of 
this  (late  in  Congrefs  to  fubfcribe  and  ratify  the  articles  of 
confederation,  "  which  was  read  in  Congrefs  on  the  12th 
of  February  laft,  and  a  copy  thereof  entered  on  the  minutes, 
didi  in  behalf  of  the  faid  ftate  of  Maryland,  fign  and  ratify 
the  faid  articles,  by  which  aft  the  confederation  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  of  America  was  compleated,  each  and  every  of  the 
Thirteen  United  States,  from  New-Hampfhire  to  Georgia^ 
both  included,  having  adopted  and  confirmed,  and  by  their 
delegates  in  Congrefs  ratified  the  fame,  as  followi. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  thefe  prefents  fhall  come,  We  the 
underfigned  delegates  of  the  Hates  affixed  to  our  names,  f«nd 
greeting :  > 

WHEREAS  the  delegates  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica in  Congrefs  afTembled,  did  on  the   fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember,   in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  feventy-feven,  and  in  the  fecond  year  of  the  independence 
of  America,  agree    to  certain   articles   of  confederation  and 
perpetual  union  between  the  ftates  of  Ncw-Hampfhire,  Maf- 
fachufetts-Bay,    Rhode  Ifland  and    Providence   Plantations, 
Connecticut,  New  York,    New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Virginia,  North- Carolina,  South-Carolina, 
and  Georgia,  in  the  words  following,  viz. 
ARTICLES  of  CONFEDERATION  and  PERPETU- 
AL  UNION    between    the   ftates  of   New-Hampfhire, 
MafTaehufetts-Bay,  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions, Connecticut,  New- York,  New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania, 
Delaware,    Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Carolina,  South- 
Carolina,  and  Georgia. 

Article  I.  The  ftile  of  this  confederacy  fhall  be  The 
United  States  of  America. 

Article  2.  Each  ftate  retains  its  fovereignty,  freedom, 
and  independence,  and  every  power  jurisdiftion.  and  right, 
which  is  not  by  this  confederation  exprefsly  delegated  to  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled. 

Article  3.  The  faid  ftates  hereby  feverally  enter  into  a 
firm  league  of  friend fhip  with  each  other  for  their  common 
defence,  the  fecvirity  of  their  liberties,  and  their  mutual  and 
general  wcllfare ;  binding  themfelves  to  affift  each  other 
againd  all  force  offered  to  or  attacks  made   upon  them  or 
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any  of  them  on    account  of   religion,  fovereignty,  trade  Of 
any  other  pretence  whatever.    . 

Article  4*  The  better  to  fecure  and  perpetuate  mutual 
friend  (hip  and  intercourfe  among  the  people  of  the  different 
ftates  in  this  union,  the  free  inhabitants  of  each  of  thefe 
ftates  (paupers,  vagabonds  and  fugitives  from  juflice  ex- 
cepted) (hall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immunities  of 
free  citizens  in  the  feveral  ftates  ;  and  the  people  of  each 
ftate  /hall  have  free  ingrefs  and  regrels  to  and  from  any  other 
ftate,  and  fliall  enjoy  therein  all  the  privileges  of  trade  and 
commerce,  fubjeft  to  the  fame  duties,  impofttions  and  re- 
ftridtions  as  the  inhabitants  thereof  refpe&ively,  provided 
that  fuch  reftriclions  fhall  not  extend  fo  far  as  to  prevent 
the  removal  of  property  imported  into  any  ftate  to  any  other 
ftate,  of  which  the  owner  is  an  inhabitant;  provided  alfo  that 
no  impofition,  duties  or  rtftridtion  fhall  be  laid  by  any 
ftate  en  the  property  of  the  United  States  or  cither  of 
them. 

If  any  perfon  guilty  of  or  charged  with  treafon,  felony  or 
eth'er  high  mifdemeanor  in  any  ftate,  fhall  flee  from  jufticc 
and  be  found  in  any  of  the  United  States,  he  fhall  upon  de- 
mand of  the  governor  or  executive  power  of  the  ftate  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up  and  removed  to  the  ftate  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  his  offence. 

Tail  faith  and  credit  fhall  be  given  in  each  of  thefe  ftates  to 
the  records,  acts  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  and 
magiftrates  of  every  other  ftate. 

Article  §.  For  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
general  intereft  of  the  United  States,  delegates  fhall  be  an- 
nually appointed,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  legiflature  of  each 
ftate  fhall  direct,  to  meet  in  Cor.grefs  on  the  firft  Monday  in 
November  in  every  year,  with  a  power  referved  to  each  ftate 
to  recall  its  delegates,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  within 
the  year,  and  to  fend  others  in  their  ftead  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

No  ftate  fliall  be  reprefented  in  Congrefs  by  lefs  than  tw» 
nor  by  more  than  feven  members;  and  no  perfon  fhall  be  ca" 
pable  of  being  a  delegate  for  more  than  three  yews  in  any 
trrm  of  fix  year3  ;  nor  fhall  any  perfon,  being  a  delegate, 
be  capable  of  holding  any  office  under  the  United  State»f 
for  which  he,  or  any  other  for  his  benefit,  receives  any  fala- 
iv,  fees  or  emolument  ©f  any  kind, 
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Each  (late  fhall  maintain  its  own  delegates  in  any  meeting 
of  the  dates,  and  while  they  a&  as  members  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  dates. 

In  determining  queftions  in  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
aflembled,    each  ftate  fhall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  fpeech  and  debate  in  Congrefs  fhall  not  be  im- 
peached or  questioned  in  any  court  or  place  out  of  Congrefs  ; 
and  the  members  of  Congrefs  fhall  be  protected  in  their 
perfons  from  arrefts  and  imprifonments,  during  the  time  ot 
their  going  to  and  from  and  attendance  on  Congrefs,  except 
for  ticafon,   felony  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

Article  6  No  (late,  without  the  confent  of  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  aflembled..  fhall  fend  any  embaffy  to,  or 
receive  any  embafTy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference, 
agreement,  alliance  or  treaty,  with  any  king,  prince  or 
ftate  ;  nor  fhall  any  perfon  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
truft  under  the  United  States  or  any  of  them,  accept  of  any 
prefent,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever 
from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  ftate  ,  nor  fhall  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  or  any  of  them,  grant  any 
title  of  nobility. 

No  two  or  more  ftates»fhall  enter  into  any  treaty,  con- 
federation or  alliance  whatever  between  them  without  the 
confent  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  fpeci- 
fying  accurately  the  purpofes  for  which  the  lame  is  to  be 
entered    into,  and  how  long  it  fhall  continue. 

No  ftate  fhall  lay  any  imports  or  duties  which  may  inter- 
fere with  any  ftipulations  in  treaties  entered  into  by  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  with  any  king,  prince 
or  ftate,  in  purfuance  of  any  treaties  already  propofed  by 
Congrefs  to  the  courts  of  France  and   Spain. 

No  veflels  of  war  fhall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace  by  any 
ftate,  except  fuch  number  only  as  fhall  be  deemed  neceffary 
by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  for  the  defence 
of  fuch  ftate  or  its  trade  ;  nor  fhall  any  body  of  forces  be 
kept  up  by  any  ftate  in  time  of  peace,  except  fuch  number 
only,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  United  Stales  in  Congrefs 
affembled,  fhall  be  deemed  requifite  to  garrifon  the  forts  ne- 
ceffary for  the  defence  of  fuch  ftate ;  but  every  ftate  fhall 
always  keep  up  a  well  regulated  and  difciplined  militia,  fuf- 
ficiently  armed  and  accoutred,  and  fhall  provide  and  have 
eonftantly  ready  for  ufe,  in  public  ftorcs,  a  due  number  of 
field  pieces  and  tents,  and  a  proper  quantity  of  arms,  am- 
munition and  camp  equipage. 
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No  (late  fhall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  confent  of 
the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled,  unlefs  fuch  ftate 
be  ^dually  invaded  Dy  enemies,  or  fhall  have  certain  advice 
of  a  refolution  being  formed  by  fonae  nation  of  Indians  to 
invade  fuch  ftate,  and  the  danger  is  fo  eminent  as  not  to  ad- 
mit of  a  delay  till  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled 
can  be  ccnfulted  ;  nor  fhall  any  ftate  grant  commiffions  to 
any  fhips  or  veffcls  of  war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprifal, 
except  it  be  after  a  declaration  of  war  by  the  United  States 
in  Congrefs  affembled,  and  then  only  againft  tht  kingdom 
or  ftate  and  the  fubje&s  thereof,  againft  which  war  has  been 
fo  declared,  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  fhall  be  eftablifhed 
by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  unlefs  fuch 
ftate  be  infefted  by  pirates,  in  which  cafe  veffels  of  war  may 
be  fitted  ouf.  for  that  occafion,  and  kept  fo  long  as  the  dan- 
ger fhall  continue,  or  until  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
afftmbled  fhall  determine  otherwife. 

Article  7.  'When  land  forces  are  raifed  by  any  ftate  for 
the  common  defence,  all  officers  of  or  under  the  rank  of 
colontl  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  legiflature  of  each  ftate 
refpctiyely  by  whom  fuch  forces  fhall  be  raifed,  or  in  fuch 
manner  as  fuch  ftate  fhall  direct  ;  and  all  vacancies  fhall  be 
filled  up  by  the  flnte  which  firft  made  the  appointment. 

Article  8.  All  charges  of  war  and  all  other  expences  that 
fhall  be  incurred  for  the  common  defence  or  general  welfare, 
nnd  allowed  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled, 
fhall  be  defrayed  out  of  a  common  treafury,  which  fhall  be 
fupplied  by  the  feveral  ftates  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  all 
land  within  each  ftate  granted  to  or  furveyed  for  any  perfon 
86  fuch  land  and  the  buddings  and  improvements!  thereon  fhall 
be  eftimated  according  to  fuch  mode  as  the  United  Srateg 
in  Congrefs  affembled  fhall  from  time  to  time  direct  and  ap- 
point. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  fhall  be  laid  and  le- 
vied by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  legiflatures  of  the 
feveral  ftates  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  affembled. 

Article  9.  The  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled  fhall 
have  the  fole  and  exclufive  right  and  power  of  determining 
on  peace  and  war,  except  in  the  cafes  mentioned  in  the  fixth 
article — of  fending  and  receiving  ambaffadors — entering  into 
treaties  and  alliances,  provided  that  no  treaty  of  commerce' 
fhall  be  made,  whereby  the  legiflative  power  of  the  refpedive 
itaf.es  fhall   be  rcftrained  from  impofing  fuch    impofts   and 
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duties  on  foreigners  as  their  own  people  are  fubjecred  to,  or 
from  prohibiting  the  exportation  or  importation  of  anv  fpe. 
cies  of  goods  or  commodities  whatloever — of  eftabhfhing 
rules  for  deciding  in  all  cafes,  what  captures  on  land  or  water 
/hall  be  legal,  and  in  what  manner  prize*  taken  by  land  or 
naval  forces  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  Stares  (hall  be  di- 
Yi'ded  or  appropriated — of  granting  letters  of  marque  and 
reprifal  in  time  of  peace — appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of 
piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  fcas,  and  cfta- 
blifhing  courts  for  receiving  and  determining  finally  appeals 
in  all  cafes  of  captures  ;  provided  that  no  member  of  Con- 
grefs  fhall  be  appointed  judge  of  any  of  the  .aid  courts. 

The  United  States  in  Congrefs  affemhled   (hall  alfo   be  thc- 
1  a  ft  re  fort  on  appeal  in    all  diiputes  and  difference*   row  fub- 
fifting  or  that  hereafter  may  anfe  between  two  or  more  ltatcs 
concerning  boundary,  jurisdiction,   or  any  other  caule  what- 
ever ;   which  authority  fhall  always  be  exercifed  in  the  manner 
following  :     whenever    the    legislative  or  executive  authority 
or  lawful    agent    of  any  ftate  in    controveny    with  another, 
fhall  prefent   a  petition    to  Congrefs,   flating    the    matter  in 
queflion  and    praying  for   a  hearing,  notice  thereof  fhall  be 
given  by  order  of  Congrefs   to  the  legislative    or  executive 
authority  of  the  other  flate  in  controverfy,  and  a  day  alligned 
for  the  appearance  of  the  parties  by  their  lawful  agents,  **ho 
fhall  then  be  directed  to    appoint    by  joint  content;    commif- 
fieners  or  judges  to  conftitute  a  court  for  hearing   and  deter- 
mining the   matter   in    qucftion  ;   but    if  they  cannot  a*ree, 
Congrefs  fhall  name  three  perfons  out  of  each  of  the  United 
States,  and  from  the  lift  of  fuch  perfons  each  party    lhall  al- 
ternately  ftrike  out  one,  the  petitioners  beginning,   until    the 
number  fhall  be  reduced  to  thirteen  ;  and    from  that  number 
not  lefs    than  feven    nor  more   than  nine  names,  as  Congrefs 
fhall  direct,   fhall  in  the  piefence  of  Congrefs,  he  drawn  out 
by  lot ;  and  the  perfons  whofe  names  fhall    he  fo  drawn,  or 
any  five  of  them,  lhall    be  commiffioners   or  judges    to  hear 
and   finally  determine  the   controverfy,  fo   always  as  a  major 
part  of  the  judges  who  fhall  hear  the  caufe,  fhall  agree  in  tiie 
determination  :  and  if  either  party  fhall  neglect  to  attend  at 
the  day  appointed,  without  fhewing   reafonj  which  Congref* 
fhall  judge   fufficient,  or  being  prefent  fh  ill   refufe  to  It:  ike, 
the  Congrefs    fhall  proceed  to  nominate  three  perfons  out  of 
each  ftate,  and  the  fecretary  of  Congrefs  fhill  ftrike  in  behalf 
cf  fuch  party    abfent  or   rcfuGng  ;  and    the  judgment   and 
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fentence  of  the  court  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  before 
prefcribed,  (hall  be  final  and  conclusive  ;  and  if  any  of  the 
parties  (hall  refufe  to  fubmit  to  the  authority  of  fuch  court. 
or  to  appear  or  defend  their  claim  or  caufe,  the  court  (hall 
neverthelefs  proceed  to  pronounce  fentence  or  judgment 
which  (hall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decifive.  thejudg. 
rnent  or  fentence  and  other  proceedings  being  in  either  cafe 
tranfmitted  to  Congrefs,  and  lodged  among  the  aits  of  Con- 
grefs for  the  fecurity  of  the  parties  concerned:  provided , 
that  every  commifiioner;  before  he  fits  in  judgment,  fhall 
take  an  oath,  to  be  adminillered  by  one  of  the  judges  of 
the  fupreme  or  fuperior  court  of  the  Rate  where  the  caufe 
fhall  be  tried,  M  well  and  truly  to  hear  and  determine  the 
matter  in  que  ft  ion,  according  to  the  bed  of  his  judgment, 
without  favour,  affection  or  hope  of  reward  ;"  provided  alfo, 
that  no  (late  fhall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of 
the  United  States. 

All  controverfies  concerning  the  private  right  of  foil,  claim- 
ed under  different  grants  of  two  or  more  Hates',  whofe  juris- 
dictions as  they  may  refpedt.  fuch  lands  and  the  ftates  which 
paffed  fuch  grants  are  adjufted,  the  faid  grants  or  either  of 
them  being  at  the  lame  time  claimed  to  have  originated  ante- 
cedent to  fuch  fettlement  of  jurifdi&ion,  fhall,  on  the  peti- 
tion of  either  party  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  Stages, 
be  finally  determined,  as  near  as  may  be  in  the  fame  manner 
»s  is  before  prefcribed  for  deciding  difputes  refpe&ing  terri. 
torial  jurifdi&ion  between  different  ftates. 

The  United  States  in  Congrefs  afferobled  fhall  alfo  have 
the  foie  and  exclufiye  right  and  power  of  regulating  the  al- 
loy and  value  of  coin  ftruck  by  their  own  authority,  or  by 
that  of  the  refpe&ive  ftates — fixing  the  .ftandard  of  weights 
and  meafure8  throughout  the  United  States  — regulating  the 
trade  and  managing  all  affairs  with  the  Indians  not  members 
of  any  of  the  ftates  ;  provided  that  the  legif^tive  right  of 
any  ftate  within  its  own  limits  be  not  infringed  or  violated — 
eftablifhing  or  regulating  poft-offices  from  one  ftate  to  ano- 
ther throughout  all  the  United  States,  and  exacting  fuch 
pottage  on  the  papers  paffing  through  the  fame  as  may  be 
rcquilite  to  defray  the  expences  uf  the  faid  office — appoint- 
ing all  officers  of  the  land  forces  in  the  fcrvice  of  the  United 
States,  excepting  regimental  officers  —  appointing  all  the  offi- 
cers of  the  naval  forces,  and  commiffioning  all  officers  what- 
ever in  the  fcrvice  of  the  United  Statesr-making  rules  for  the 
government  and  regulation  of  the  faid  land  and  naval  forces 
and  directing  their  operations.  The 
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The  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTcmbled  fr.all  have  autho- 
rity to  appoint  a  committee  to  fit  in  the  recefg  of  Congrefs, 
to  he  denominated"  a  committee  of  the  ftates,''  and  to  con- 
fift  of  one  delegate  from  each  ftate  and  to  appoint  fuch 
other  committees  and  civil  officers  as  may  be  necefTary  for 
managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  United  States,  under  their 
direction — to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  prefidc,  provid- 
ed that  no  perfon  be  allowed  to  ferve  in  the  office  of  prefident 
more  than  one  year  in  any  term  of  three  years — to  afcertain 
the  necefTary  fums  of  money  to  be  raifed  for  the  fervice  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  appropriate  and  apply  the  fame 
for  defraying  the  public  expences — to  borrow  money  or  e- 
mit  bills  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  tranfmitting 
every  half  yearto  the  refpeclive  ftates  an  account  of  the  fums  of 
money  fo  borrowed  or  emitted — to  build  and  equip  a  navy 
—to  agree  upon  the  number  of  land  forces,  and  to  make  re- 
quifitions  from  each  ftate  for  its  quota,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  white  inhabitants  in  fuch  ftate  ;  which  requiiition 
fhall  be  binding,  and  thereupon  the  legislature  of  each  ftate 
fhall  appoint  the  regimental  officers,  raifc  the  men,  and  cloath, 
arm  and  equip  them  in  afoldier-like  manner,  at  the  expenee 
of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  officers  and  men  fo  cloathed, 
armed  and  equippeds  fhall  march  to  the  place  appointed  and 
within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
affembled  :  but  if  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aficin- 
bled  fhall  on  confideration  of  circumftances,  judge  pro- 
per that  any  ftate  fhould  notiaife  men  or  fhould  raifea  fmbl- 
ler  number  than  its  quota,  and  that  any  other  ftate  fhould 
raife  a  greater  number  of  men  than  the  quota  thereof,  fuch 
extra  number  fhall  be  raifed,  officered,  cloathed,  armed  and 
equipped  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  quota  of  fuch  ftate,  un- 
lefs  the  legiflature  of  fuch  ftate  fhall  judge  that  fuch  extra 
number  cannot  be  fafely  fpared  out  of  the  fame  ;  in  which 
cafe  they  fhall  raife,  officer,  cloath,  arm  and  equip  as  many 
of  fuch  extra  number  as  they  judge  can  be  fafely  fpared.  And 
the  officers  and  men  fo  cloathed,  armed  and  equipped  fhall 
march  to  the  place  appointed  and  within  the  time  agreed  on 
by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled. 

The  United  States  in  Congref.  affembled  fhall  never  en- 
gage in  a  war  nor  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal  in  time 
of  peace,  nor  enter  into  any  treaties  or  alliances,  nor  coin 
money,  nor  regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  afcertain  the 
fums  and  expences  necefTary  for  the  defence  and  welfare  of 
the  United  States  or  any  of  them  ;  nor  emit  bills,  nor  bor- 
row  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  nor  appro* 
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prlate  money,  nor  agree  upon  the  number  of  vcfTels  of  war 
to  be  built  or  purchafed,  or  the  number  of  land  or  fea  forces 
to  be  raifed,  nor  appoint  a  commander  in  chief  of  the  army 
or  navy,  unlefs  nine  ftates  afTent  to  the  fame  ;  nor  mall  a 
quctlion  on  any  other  point,  except  for  adjourning  from  day 
tj  day,  be  determined  unlefs  by  the  votC3  of  a  majority  of 
the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled. 

The  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  mail  have  power  to 
adjourn  to  any  time  within  the  year  and  to  any  place  within 
the  United  States,  fo  that  no  period  of  adjournment  be  for 
a  longer  duration  than  the  fpace  of  fix  months  and  (hall  pub. 
lifli  the  journal  of  their  proceedings  monthly,  except  fuch. 
parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances  or  military  ope- 
rations, as  in  their  judgment  require  fecrecy  ;  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  of  the  delegates  of  each  ftate  on  any  queftion  mail 
be  entered  on  the  journal,  when  it  is  defired  by  any  de- 
legate ;  and  the  delegates  of  a  ftate  or  any  of  them,  at  his 
or  their  requeft,  (hall  be  furnifhed  with  a  tranfeript  of  the 
faid  journal,  except  fuch  parts  as  are  above  excepted,  to  lay 
before  the  legiflatnrcs  of  the  feveral  itates. 

Article  10.  The  committee  of  the  itates,  or  any  nitse  of 
them,  fhall  be  authorifed  to  execute,  in  the  recefs  of  Con- 
grefs, fuch  of  the  powers  of  Congrefs  as  the  United  States  in 
Congrefs  afTembled  by  the  confent  of  nine  Mates  mail  from 
time  to  time  think  expedient  to  veil  them  with  ;  provided  that 
no  power  be  delegated  to  the  faid  committee,  for  the  exer_ 
eife  of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of 
nine  ftates  in  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  afTembled  is 
requilitc. 

Article  II.  Canada  acceding  to  this  confederation,  and 
joining  in  the  meafures  of  the  United  States,  fhall  be  admit- 
ted into  and  entitled  to  all  the  advantages  of  this  Union  i 
but  no  other  colony  fhall  be  admitted  into  the  fame  unlefs 
fuch  admifnon  be  agreed  to  by  nine  ftates. 

Article  12.  All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  monies  borrowed, 
and  debts  contracted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  Congrefs, 
before  the  afRmhling  of  the  United  States,  in  purfuance  of 
the  prefent  confederation,  fhall  be  deemed  und  confidered  as 
a  charge  againft  the  United  States,  for  payment  and  fatisfac- 
tion  whereof  the  faid  United  States  and  the  public  faith  are 
hereby  folemnly  pledged. 

Article  13.  1  Every  ftate  fhall  abide  by  the  determinations 
of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled  on  all  queftions 
■wJsich  by  this  confederation  ii  fubmitted  to  them.     And  the 
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articles  of  this  confederation  Hiall  be  inviolably  obferved  by 
every  date,  and  the  Union  fliall  be  perpetual  ;  nor  fliall  any 
alteration  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  in  any  of  them  ; 
unlefs  fuc'h  alteration  be  agreed  to  in  a  Congrefs  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  be  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  legidatures  of 
every  (late.'' 

And  whereas  it  hath  pleafed  the  Great  Governour  of  the 
World  to  incline  the  hearts  of  the  legiflatures,  we  refpettive- 
ly  reprefent  in  Congrefs  to  approve  of,  and  to  authorife  119 
to  ratify  the  faid  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetusi  ?I« 
nion.  KNOW  YE,  that  we  the  under  figned  delegates, 
by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority,  to  us  given  for  that 
purpofe,  do  by  thefe  prefents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of 
bur  refpedtive  conftituents,  fully  and  entirely  ratify  and  con- 
firm, each  and  every  of  the  faid  articles  of  confederation  and 
perpetual  Union,  and  all  and  lingular  the  matters  and  things 
therein  contained  :  And  we  do  further  folemnly  plight,  and 
engage  the  faith  of  our  refpe&ive  conftituents,  that  they 
Ihall  abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
grefs aflembled,  on  all  queftions,  which  by  the  faid  confede* 
ration  are  fubmitted  to  them.  And  that  the  articles  there- 
of, (hall  be  inviolably  obferved  by  the  ftates  we  refpedtively 
reprefent,  and  that  the  Union  (hall  be  perpetual.  IN  WIT- 
NESS whereof,  we  have  hereunto  fct  our  hands  in  Congrefs. 

DONE  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  State  of  Pennfylvania,  the 
ninth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  .Lord,  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  feventy-eight,  and  in  the  third 
year  of  the  Independence  of  America.

fupply  to  the  borders  of  that  Hate,  and  to  continue' their 
guard  to  Lancafter,  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania  furniftiing  the 
rseceffary  fupplies  ;  that  it  be,  and  it  is  alfo,  recommended 
to  the  ftate  of  Maryland  to  provide  a  guard,  and  furnifti  the

Rcfolved,  That  the  refignation  of  Nathaniel  Barber  com- 
miffary  of  military  ltores,  at  Bofton  in  the  Itate  of  MafTachu- 
fetts,  be  accepted   : 

That  N.  Barber  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fimilar  allowance 
for  pad  fervices,  with  other  officers  of  the  like  ftation  in  the 
department  of  military  ftores  : 

That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  recommended  to  the  executive 
of  the  (late  of  Maflachufetts,  to  advance  to  Nathaniel  Barber 
on  account,  two  hundred  and  two  dollars,  in  bills  of  the  new 
emiflion,  being  three  months  pay,  and  charge  the  fame  to 
the  United  States  of  America.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Root,  feconded  by  Mr.  Mathews,

Whereas  the  board  of  war  have  reprefented,  "  That  it  hat* 
been  too  much  a  practice  of  the  commanding  officers  of  regi- 
ments, to  fend  their  officers  to  this  place  on  commands  that 
are  out  of  the  line  of  their  duty,  which  is  not  only  expenfive 
to  the  public  and  the  officers,  but  appears  to  the  board  al- 
together unneceffary  :" 

Refo/ved,  That  the  board  be  informed  the  United  State« 
in  Congrefs  affembled  highly  difapprovc  fuch  practice  ;  and 
that  the  board  take  meafures  not  only  to  difcourage  it  in 
future,  but  that  all  fuch  officers  join  their  refpective  corps  irnl 
mediately.

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Burke, 
Mr.  Varnum,  and  Mr.  Bee,  to  whom  were  referred  fundry 
letters  from  major  general  Greene  and  brigadier  general 
M organ,  the  following  refolutions  were  pafled  : 

The  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  cor.fidering  it  as 
a  tribute  due  to  diftinguifhed  merit  to  give  a  public  appro- 
bation of  the  conduft  of  brigadier  general  Morgan,  and  of 
the  officers  and  men  under  his  command,  on  the  17th  day  of 
January  laft  ;  when  with  eighty  cavalry  and  two  hundred 
and  thirty-feven  infantry  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States, 
and  five  hundred  and  fifty-three  militia  from  the  dates  of 
Virginia,  North- Carolina,  South -Carolina  and  Georgia,  he 
obtained  a  complete  and  important  victory  over  a  felcct  and 
well  appointed  detachment  of  more  than  eleven  hundred  Bri- 
tifh  troops,  commanded  by  lieutenant  colonel  Tarlcton  j  do 
therefore  refolvc  : 

That  the  thanks  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTem- 
bled,  be  given  to  brigadier  general  Morgan  and  the  officers 
and  men  under  his  command,  for  their  fortitude  and  good 
conduct,  difplayed  in  the  action  at  the  Gowpens,  in  the  ftate 
of  South-Carolina,  on  the  17th  day  of  January  laft  : 

That  a  medal  of  gold  be  prcfented  to  brigadier  general 
Morgan,  and  a  medal  of  filver  to  lieutenant  colonel  Wafh- 
ingtoR,  of  the  cavalry,  and  one  of  filver  to  lieutenant  colonel 
Howard,  of  the  infantry  of  the  United  *  States  ;  feveral- 
ly  with  emblems  and  mottos  defcriptivc  of  the  conduct  of 
thofe  officers  refpectively  on  that  memorable  day  : 

That  a  fword  be  prefented  to  colonel  Pickens,  of  the  mi- 
litia, in  teftimony  of  his  fpirited  conduct  in  the  action  before- 
mentioned  : 

That  major  Edward  Giles,  aid  de  camp  of  brigadier  gene- 
ral Morgan,  have  the  brevet  commiffion  of  a  major  ;  and  that 
baron  de  Glafbeech,  who  ferved  with  brigadier  general  Mor- 
gan as  a  volunteer,  have  the  brevet  commiffion  of  captain  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States  ;  in  confideration  of  their 
merit  and  fervices. 

Qrdcrtd,  That   the   commanding  officer  in  the    fouthera 
aepartment,  communicate  thefe  refolutions  in  general  orders. 

Saturday,  March  10,  1781. 

©n  motion  of   Mr.  Duane,  feconded  by  Mr-  Mathewp, 

,  ReJolvedt 
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Iiefofoed,  That  for  the  more  convenient  fupport  of  the 
houfehold  of  the  Prefident  of  Congrefs,  the  fteward  lay  be- 
fore the  board  of  treafury,  or  iupcrintt ndant  of  finance,  an 
eftimate  of  the  expences  of  the  faid  houfehold  once  every 
quarter,  which  being  approved  by  the  treafury  or  fuperin- 
tendant  of  finance,  a  warrant  fhall  ifiue,  by  authority  of  the 
faid  board,  or  fupcrintendant,  on  the  treaftirer  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  or  any  one  of  the  coinmiflioners  of  the  continental

the  invalids  of  that  ilate  being  Rationed  therein,  coniiltent 
with  the  general  benelit  of  the  United  States. 

Oa  motion, 

The  houfe  was  refolved  into  a  committee  of  the  whole, 
and  after  fome  time  the  prefident  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.

between  fuch  money  and  fpecie* 

That  it  be  and  hereby  is,  recommended  to  the  feverat 
ftates,  to  amend  their  laws  making  the  bills  of  credit  emit- 
ted  under  the  authority  of  Congrefs  a  legal  tender,  fo  that 
fuch  bills  fhall  not  be  a  tender  in  any  other  manner  than  at 
their  current  value  compared  with  gold  and  fdver.

«f  the  public,  an  annual  intereft  arifes  of  more  thap  one  mil- 
lion of  dollars : 

That 
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That  the  faid  debts  being  contracted  on  the  faith  and  fov 
the  defence  of  the  United  States,  and  Congrefs  having  no 
means  to  difcharge  either  the  principal  or  intered  :  juftice, 
good  faith  and  the  honour  of  the  confederacy,  require  that 
certain  adequate  and  permanent  funds  fhould  be  provided  by 
the  refpeclive  dates,  and  appropriated  for  the  fatisfaction  of 
the  public  creditors  and  for  fupportiug  the  war  :

Prizes. 
The    United    States    in  Congrefs   affembled,  taking   into 
enQfsderation    the   implacable    war  waged    againfl  them   by 
the-  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  judging  it  inconfiftent   with 
their  dignity,  as  a  free  and   independent  nation,  any  longer 
to   continue    indulgencies    and     exemptions    to    any    of  the 
fabjvets  of  their   enemy,  who  is   obftinately  bent  upon  their 
«cilruction    or  fubjugation,  have  thought  it  proper   to   or- 
dain 
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dam  and  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  and  ordered,  that 
henceforward  general  reprifals  be  granted  againft  the  fhips, 
goods  and  fubjefts  of  the  king  Of  Great-Biitain  ;  fo  that 
as  well  the  fleets  and  fhips  of  thefe  United  States,  as  a!fo 
all  other  fhips  and  veffels  commiflioned  by  letters  of  marque 
or  general  reprifali,  or  otherwife,  by  the  authority  of  ths 
United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  mail  and  may  law- 
fully feize  all  (hips,  veffels  and  goods  belonging  to  the  king 
or  crown  of  Great- Britain,  or  to  his  fubje£ts,  or  others 
inhabiting  within  any  of  the  territories  or  poffcflions  of 
the  aforefaid  king  of  Great-Britain,  and  bring  them  to 
judgment  in  any  of  the  courts  of  admiralty  that  now  are  or 
hereafter  may  be  eftablifhed  in  any  of  thefe  United  States, 
by  the  authority  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled  ; 
and  the  faid  courts  of  admiralty  are  hereby  autborifed 
and  required  to  take  cognizance  of,  and  judicially  to  pro- 
ceed upon  all  and  all  manner  of  captures,  feizares,  prizes, 
and  reprifals  of  all  fhips  and  goods  that  are  or  fhall  be 
taken,  and  to  hear  and  determine  the  fame,  and,  according 
to  the  courfe  of  admiralty  and  the  laws  of  nations,  to  ad- 
judge and  condemn  all  fuch  fhips,  veffels,  and  goods  as  fhall 
belong  to  the  king  of  Great-Britain,  or  to  his  fubjects,  or 
to  any  others  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  countries,  ter- 
ritories or  dominions,  or  poffeffiions  of  the  aforefaid  king  of 
Great-Britain. 

And  that  the  board  of  admiralty  or  fecretary  of  marine 
forthwith  prepare,  and  lay  before  the  United  States  iu> 
Congrefs  affembled,  a  draught  of  inflructions,  for  fuch  fhips 
or  veffels  as  (hall  be  commiflionated  for  the  purpofes  above- 
mentioned. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained,  That  the  deftru&ion  of 
papers,  or  the  pofftffion  of  double  papers,  by  any  capturrd 
veffel,  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  juft  caufe  for  the  con- 
damnation  of  fuch  captured  veffel;  and  that,  when  any  prize, 
having  been  taken  and  poffeffed  by  the  enemy  twenty-four 
hours  fhall  be  re-taken  from  them,  the  whole  of  fuch  re- 
captured prize  fhall  be  condemned  for  the  ufe  of  the  re  captors, 
but  in  cafes  where  the  prize  fhall  have  continued  in  the  pof. 
feffion  of  the  enemy  lefs  than  twenty  four  hours,  it  fhall  be 
reftored  to  the  original  owner  or  owners,  except  one  third 
part  of  the  true  value  thereof,  which  fhall  be  allowed  as  fal- 
?age  to  the  re- captors. 

And  it  is  hereby  farther  ordained,  That  the  citizens 
and  inhabitants  of  thefe  United  States  be,  and  they  hereby 
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are  ftri&ly  enjoined  and  required  to  abftain  from  all  in- 
tercourfe,  corrcfpondence  or  dealings  whatfoever,  with 
the  fubje&s  of  the  faid  king  of  Great  Britain,  while  at  open 
war  with  tliefe  United  States,  as  they  will  anfwer  the  iame 
at  their  peril;  and  the  executives  of  the  feveral  ftatts  are 
hereby  called  upon  to  take  the  mod  vigilant  and  effectual 
rneafures  for  detecting  and  fuppreffing  fuch  intercourse, 
correspondence  or  dealings,  and  bringing  the  authors  there- 
of, 01  thofe  concerned  therein,  to  condign  punifhment. 

And  in  order  the  more  •effectually  to  remove  every  colour- 
able pretence  for  continuing  fych  intereourfe,  it  is  hereby 
ordained,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of  November 
next,  no  benefit  fhall  be  claimed  from,  nor  countenance  or 
rr gard  paid  to  any  letters  of  paffport  or  fafe  conduct,  here- 
tofore granted  by  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  to  any 
of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof,  or  to  any  perfon  or 
ptrfons  whatever,  for  the  removal  of  their  property  or  ef- 
fects from  places  within  the  dominions  or  poffefiions  of  the 
faid  king  of  Great-Britain: 

Provided  always,  That  this  ordinance  fhall  not  extend  to 
anthorife  the  capture  or  condemnation  of  any  veffel  belong- 
ing to  any  inhabitant  of  Bermudas,  which  being  loaded  with 
fait  only,  may  arrive  in  any  of  thefe  United  States,  on  or 
before  the  firft  day  of   May  next. 

And  it  is  hereby  ordained,  That  all  former  afts  or  refa- 
ctions of  Congrefs,  contrary  to  the  tenor,  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  ordinance,  be  aad  they  are  hereby  repeal- 
ed.

That  the  two  regiments  of  infantry  propofed  to  be  raifed 
in  the  faid  ftate  to  ferve  for  three  years,  as  mentioned  in  the 
aforefaid  letter,  be  paid,  fubfifted  and  cloathed  while  in  fer- 
vice,  at  the  general  expence,  on  the  fame  terms  as  the  troops

thereupon, 

'J  he  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled  agreed  to  the 
folio  wing 

Ordinance  for  eftablifhing  .courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and 
felonies  committed  en  the  high  feas. 

Whereas  by  the  ninth  article  of  the  confederation  and  per- 
petual union  of  the  Thirteen  United  States  of  America,  it 
is  agreed  that  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  fhall 
have  the  io\z  and  exclufive  right  and  power  (inter  alia) 
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of  appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonfef 
committed  on  the  high  feas.  And  whereas  it  is  expedient 
that  fuch  courts  mould  be  fpeediiy  erected,  and  it  is  reafon- 
able  that  the  fame  mode  of  trial  Ihould  be  adopted  for  of- 
fenders of  this  kind  on  the  high  feas  as  is  ufed  for  offender* 
of  the  like  fort  upon  the  land. 

Be  it  therefore  ordained,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  by 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congrcfs  affemblcd,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  and  every  perfon  and 
perfons  who  heretofore  have  committed,  or  who  hereafter 
(hall  commit,  any  piracy  or  felony  upon  the  high  feas,  or 
who  (hall  be  charged  as  accefTaries  to  the  fame  either  before 
or  after  the  fact,  may  and  (hall  be  enquired  of,  tried  and 
judged  by  grand  and  petit  juries,  according  to  the  courfe 
of  the  common  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  piracy  or 
felony  were  committed  upon  the  laid,  and  within  fome 
county,  diftrict  or  precinct  in  one  of  thefe  United  States, 
the  juftices  of  the  fupreme  or  fuperior  court  of  judicature, 
and  judge  of  the  court  of  admiralty  of  the  feveral  and 
refpective  dates,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  are  hereby 
conftituted  and  appointed  judges  for  hearing  and  trying  fuch 
offenders. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
(hall  be  indicted  for  any  piracy  or  felony  done,  or  hereafter 
to  be  done,  upon  the  high  feas,  or  as  accefTaries  before 
or  after  the  fact,  either  on  the  land  or  upon  the  feas,  by 
a  grand  jury  for  any  county,  diftrict,  or  precinct  within 
any  of  thefe  United  States,  before  the  juftices  of  the  fu 
preme  or  fuperior  court  and  judge  of  the  admiralty,  or  any* 
two  of  them,  that  then  fuch  order,  procefs,  judgment 
and  execution  (hall  be  ufed,  had,  done  and  made  to  and 
againft  every  fuch  perfon  and  perfons,  fo  being  indicted, 
as  againft  robbers,  murderers,  or  other  felons  for  robbery, 
murder,  or  other  felony  done  upon  the  land  within  fuch 
county,  diftrict,  or  precinct,  as  by  the  laws  of  the  faid 
ftate  is  accuftomed  ;  and  the  trial  of  fuch  offence  or  of- 
fences, if  it  be  denied  by  the  offender  or  offenders,  fliall 
be  had  by  twelve  lawful  men  of  the  faid  county,  diftrict, 
or  precinct :  and  fuch  as  fhall  be  convicted  of  any  fuch  of- 
fence or  offences,  by  verdict,  confeffion,  or  otherwife,  in 
the  faid  court,  (hall  have  and  fuffer  fuch  pains  of  death, 
loffe*  of  lands,  goods  and  chattels,  or  other  punifhment, 
and  by  the  fame  authority  as  if  they  had  been  convicted 
and  attainted  of  any  robbery,  felony  or  other  the  faid  of- 
fence* 
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fences,  done  upon  the  land  ;  and  (hall  be  utterly  excluded  the 
benefit  of  clergy  where  the  fame  is  taken  away  of  hot  ad- 
mitted for  fuch  like  offences  committed  within  the  body  of 
a  county,  or  on  land  where  fuch  trial  fhall  be  had. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  there  fhall  be  more 
than  one  judge  of  the  admiralty  in  any  of  the  Unitrd  States, 
that  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  the  fupreme  executive  power  of 
JTuch  (late  may  and  fhall  commiffionate  one  of  them  exclu. 
fively  to  join  in  performing  the  duties  required  by  this  ordi- 
nance.

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Varnum, 
Mr.  Bee,  and  Mr.  Van  Dyke,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
draught  of  inftru&ions  to  the  captains  of  private  armed  vef» 
fels,  reported  by  the  board  of  admiralty  : 

Be  it  ordained,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained,  by  the  United 
States  in  Cangrefs  affembled,  that  the  following  inftrudlioni 
be'  obferved  by  the  captains  or  commanders  of  private  armed 
veffels  cGmmiffioned  by  letters  of  marque  or  general  reprifals, 
or  otherwife,  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
grefs  affembled  : 

Firft.  You  may  by  force  of  arms  attack,  fubdue  and  feize 
all  fhips,  veffels,  and  goods,  belonging  to  the  king  or  crown 
of  Great-  Britain,  or  to  his  fubjc&s,  or  others  inhabiting  with  • 
la  any  of  the  territories  or  poffeflions  of  the  aforefaid  king  of 
Great- Britain,  on  the  high  feas,  or  between  high-water 
and  low-water  marks.  And  you  may  alfo  annoy  the  enemy 
Vpl.  VII.  M  br 
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by  all  means  in  vour  power,  by  land  as  well  as  by  water,  tak- 
ing care  net  to  infringe  or  violate  the  laws  of  nations,  or 
laws  of  neutrality. 

Second.  You  are  to  pay  a  facred  regard  to  the  rights  of 
neutral  powers,  and  the  ulage  and  cuitoms  of  civilized  na- 
tions ;  and  on  no  pretence  whatever,  prefume  to  take  or  feize 
ary  fhips  or  vcfTtls  belonging  to  the  fuhjedts  of  princes  or 
powers  in  alliance  w; di  thefe  United  States  ;  except  they  are 
cni|  h.yed  in  carrying  contraband  goods  or  foldiers  to  our  e- 
remits  ;  and  in  Inch  cafe  you  are  to  conform  to  the  llipula- 
tions  contained  in  the  treaties  fubfilling  between  fuch  princes 
or  powers  and  thefr  dates  :  and  you  are  not  to  capture,  feize 
or  plunder  any  fhips  or  veffels  of  our  enemies,  being  under 
the  protection  of  neutral  coaits,  nations  or  princes,  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  exprelfed  in  a  proclamation  iffued  by  the 
Congrefs  of  the  United  S:ates,  the  ninth  day  of  May.  in  the 
yeat  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feveaty- 
eighf.       ■ 

Third  Yon  fhall  permit  all  neutral  veffels  freely  to  navi« 
gate  on  the  high  feas,  or  coaits  of  America,  except  fuch  as 
«ire  employed  in  cairying  contraband  goods  or  foldiers  to  the 
enemies  of  thele  United   States, 

•  Fourth.  You  fhall  not  feize  or  capture  any  effects  belong- 
ing to  the  fnbJLcls  of  the  belligerent  powers  on  board  neutral 
veffels,  excepting  contraband  goods  ;  and  you  are  carefully  to 
ol  ieive,  that  the  term  contraband  is  confined  to  thofe  arti- 
cles which  are  expreisjy  declared  to  be  fuch  in  the  treaty  of 
amity  and  commerce,  of  the  fixth  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  feventy  eight,  between  thefe  United 
Suites,  and  His  Mod  Chriilian  Majeity,  namely  :  arms,  great 
guns,  bombs,  with  their  fufes  and  other  things  belonging  to 
them;  cannon-balls,  gunpowder,  matches,  pikes,  fwords, 
lances,  fpears,  halberts,  mortars,  petards,  granadocs,  faltpe-

Fifth.  \  ou  fhail  bring  all  fuch  fhips  and  veffels  as  you 
fhall  fci/e  or  capture,  with  their  guns,  rigging,  tackle,  ap- 
parel and  furniture,  and  ladings,  to  judgment  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  admiralty  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
eitablifhed  in  ar.y  of  thefe  United  States,  in  any  court  au- 
tiioiikd  by  his  Molt  Chiillian  Majefty,  or  ar,y  other  powrv 


in  alliance  with  tliefe  United  States,  to  take  cognizance  of* 
captures  and  feizures  made  by  the  private  armed  veflcls  of  thefe 
ftate»,  and  to  judicially  hear  and  determine  thereon. 

Sixth.  You  (hall  fend  the  mailer  or  pilot  a><d  cue  or  more 
principal  perfon  of  the  company  of  every  (hip  or  veflel  by 
you  taken,  in  fuch  (hip  or  veffcli  as  foon  after  the  capture  as 
may  be,  to  be  by  the  judge  or  judges  of  fuch  court  an  afore- 
faid  examined  upon  oaih,  and  make  ah  fiver  to  fuch  interro- 
gatories as  may  be  pronounced,  touching  the  iiitereft  or  pro- 
perty of  the  (hip  or  veflel  and  her  lading  ;  and  at  the  faint* 
time  you  (hall  deliver  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  to  the  judge  of 
judges  all  paffes,  fea  briefs,  charter-parties,  bills  of  lading, 
cockets,  letters,  and  other  documents  and  writings  found  oil 
board,  proving  the  faid  papers  by  the  affidavit  or  yourfelf,  ot 
of  fome  other  perfon  prefent  at  the  capture  to  be  produced 
as  they  were  received,  without  fraud,  addition,  fubduction  or 
embez  dement* 

Seventh.  You  (hall  keep  and  preferve  eveiy  (hip  or  veflel 
and  cargo  by  you  taken,  until  they  (hall,  by  fentence  of  a 
court  properly  authoriled,  be  adjudged  lawful  prize,  or  ac 
quitted  ;  not  felling,  fpoiiing,  wafting  or  dirnimfhing  the 
fame,  or  breaking  the  bulk  thereof,  nor  fuffering  any  fuch 
thing  to  be  done. 

Eighth.  If  any  of  your  officers  or  crew,  (hall  in  cold 
blood,  kill  or  maim,  or  by  torture  or  otherwife  cruelly,  in* 
humanly,  and  contrary  to  common  ulage  and  the  pradtice 
of  civilized  nations  in  war,  treat  any  perfon  or  perfons  fur- 
prized  in  the  (hip  or  veflel  you  (hall  take,  the  offender  (hull 
be  feverely  puniftied. 

Ninth.  You  /hall  by  all  convenient  opportunities,  fend 
to  the  board  of  admiralty  or  fecretary  of  marine,  written  ac- 
counts of  the  captures  you  (hall  make,  with  the  numbers  and 
names  of  the  captives,  and  intelligence  of  what  may  occur, 
or  be  difcovered,  concerning  the  defigns  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  deilinations,  motions  and  operations  of  their  fleets  and 
armies.

the  prifoners  you  mail  bring  into  port,  to  a  commiffary  of 
prifoners  neareft  the  place  of  their  landing,  or  into  the  near- 
elfc  county  gaol. 

Twelfth.  You  (hall  obferve  all  fuch  further  inftru&ions  a* 
fhall  hereafter  be  given  by  the  United  States  in  Congrcfs  af« 
fembled,  when  you  fhall  have  notice  thereof. 

Thirteenth.  If  you  fhall  do  any  thing  contrary  to  thefe 
inftructions,  or  to  other?  hereafter  to  be  given,-  or  willingly 
fuffer  fuch  thing  to  be  done,  you  fhall  not  only  forfeit  your 
commiffion,  and  be  liable  to  an  action  for  breach  of  the  con- 
dition of  your  bond,  but  be  refponfible  to  the  party  grieved, 
for  damages  fullained  by  fuch  malverfation.

therein  fet  forth,  feveral  cafes  of  liquors,  packages  and 
bundles  of  cloaths,  and  money,  the  property  of  and  con- 
figned  to  gentlemen,  prifoners  of  war,  who  had  been  fent 
from  Charlellon  to  St.  Auguftine  ;  and  alfo  intercepted  and 
refufed  to  re-deliver  letters  written  to  the  laid  prifoners  by 
their  friends  and  near  relations. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  letters  and  papers  be  tranfmitted  to 
the  governor  of  the  commonwealth  of  Maflachufetts  ;  and 
that  he  caufe  enquiry  to  be  made  into  the  charges  exhibited 
againft  captain  Afhby,  and  if  upon  enquiry  captain  Alhby 
fhall  be  found  guilty  of  what  is  charged  againft  him,  to 
caufe  fuch  punifhment  to  be  inflifted  on  the  faid  Afhby  as 
the  laws  of  the  ftate  fhall  authorife  ;  and  that  the  governor 
of  the  faid  commonwealth  be  requefted  to  communicate  to 
Congrefs,  the  refult  of  fuch  enquiry.

Whereas  the  honorable  the  minifter  of  Fiance  hath  re- 
prefented  to  vs.  that  the  precautions  punted  out  in  the  rofo- 
lution  of  Congrefs  of  the  nth  November  1780,  are  infuf- 
ficient  to  prevent  the  abufe  which  the  British  may  make  of 
papers  or  clearances  they  may  take  in  American  prizes,  if 
confined  to  veflels  of  war,  and  not  extended  to  merchant 
veflels  and  in  general  all  veifels  d/Tpatched  from  the  United 
States;  therefore, 

Refohed,  That  it  be.  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the 
legiflature  of  the  feveral  Hates,  that  they  enact  laws  as  foon 
as  may  be,  ordering  the  naval  officers  in  their  refpective 
ports  to  require  the  mailer  and  chief  mate  of  all  veflels,  un- 
armed as  well  as  armed,  which  (hall  be  difpatched  from  their 
refpective  ports,  to  underfign  their  clearances  in  the  prefence 
of  the  naval  officer  of  the  port  ;  who  is  alfo  to  infert  on  the 
back  of  the  clearance,  a  minute  defcription  of  the  perfons 
of  the  mailer  and  his  mate,  with  their  age,  tlatnre,  com- 
plexion, &c.  refpeclively,  and  to  certify  the  fame  under  his 
iignature  and  feal  of  office. 

A  report  of  the  board  of  war  on  letters  and  papers  of 
lieutenant  colonel  Dericks,  was  taken  into  confideration  ;

three  months  from  the  time  of  their  refpeclively  rendezvouf- 
ing  at  the  place  or  places  directed,  unlefs  fooner  discharged 
by  Congrefs  cr  the  commander  in  chief,  and  to  be  fubjeft  to 
the  orders  of  the  faid  Commander  in  chief.

Refolvedt  That  the  cloathier  general,  in  the  month  of 
June  annually,  make  and  deliver  in  to  the  board  of  war,  aa 
cftimate  of  cloathing  and  diiburfemenis  for  cloathing  for  a 
year  from  the  firft  day  of  November  then  next,  that  Con- 
grefs  may  be  enabled  to  furnifh  the  proper  fums,  and  adopt 
the  necefTary  meafures  for  procuring  the  fame. 

That  all  non  commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers,  who  are 
or  may  hereafter  be  enliited  during  tht  war,  be  annually  fur- 
uifhed  with 

One  regimental  coat  full  made, 
One  cloth  veft, 
One  pair  of  cloth  breeches, 
One  pair  of  woollen  overalls, 
Two  pair  of  woollen  hofe, 
Two  pair  of  woollen  focks, 
One  felt  hat  or  leather  cap, 
Tour  fhirts, 

Two  pair  of  linen  overalls, 
Four  pair  of  ftrong  fhoes. 
One  blanket, 
One  rifle  fhirt,  and 
One  pair  woollen  gloves. 
Alfo,  one  pair  of  fhoe  buckles  and  one  (lock  clafp  cTery 
two  years  : 

The  dragoons  to  receive  two  pair  of  boots  and  one  pair 
of  fpurs,  inllead  of  the  fhoes  and  buckles,  annually;  alfo, 
a  horfe- man's  cloak  every  two  years  : 

That  the  commander  in  chief,  and  the  commanding  gene- 
ral in  a  leparate  department,  rcfpe&ively  be,  and  hereby  arc 
aathttr'ifbd  to  diitd  what  cloathing  fhall,  from  time  to  lime, 

be 
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be  dealt  out  to  the  artificers  and  waggoners,  having  regard 
to  the  nature  of  their  fervice  and  the  terms  of  their  contrail 
and  time  for  which  they  are  engaged  : 

'\  hat  fummer  cloathing  he  ready  to  be  iflued  on  the  15th 
day  of  i~  pril  annually,  and  the  winter  cloathing  on  the  ii»  ft 
day  of  November  following,  and  be  delivered  at  fuch  time 
as  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  general  in  a  fepa- 
rate  department,  fhall  dirccTt : 

That  the  cloathier  general  deal  out  the  cloathing  r^gi- 
mentally ;  and  keep  regular  accounts  againft  the  refpedtive 
regimental  cloathiers,  taking  particular  care  to  have  the 
cloathing  equally  and  impartially  diltributed  when  it  is  found 
incompetent  for  the  whole  army  ; 

That  previous  to  the  day  of  general  iffue,  the  regimental 
cloathiers  fettle  their  accounts  with  the  cloathier  general, 
and  receive  his  certificates  of  the  arrearages  of  cloathing  due 
to  their  refpedlive  regiments,  and  prefent  him  with  a  re- 
turn of  the  number  of  men  for  whom  cloathing  is  to  be 
drawn  on  the  day  of  general  iffue  ;  the  faid  return  to  be  ex- 
amined and  certified  by  the  officer  commanding  their 
refpedtive  regiments,  and  figned  by  the  brigadier  or  officer 
commanding  the  brigade  : 

That  all  extra  iflues  to  detachments,  or  for  accidental  lofs 
of  cloathing,  be  by  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment  or  detachment  to  which  the  non*commifiioned 
officers  or  ioldieri,  in  whofe  behalf  fuch  application  is  made, 
fhall  belong ;  the  faid  certificate  being  approved  and  figned 
by  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  general  of  a 
feparate  army  : 

That  all  iffues  of  cloathing  be  made  from  the  magazines 
or  places  of  general  iffue  with  the  army  ;  and,  to  avoid 
the  neceffity  of  detached  iiTues,  the  officers  commanding 
parties  or  detachments  are  to  be  anfwerable  that  they  are 
fupplied,  fo  far  as  may  be  from  the  magazines  or  (lores  at 
camp,  previous  to  their  leaving  the  army  to  which  they  be- 
long : 

That  no  article  of  cloathing  be  iflued  by  the  cloathier  ge- 
neral, his  deputies  or  affillants,  but  by  return  and  certificates 
made  and  approved  as  aforefaid  : 

That  no  nou-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  who  is  not  en- 
gaged during  the  war,  or  for  the  term  at  lead  of  one  year, 
be  furnifhed  with  any  article  of  cloathing  : 

That  the  cl  athicr  general  from  time  to  time,  notify  the 
payniafkr  general  of  all  furplufages   of  cloathing,  fpecify- 
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ing  the  corps  to  which  they  belong,  that   ftoppages  may  be 
made  therefor  : 

That  he  make  return  to  the  board  of  war  of  all  cloathing 
on  hand,  and  perfons  employed  in  the  department,  with 
the  wages  given  to  each,  regularly  once  in  every  two 
months  : 

That  the  quarter  matter  general,  and  his  deputies  in  the. 
Several  Itatcs,  ttiall,  on  the  requifitions  of  the  cloathier  ge- 
neral, furnilh  the  means  of  tranfportation  of  all  articles  of 
cloathing  from  the  places  where  imported,  received  or  pur- 
chafed,  to  the  places  of  depofit  ;  and  a  careful  waggon  rnaf- 
ter  or  conductor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  quarter  matter 
general  or  fome  of  his  deputies,  ttiall  proceed  with  the  cloath- 
ing, who  (hall  be  anfwerable  for  all  deficiencies  on  the  road, 
unlefs  they  (hall  be  able  to  ihew  that  the  fame  happened  by 
unavoidable  accidents,  and  not  through  their  mifconduct  or 
want  of  attention  : 

That  in  cafe  of  injuries  or  deficiencies  happening  in  the 
tranfportation  of  cloathing,  the  cloathier  ftationed  at  the 
magazine  or  place  of  depofit,  ttiall  reprefent  the  matter  to 
the  nearett  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  of  the  United 
States,  that  the  waggon  matter  or  conductor  having  had 
charge  of  the  cloathing  fo  damaged  or  deficient,  may  be 
tried  by  a  court  martial,  and  if  found  guilty,  compelled  to 
reftore  the  goods  loft,  or  their  value,  or  make  fatisfaction 
for  damages  accrued  through  his  neglience  or  mismanagement, 
or  be  punifhed  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence  by 
judgment  of  the  court  martial  : 

That  the  cloathier  general  have  the  management  direc- 
tion and  fupeiinlendance  of  hides,  fubject  to  the  orders  of 
the  board  of  war,  with  full  power  to  call  for  proper  returns 
from  luch  perfons  as  have  heretofore  had  the  management  of 
hides  : 

That  all  «ommiflaries  make  monthly  returns  to  the  cloathier 
general  of  the  hides  on  hand,  and  that  the  commiffary  ge- 
neral make  monthly  returns  to  him  of  all  the  live  cattle  de- 
livered over  to  the  commiffaries  of  the  army  : 

That  the  quarter  mailer  general  or  his  deputy,  on  the  ap- 
plication of  the  cloathier  general  or  either  of  his  deputies, 
Furnifli  waggons  for  tranfporting  raw  or  manufactured  hides 
to  fucb  places  as  they  ttiall    direct  : 

That  the  cloathier  general,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
fuperintendant  of  finance,  be  authorifed  to  appoint  fucb 
number  of  perfons  to  tranfact  the  bufinefs  of  the  cloathing 

department 
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department  during  the  prefent  campaign,  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  find  neceffary,  and  to  ascertain  their  wa- 
ges : 

That  the  cloathicr  general  make  monthly  returns  to  the 
commander  in  chief. 

That  all  refolutions  heretofore  parted  refpe6ring  the  cloath.. 
ing  and  hide  departments  inconfiftent  with  this  arrangement 
and  the  refolutions  now  pafled,  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Ward, 
Mr.  Sullivan,  and  Mr.  Motte,  to  whom  was  referred  a  me- 
morial of  colonel  Hazcn  :

of  Hritifh  fubje&s  ;  and  that  the  faid  commifiions  are 
attended  with  many  abufes  dangerous  to  the  public,  as 
•well  as  dirtrefling  to  citizens  and  friends  of  thefe  United 
States,  inhabiting  the  faid  iflands,  fome  of  whom  under  pre- 
text of  the  powers  contained  in  fucli  commiilions,  have  been 
plundered  of  their  property,  and  otherwife  evily  treat»d  ,• 
and  that  the  further  coutinuance  of  the  faid  commifiions 
troirfd  impede  the  public  iervice  in  that  auartcrj  therefore, 

Rtfolvsd, 
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Rrfohed,  That  the  governor  of  the  ftate  of  Connecticut 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  deiired  immediately  to  revoke  the  faid 
com  millions  by  him  granted,  fo  far  as  they  authorize  the 
feizure  of  goods  on  Longlfland,  or  elfewhere,  on  land  not 
within  the  ftate  of  Connecticut. 

Congrefs  took  into  confidcration  the  report  of  the  commit-

And  it  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  people  of  the  terri- 
tory aforefaid,  or  their  reprefentative  body,  to  appoint  an 
agent  or  agents  to  repair  immediately  to  Philadelphia,  with 
full  powers  and  inftrndtions  to  confer  with  the  faid  committee 
on  the  matters  aforefaid,  and  on  behalf  of  the  faid  people,  to 
agree  upon  and  ratify  terms  and  articles  of  union  and  confe- 
deration with  the  United  States  of  America,  in  cafe  they 
lh-ili  be  admitted  into  the  union  ;  and  the  faid  committee  are 
hereby  inftructed  to  give  notice  to  the  agents  of  the  ftate* 
of  New-Hampfhire  and  New- York,  to  be  prefent  at  the 
conference  aiorclaid, 

Refolved, 
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RefoheJ,  That  in  cafe  Congrefs  fhall  recognize  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  faid  people  of  Vermont,  they  will  ionfider 
all  the  lands  belonging  to  New  Hampfhire  and  New- York 
refpectively,  without  the  limits  of  Vermont  afoiefaid,  as 
coming  within  the  mutual  guarantee  of  territory  contained 
in  the  articles  of  confederation;  and  that  the  United  States 
ivill  accordingly  guarantee  ftich  lands  and  the  jurifdidtion 
over  the  fame,  againftany  claims  or  incroachinents  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Vermont  alorefaid.

An  ordinance  for  regulating  the  treafury,    and  adjufting  the 
public  accounts. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affem- 
bled,  that  from  and  after  the  20th  day  of  September,  ijcJ. I, 
the  functions  and  appointments  of  the  commifiioners  of  the 
treafury,  chambers  of  accounts,  auditor-general,  auditors, 
and  extra  commifiioners  of  accounts,  their  affiftants,  under 
officers  and  clerks,  fhall  ceafe  and  determine  ;  that  for  the 
more  effectual  execution  of  the  bufinefs  of  the  treafury,  and 
the  fettlement  of  the  public  accounts,  the  following  officers 
ihall  be  appointed  in  aid  of  the  fuperintendant  of  finance 
his  affiftant,  fecretary  and  clerks,  namely,  a  comptroller, 
a  treafurer,  a  regifter,  auditors  and  clerks.  The  comptrol* 
ler  fhall  be  appointed  by  Congrefs,  with  general  authority 
to  infpect  and  fuperintend  the  fettlement  of  public  ac- 
counts, and  all  fubordinatc  officers  concerned  therein  ;  it 
(hall  be  his  immediate  duty  to  fee  that  the  public  account* 
are  expeditiously  and  properly  adjufted,  and  accurately  and 
fafely  kept.  And,  that  it  may  be  done  with  the  greater 
facility,  he  {hall  direct  a  general  form  in  which  all  the 
public  accounts  (hall  be  ftated  and  rendered.  He  (hall 
take  care  that  the  balances  of  public  monies  are  punctual- 
ly depofited  in  the  hands  of  the  treafurer.  The  comp- 
troller hhall  commit  every  account  to  fuch  clerk  for  exami- 
nation, as  he  fhall  judge  moll  proper  for  that  purpofe,  nam- 
ing alfo  the  auditor  to  whom  the  clerk  {hall  tranfmit  it. 
When  an  account  is  audited  in  the  manner  herein  after  def- 
•ribed«  it  fhall  be  reported  to  the  comptroller,  and  any  per- 
fcvi  who  mall  think  himfelf  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  o 
the  auditor,  fhall  have  a  privilege  of  appealing  within  four- 
teen days  to  the  comptroller.  In  all  fuch  appeals  the  comp- 
troller fhall  openly  and  publicly  hear  the  parties,  and  his 
decifion  fhall  be  conclufive.  The  account  being  finally  ad. 
juried,  (lull  be  tranfmitted  by  the  comptroller  to  the  re- 
gifter, to  be  entered  on  record  ;  and  a  note  of  the  balance 
Jhall  be  certified  by  the  comptroller  to  the  fuperintendant  of 
finance,  to  make  out  the  proper  warrant  for  payment. 

The    treafurer   fhall   be  appointed  by  Congrefs.     It  fhall 
be  his  duty  to  receive  and  keep  all  monies  of  the    United 
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States,  and  iffiie  them  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  prefident 
of  Congrefs,  or  the  fuperintendant  of  finance.  On  receiv- 
ing money  he  (hall  give  a  receipt,  and  on  every  payment 
take  one,  to  ferve  as  his  voucher.  He  (hall  render  his 
accounts  quarterly  to  the  comptroller  for  examination  and 
fettlement,  and  tranfmit  a  copy  when  audited  to  the  fuper- 
intendant. ' 

The  regifter  mail  be  appointed  by  Congref*.  He  /hall 
keep  all  the  public  accounts,  both  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, and  every  warrant  on  the  treafury  or  others  (hall  be 
entered  and  couaterfigned  by  the  regifter  before  it  fti&\\  be 
paid.  He  (hall  have  the  appointment  of  the  clerk  or  clerks 
neceflary  to  ailift  him  in  his  office. 

The  auditors,  the  number  of  whom  (hall  be  fixed  by  the 
fuperintendant  of  finance,  (hall  be  appointed  by  Congrefs. 
After  an  account  (hall  be  examined  by  the  clerk,  in  the 
manner  herein  after  directed,  it  (hall  be  delivered  to  the  au- 
ditor, who  (hall  hear  the  party  and  the  clerk,  and  deter- 
mine upon  the  objections,  and  being  fatisfied  that  the  ac- 
count is  properly  adjufted,  (hall  pafs  it  as  audited.'and  tranf- 
mit it  to  the  comptroller. 

The  clerks,  the  number  of  whom  (hall  alfo  be  regulated 
by  the  fuperintendant  of  finance,  (kail  be  appointed  by  the 
comptroller  :  it  (hall  be  their  duty  refpe&ively  to  examine 
all  accounts  which  (hall  be  committed  to  them  by  the  comp- 
troller, to  correct  all  errors,  and  to  note  in  writing  what  may 
appear  exceptionable, either  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  charge, 
or  the  validity  of  the  vouchers*;  and  tranfmit  the  accounts 
with  his  remarks  to  the  auditor  ;  and  the  party,  for  himfelf, 
and  the  clerk,  on  behalf  of  the'publici  (hall  be  heard  before 
the  auditor. 

That  the  feveral  officers  before  mentioned,  (hall  refpe&ive- 
ly  take  an  oath,  to  be  adminiftered  by  the  prefident  of  Con- 
grefs, or  one  of  the  judges  of  fupreme  or  fupenour  court 
within  any  of  the  United  States,  for  the  faithful  execution 
of  the  truft  repofed  in  them  refpe&ively. 

RefolvtJ,  That  the  falary  of  the  comptroller  be  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  : 

That  the  falary  of  the  treafurer  be  fifteen  hundred  dollar! 
per  annum  : 

That  the  falary  of  the  regifter  be  twelve  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  : 

That  the  falary  of  each  auditor  be  at  the  rate  of  one  thou- 
fand  dollars  per  annum  : 

That 
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Tbat'the  falary  of  each  clerk  be  at  the  rate  of  five  hun, 
•Jred  dollars  per  annum  : 

Refoived,  That  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  be,  and  here- 
by is  authorifed  to  appoint  a  fecretary  in  bis  office,  with  a 
falary  of  one  thoufand  dollars  per  annum.

Refofoed,  That  the  conduct  of  major  general  Greene,  in 
taking  neceffary  meafures  for  retaliation,  be  and  hereby  it 
approved  : 

Refolvetf,  That  major  general  Greene  be,  and  hereby  ii, 
authorifed  to  take  the  moll  prudential  meafures  in  reforming 
and  compleating  the  corps  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia 
ftate  troops. 

A  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Randolph, 
Mr,  Duane,  Mr.  Varnum,  to  whom  were  referred  feveral 
motions  on  the  fubjecl  of  retaliation,  together  with  two  let- 
ters, one  from  major  general  the  marquis  de  la  Fayette,  and 
the  other  from  the  honourable  doctor  Franklin,  minifter  ple- 
nipotentiary of  the  United  States  at  the  court  of  Versailles, 
was  taken  into  confideration  ;  and, 

It  appearing  from  the  depofitions  of  Humphry  Mecham- 
hor,  Ranfon  Savage,  Thomas  Wood,  JefTe  Farrar  and  Tho- 
mas Duffy,  that  the  enemy  are  in  the  daily  practice  of  forc- 
ing fuch  Americans  as  have  been  captivated  into  their  own 
fea  fcrvic*  by  the  molt  pointed  cruelties  :  it  alfo  appearing 
from  the  letter  of  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  thefe  United 
States  at  the  court  of  Versailles,  that  American  prifoners  in 
Great- Britain  arc  increafing  in  number  by  the  tranfportatioat 
of  them  thither  from  New-York,  and  the  refufal  of  the 
Britifh  admiralty  to  exchange  Americans  for  any  Britifh 
prifoners  not  taken  by  American  armed  veffels  :  and  it  fur- 
ther appearing  that  no  regular  cartel  hath  hitherto  beea 
eitablifhed  : 

The  foregoing  fadls  being  taken  into  confideration,  and 
it  being  further  recollected,  that  befides  thefe  proofs  of 
Britifh  inhumanity,  the  files  of  Congrefs  abound  with  inftanc- 
es,  in  which  American  citizens  have  been  Sacrificed  in  noifome 
dungeons,  for  their  inflexible  patriotifm  in  refufing  to  aflume 
arms  againft  their  country  : 

Re/blved,  That  the  board  of  war  be,  and  are  hereby,di- 
rrtted  to  fet  apart  five  hundred  Britifh  prifoners,  including  a 
due  proportion  of  officers,  to  whom  exchange  fhall  be  denied,

That  the  board  of  war  report  a  plan  and  an  eftimate  of  the 
expence  for  erecting  Symfbury  mines,  in  the  (late  of  Connec- 
ticut, into  a  ftate  prifon  for  the  reception  of  Britifh  prifoncrg 
of  war,  and  for  the  purpofe  of  retaliation. 

Wednesday,    September  19,    1781.

Montgomery,  Mr.  Varniun,  Mr  Sherman,  appointed  to 
prepare  a  recommendation  for  fetting  apart  a  day  of  public 
thinkfgivinc;  and  prayer,  reported  the  draught  of  a  procla- 
mation   which  was  afMettl  to  as  follows  : 

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God  the  father  of 
inercies,  remarkably  to  affift  and  fupport  the  United  States 
of  America  in  their  important  ftruggle  for  liberty,  againft 
the  long  continued  efforts  of  a  powerful  nation  :  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  ranks  to  obferve  and  thankfully  to  acknowledge 
the  interpofitions  of  his  providence  in'  their  behalf.  Through 
the  whole  of  the  conteft,  from  its  firft  rife  to  this  time, 
the  influence  of  divine  providence  may  be  clearly  perceived, 
in  many  fignal  inftances,  of  which  we  mention  but  a  few. 

In  revealing  the  councils  of  our  enemies,  when  the  dif- 
coveries  were  feafonable  and  important,  and  the  means 
feemingly  inadequate  or  fortuitous  :  in  preferving  and 
even  improving  $he  union  of  the  fcveral  flates,  on  the 
breach  of  which  our  enemies  placed  their  gicateft  depend 
ence  :  in  increafmg  the  number  and  adding  to  the  s;eal  and 
attachment  of  the  friends  of  liberty  :  in  granting  remark- 
able deliverances,  and  bleffin?  us  with  the  moft  fignal  fuc- 
cefs,  when  affairs  feemed  to  have  the  moft  difco.ui aging 
appearance  :  in  raifing  up  for  us  a  powerful  and  generous 
ally,  in  one  of  the  firft  of  the  European  powers  :  in  con- 
fpundhi^   the  councils   of  our  enemies,  and   fuffering  them 
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to  purfue  fuch  meafures  as  hare  mod  directly  contributed  to 
frulirate  their  own  defires  and  expectations",  above  all  in 
making  their  extreme  cruelty  to  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
ftates,  when  in  their  power,  and  their  favage  dcvaflation  of 
property,  the  very  means  of  cementing  our  union,  andadding 
▼igourto  every  effort  in  oppofition  to  them. 

And  as  we  cannot  help  leading  the  good  people  of  thefe 
ftates  to  a  retrofpect  on  the  events  which  have  taken  place 
fince  the  beginning  of  the  war,  fo  we  recommend  in  a  par- 
ticular manner  to  their  obfervation,  the  goodnefs  of  God  in 
the  year  now  drawing  to  a  conclufiun.  In  which  the  con- 
federation of  the  United  States  has  been  compleated  :  in 
which  there  have  been  fo  many  inltances  of  proweis  and 
fuccefs  in  our  armies  ;  particularly  in  the  fouthern  ftates, 
where,  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  with  which  they  had 
to  ftruggle,  they  have  recovered  the  whole  countiy  which 
the  enemy  had  over-run  leaving  them  only  a  pod  or  two  on 
pr  near  the  fea  :  in  which  we  have  been  fo  powerfully  and 
effectually  affiled  by  our  allies,,  while  in  all  the  conjunct: 
operations  the  moll  perfect  harmony  has  iubfifted  in  the  allied 
army  :  in  which  there  has  been  fo  plentiful  a  harvelt,  and 
fo  great  ahundance  of  the  fruits  of  the  earth  of  every  kind, 
as  not  only  enables  us  eafily  to  fupply  the  wants  of  our  army, 
but  gives  comfort  and  happinefs  to  the  whole  people  :  and 
in  which,  after  the  fuccefs  of  our  aliies  by  fea,  a  general  of 
the  firft  rank,  with  his  whole  army  has  been  captured  by 
the  allied  forces  under  the  direction  of  our  commander  in 
chief. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates  to  fet 
apart  the  thirteenth  day  of  December  next,  to  be  religiouf- 
ly  ob.erved  as  a  day  of  thankfgiving  and  prayer;  that  all 
the  people  may  affemble  on  that  day,  with  grateful  hearts, 
to  celebrate  the  praifes  of  our  gracious  benefactor  ;  to  con- 
fefs  our  manifold  fins  ;  to  offer  up  our  moft  fervent  fuppli- 
cations  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  that  it  may  pleafe  him  to 
pardon  our  offences,  and  incline  our  hearts  for  the  future 
to  keep  all  his  laws;  to  comfort  and  relieve  all  our  brethren 
who  are  in  diflrefs  or  captivity;  to  profper  our  hufband- 
incn,  and  give  fuccefs  to  all  engaged  in  lawful  commerce  ;  to 
impart  wifdam  and  integrity  to  our  councillors,  judgment 
2nd  fortitude  to  our  officers  and  foldiers  ;  to  protect  and 
profper  our  illultrious  ally,  and  favour  our  united  exertions 
for  the  fyeedy  ellablifhment  of  a  fafe,  honorable  and  Jailing 
p«ace  ;   to  blcfs  all  iciuinaries  of  learning ;  and   caufe   the 

knowledge 
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knowledge  of  God  to  cover  the  earth,  as  the  waters  cover 
the  feas.  > 

A  motion  was  made  by  the  delegates  of  Virginia  :

and   22d  December,   1779  ;  that   after   orders   for   referring 
papers  to  a  committee,  or  for  the  re-commitment  of  a  report, 
it  was  exprefsly  provided  in  fome  of  the  preceding  inftances, 
that  the  committee  fho.uld  be  inftruded,  in  others  that  they 
fiiould  be   directed,  and  in  others  that  they  fhould    be   au- 
thorised to   hear  evidence,    and  reduce  to  writing  fuch  parts 
thereof  aj   they    mould  think  proper,  to   confer  with  per- 
fons   not    members    of  Congrefs,  or  to  fend  for  perfons  or 
papers;    and   as    it    appears    to   be  the    ufage    of  Congrefs 
in  cafes  of  moment  or  difficulty,  or  in  which  it  may  be  their 
pleafnre,  that  committees  fhould  have  recpurfe  to  documents, 
proofs  or  evidence,  other  than  thofe   which  are  to   be  found 
among  the    records  or  on   the  files   of  Congrefs,  to   inftruc~l 
them    fpeciaily  for  this  purpofe  ;    and   as  the  delegates  of 
Virginia,    having    received   notice    from    the    committee  tp 
whom  was  re-committed  the  report   on  the  ceffions  of  Con- 
necticut, New- York  and  Virginia,  and   on  the  memorials  of 
ihe    Vandalia,  Illinois,  Ouabache,  and    Indiana   companies, 
that  they  fhould  confer    with  the   agents   thereof,  on  a   day 
now  paft,  did  for  the  reafons  affigned  in  their  motion  of  the 
j 6th,  requeft  the  faid  committee  to  poftpone  fuch  conference 
until  the  fenfe  of  Congrefs    fhould  be    taken,  ho\v  far  they 
were  warranted  by  the  terms  of  their  appointment  to  eater 
thereon  : 

**  It  be  declared,  that  the  re-commitment  of  the  faid  re- 
port,  does  not  authorife  the  faid  committee  to  admit  counfel, 
or  to  hear  documents,  proofs  or  evidence  not  among  the  re- 
cords nor  on  the  files  of  Congrefs,  which  have  not  been  fpe- 
ciaily referred  to  them."

tachment to  the  caufe  he  has  efpoufed,  and  of  his  judgment, 
vigilance,  gallantry  and  addrels  in  its  defence,  have  greatly 
added  to  the  high  opinion  entertained  by  Congrefs  of  his 
merits  and  military  talents  :

This  frefh  proof  of 
their  approbation  cannot  fail  of  making  a  deep  impreffion 
upon  me,  and  my  ftudy  mall  be  to  deferve  a  continuance 
ot  it.  It  is  with  peculiar  pleafure  I  hear  that  it  is  the  fixed 
purpofe  of  Congrefs  to  exhort  the  ftates  to  the  moft  vigorous 
and  ttrrcely  exertions  ;  a  compliance  on  their  parts  will  I 
perfuade  myfelf  be  productive  of  the  moft  happy  confe- 
quences.

Refohed,  That  the  fecretary  at  war  take  order  for  Ap- 
plying the  (late  of  North-Carolina,  with  the  arms  and  other 
articles  contained  in  a  report  from  the  war  office  of  this 
date,  and  charge  the  fame  to  the  faid  Hate  ;  provided  the 
order  from  the  board  of  war  of  the  5th  of  November  la  ft  be 
not  executed.

er,  fhall  be  liable  to  capture  and  condemnation,  un!t;fs  the 
fame  fhall  have  been  previoufly  captured  from  the  enemy  and 
condemned,  or  in  confequence  of  capture,  may  be  proceeding 
to  fome  port  or  place  not  ia  the  power  of  the  faid  enemy,  fur 
trial  and  condemnation.

An   ordinance,  afcertaining  what  captures  on  water  mall  be 

lawful. 

In   purfuance  of  the  powers  delegated  by  the  confederation 

in  cafes  of  capture  on  water  : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  alTem- 
bled,  that  from  and  after  the  firlt  day  of  February  next,  all 
refolutions  and  ordinances  of  Congrefs  relative  to  captures 
or  recaptures  on  water,  and  coming  within  the  purview  of 
t;ns  ordinance,  except  as  is  herein  after  excepted,  (hall  be 
null  and  void  :  but  queitions  of  this  nature  ariling  before, 
or  which  fliall  be  undetermined  at  that  day,  (hall  be  deter- 
mined at  any  time  during  the  war  with  Great  Britain,  ac» 
cordiiig  to  them,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  this  ordinance  had 
never  been  made. 

It  lha!l  be  lawful  to  capture  and  to  obtain  condemnation 
of  the  property  herein  after  enumerated,  if  found  below  high- 
water  mark  ,  that  is  to  fav, 

AH 
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All  fhips  and  other  vcftels  of  whatfoever  fize  or  denomi- 
nation belonging  to  an  enemy  oi  the  United  States  with  their 
rigging,  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture- 
All  goods.,  wares  and  merchandises  belonging  to  an  cne- 
my,  and  found  on  board  of  a  ftiip  or  other  veflel  of  fuch  ene- 
my. 

All  contraband  iroods,  wares  and  merchandizes  to  what- 
ever  nation  belonging:,  although  found  in  a  neutral  bottom, 
if  declined  for  the  ufe  of  an  enemy  ;  but  the  goods,  wares 
and  merchandize?  belonging  to  an  enemy,  contraband  goods, 
and  goods  deftined  to  a  blockaded,  inverted  or  brfiegcd 
port,  being  always  excepted  found  in  a  veflel  belonging  to 
a  foreign  nation,  other  than  an  enemy,  fhall  in  no  cafe  be 
fubjedr.  to  condemnation. 

Provided  ncvcrthelefs,  that  from  and  after  the  l!.  ft  day  of 
March,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eignty- 
two,  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandizes  of  the  growth,  pro- 
duce or  manufacture  of  Great-Britain,  or  of  any  territory 
depending  thereon,  if  found  within  three  leagues  of  the 
coafts  and  deftined  to  any  port  or  place  of  the  Untied  States, 
in  any  ftiip  or  vefTel  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  the  laid 
ftates,  or  the  iubje£U  of  any  neutral  power,  ftia.ll  be  liable  to 
capture  and  condemnation  unlefs  the  fame  fhall  have  been 
previoufly  captured  from  the  enemy  and  condemned,  or  in 
confequence  of  capture,  may  be  proceeding  to  fome  port  or 
place  not  in  the  power  of  the  laid  enemy,  for  trial  and  con- 
demnation. 

All  fhips  or  other  veflVls,  goods,  wares  and  merchandizea 
belonging  to  any  power  or  the  fubjecls  of  any  power  agair.it 
which  letters  of  marque  or  reprilai  fhall  have  iffued. 

All  fhips  or  other  veftels,  with  their  rigging,  tackle,  ap- 
parel and  furniture,  and  with  their  cargoes,  to  wbatfoqyer 
nation  belonging,  deilined  to  any  port  or  place  inverted,  be- 
fieged  or  blockaded,  by  a  fufucient  force  belonging  to,  in  the 
fervice  of,  or  co-operating  with  the  United  Sutos,  fu  effec- 
tually as  that  one  cannot  attempt  to  enter  into  fuch  port  or 
place  without  evident  danger.  , 

All  fliips  or  other  veflVls  with  their  rigging,  tackle,  ap- 
parel and  furniture,  and  with  their  cargoes,  found  in  the  pot- 
felfion  of  pirates. 

The  goods,  wares  and  mtT.-lv.n  }ize»  to  be  adjudged  con- 
Maband,  arc  the  following,  that  is  to  fay, 

Cannons, 
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Cannons,  mortars,  fire  arms,  piftols,  bombs,  granadoes, 
bullets-  balls,  fufes,  flints,  matches,  powder,  faltpetre,  ful- 
phur,  carcafes,  pikes,  ("words,  belts,  pouches,  cartouch-bex- 
cs,  faddles  and  briddles,  in  any  quantity  beyond  what  may 
be  neceffary  for  the  fliip's  provifion,  and  may  properly  ap- 
pertain to,  and  be  adjudged  neceffary  for  every  man  of  the 
fhips  crew  or  for  each  pafTenger. 

If  it  fliall  manifeftly  appear,  that  of  any  entire  tiling  of 
which  dividon  cannot  be  made  without  injury  to  its  value, 
a  fubjedi  of  the  enemy,  and  a  citizen  or  a  fubjedl  of  a  fo- 
reign power,  not  being  an  enemy,  are  joint  liolders,  the 
whole  lhall  be  condemned  and  fold  for  gold  or  filver,  the  pro- 
per proportion  of  the  net  proceeds  of  which  fhall  be  deposited 
iu  the  treafury  of  the  itate  in  which  the  fale  fliall  be,  to  be 
paid  to  the  order  of  fuch  citizen,  or  the  fubjedt  of  fuch  fo- 
vereign  power. 

If  fuch  divifion  can  be  accomplifhed,  but  neither  the  citi- 
zen, nor  the  fubject  of  a  foreign  power,  nor  his  agent,  fliall 
require  fpeciHc  reilitution  of  his  property,  there  fliall  be  a 
fale  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  the  property  were  indivifible. 
But  if  in  fuch  cafe  a  requifition  bt;  made  to  this  effect,  the 
due  proportion  fliall  he  fpecifically  rellored. 

Where  property  fliall  have  been  originally  captured  on 
Jand  from  a  tt  ate,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  fhall 
be  recaptured  below  high  water  mark  by  another  citizen 
thereof,  reilitution  fliall  be  made  to  the  former  owner  upon 
the  payment  of  a  reafonable  falvage  not  exceeding  one-fourth 
part  of  the  value  ;  no  regard  being  had  to  the  time  of  pof- 
temon  by  the  enemy. 

Li  all  cafes  of  recaptu  ;  by  an  armed  veflel,  fitted  out  at 
thfc  exSeftce'of  the  United  States,  of  a  vtffel  or  other  eiFecls 
belonging  to  a  citizen.,  the  court  fliall  adjudge  the  proportion 
which  would  be  due  to  the  United  States  to  be  remitted  to 
inch  citizen;  no  regard  being  had  to  the  time  of  poflcflion 
by  the  euemy. 

Oti  the'  recapture  by  a  citizen  of  any  negro,  mulatto,  in- 
dian  or  other  pcrlpn,  from  whom  labour  or  fervice  is  law- 
fully  claimed  by  a  Itatc  or  a  citizen  of  a  Itate,  fpecitic  relti- 
tuttoh  mall  be  adjudged  to  the  claimant,  whether  the  origi- 
nal capture  fhall  have  been  made  on  land  or  water,  and 
without  regard  to  the  time  of  pofTefiion  by  the  enemy,  a 
jeafonable  falvagc  being  ptrid  by  the  claimant  to  the  re- 
.-.  6at  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  value  of  fuch  la- 
bour 
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hour  or  fervice,  to  be  eflimated  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
itate  under  which  the  claim  (hall  be  made. 

but  if  the  fervice  of  fuel)  QEgro,  mulatto,  indian,  or  other  ' 
perfon  captured  below  high  water  mark,    mall  not  be  legally 
claimed    within  a   year  and  a  day    from  the   fentencc  of  the 
count,   he  lhall  be  let  at  liberty. 

,  In  all  other  cafes  of  recapture,  reititution  (hall  be  made 
to  the  owner  upon  payment  of  one-third  p  irt  of  the  true 
value  for  faivage,  if  the  property  (full  have  hem  retaken  in 
left  than  twenty  four  hours  alter  the  capture.

To  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  caw  of  the  United 
States  fliall  be  allotted  one. twentieth  pan  of  all  prizes  taken 
by  an  armed  veffel  or  veffels  under  his  orders  and  command  : 
when  there  fhall  be  no  fuch  commander  in  chief,  the  one- 
twentieth  part  aljotted  to  him  fliall  be  paid  into  the  treafury 
of  the  United  States. 

To  the  captain  of  any  fingle  armed  veffel  two  twentieth, 
parts,  but  if  more  fhips  or  veffels  be  in  company  when  a  prize 
is  taken,  thin  the  two-twentieth  parts  fliall  be  divided  equally 
among  all  the  captains. 

"o  the  captains  of  marines,  lieutenants  and  mafters,  three- 
twentieth  parts  of  all  prizes  taken  when  they  arein  company, 
to  be  divided  equally   among  them. 

To  the  lieutenants  of  marines,  furgeons,  chaplains,  purfers, 
boatiwains,  gunners,  carpenters,  maiteis  mate?,  and  the 
fecretary  of  the  fleet,  two-twentieth  parts,  and  one  half  of 
one-twentieth  part,   to  be  divided  equally  among  them. 

To  the  following  petty  warrant  officers  viz.  midfiiipmen, 
(allowing  for  each  ihip  fix,  for  each,  brig  four,  and  for  each 
floop  tw;o)-  C2ptains  clerks,  furgeons  mates,  Rewards,  fail-

Upon  the  capture  of  any  other  veflel,  if  made  by  a  vef- 
fel  of  war  belonging  to  the  United  States,  one  half  of  the 
property  condemned  mall  be  decreed  to  the  United  States, 
and  the  other  halt  to  the  captors,  to  be  divided  as  aforcfaid  ; 
if  by  a  private  veflel  not  having  a  commmiffion,  the  whole 
fhall  be  decreed  t»  the  captors  :  if  by  any  body  or  detach- 
ment of  regular  or  other  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States,  the  whole  fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  captors,  to  be 
divided  in  proportion  to  the  pay  in  the  line  of  the  army  : 
if  by  inhabitants  of  the  country,  being  in  arms,  the  whole 
fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  captors,  to  be  divided  equally  among 
them  :  provided,  that  if  any  fuch  inhabitant  fhall  be  wound- 
ed in  making  the  capture,  he  (hall  be  entitled  to  two  (hares, 
and  if  killed,  his  legal  reprefentatives  fhall  be  entitled  to 
four  fhares  :  if  by  the  crews  of  Britifh  veffels,  the  whole 
fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  captors,  to  be  divided  at  the  dif- 
cretion  of  the   court. 

On  recapture  by  an  armed  veflel  belonging  to  the  United 
States,  of  a  veflel  under  the  protection  of  a  veflel  belonging 
to  the  enemy,  commiffioned  as  a  man  of  war  or  privateer, 
or  where  the  veflel  retaken  is  equipped  in  a  warlike  manner, 
the  proportion  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  original  owner, 
fhall  be  divided  as  in  the  cafe  of  a  capture  of  an  enemy's 
veflel  commiffioned  as  a  man  of  war  or  privateer. 

On  recapture,  by  an  armed  veflel  belonging  to  the  United 
States,  of  a  veflel  under  the  protection  of  an  hoitile  veff^-l 
not  commiffioned  as  a  man  of  war  or  privateei  ;  and  where 
the  veflel  retaken  13  not  equipped  in  a  warlike  manner,  the 
proportion  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  original  owner  fhall  be 
divided,  as  in  the  cafe  of  an  hoflile  veflel  not  commifiioned 
as  a  man  of  war  or  privateer. 

The  rules  of  deciiion  in  the  feveral  courts  fhnll  be  the  re- 
folutions  and  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  Conjrrefs 
aflembled,  public  treaties  when  declared  to  be  fo  by  an  act 
of  Congrefs,  and  the  law  of  nations,  according  to  the  general 
ufages  of  Europe.  Public  treaties  fhall  have  the  pre-emi- 
nence in  all  trials. 

This  ordinance  fhall  commence  in  force  on  the  firfl  day  of 
February,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  tboufaad 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-two.

On  a  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  petition  of  captain  Adrian  Provaux. 

Refolved,  That  captain  Adrian  Provaux,  of  the  2d  South- 
Carolina  regiment,  have  a  furlough  for  five  months,  for  the 
purpofe  of  fettling  the  affairs  of  his  deceafed  father  at  Cape 
Francois. 

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Carroll, 
Mr.  Cornell,  Mr.  Atlee,  Mr.  Randolph  and  Mr.  Evelcigh, 
appointed  to  report  the  number  of  men  neceffary  to  be  raifed 
for  the  enfuing  year,  and  to  whom  fundry  other  matters 
were  referred  : 

Refolved>  That  the  legiflature  of  each  Hate  raife,  at  the 
expence  thereof,  in  the  firfl  inftance,  to  be  reimburfed  by 
the  United  States,  fo  many  men  as  may  be  neceffary  to  com- 
pleat  the  quota  afiigned  to  fuch  ftate,  out  of  the  number  of 
land  forces  agreed  upon  in  the  refolution  of  the  3d  and  sift 
days  of  October,  1780,  calculating  the  deficiency  upon  the 
number  of  men  whofe  time  of  fervice  will  expire  on  or  be- 
fore the  firft  day  of  March,  1782. 

Refolved,  That  the  legiflature  of  each  ftate  be  called  upon 
in  the  molt'  prefiing  manner,  to  caufe  the  quota  thereof  of 
land  forces,  to  be  compleated  and  in  the  field  by  the  firfl 
day  of  March  next,  and  to  provide  for  replacing  thofe  men 
whofe  time  of  fervice  fhall  expire  between  the  faid  firft  day 
of  March  £782,  and  the  laft  day  of  November  in  the  faid 
year. 

Refolvedi  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflature  of  each 
ftate,  to  fill  up  the  quota  thereof  of  land  forces  by  inlift- 
ments  for  three  years,  or  during  the  war.

It  gives  me  pleafure  that  the  fituation  ot  public 
affairs  has  in  a  conliderable  degree  abated  the  embarraff- 
ments  attending  the  department,  and  that  the  gentleman 
who  fucceeds  to  it  will  have  to  travel  in  a  path,  though  not 
without  its  impediments,  yet  lefs  thorny  than  that  trodden 
by  his  predeceflors.  Far  from  being  greedy  after  fame,  I 
fiiall  deem  myfelf  fortunate,  if  through  the  viciffitudes  of  the 
war,  and  in  the  various  fcenes  of  bulir.efs  I  have  been  engag- 
ed, I  have  conducted  myfelf  irreproachably.  I  am  happy 
that  the  time  I  leave  the  public  bulinef?,  is  one  of  the  moil 
profperous  periods  of  the  war,  and  that  it  can  be  fo  agreeably 
contrafted  with  that  in  which  I  was  called  to  it.  I  mall  re- 
turn on  this  account  with  great  cheerfulnefs,  becaufe  I  can 
do  it  with  honor,  to  the  duties  of  a  private  citizen,  and  hope 
ere  long  to  enjoy  in  peace  that  independence,  which  in  prof- 
pect  has  animated  me  through  many  a  toilfome  day,  and  will 
amply  reward  me  for  the  lofs  of  private  cafe  and  fortune, 
and  all  the  perplexities  and  diftreffes  I  have  continually  affil- 
ed to  encounter  in  the  department  in  which  I  had  the  honor 
to  fcrve.

Whereas  Congrefs  on  the  twenty  fixth  day  of  May  laft 
did,  from  a  conviftion  of  the  fupport  which  the  finances  of 
the  United  States  would  receive  from  the  eftablifhment  of  a 
national  bank,  approve  a  plan  for  fuch  an  inftitution  fubmit- 
ted  to  their  confideration  by  Robert  Morris,  efquire^and  now 
lodged  among  the  archives  of  Congrefs,  and  did  engage  to 
promote  the  fame  by  the  mod  effeftual  means  :  and  whereas, 
the  fubfcrlption  thereto  is  now  filled  from  an  expeftation  of 
a  charter  of  incorporation  from  Congrefs,  the  directors  and 
prefident  are  chofcn,  and  application  hath  been  made  to 
Congrefs  by  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  for  an  aft  of  in. 
corporation  :  and  whereas,  the  exigencies  of  the  United 
States  render  it  indifpenfably  neceffary  that  fuch  an  aft  be 
immediately  paffed. 

Be  it  therefore  ordained,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained,  by  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  that  thofe  who  are, 
and  thofe  who  fhall  become  fubfcribers  to  the  faid  bank  be, 
and  forever  after  fhall  be,  a  corporation  and  body  politic  to 
all  intents  and  purpofes,  by  the  name  and  ftile  of  The  prefident , 
dir$8ors  and  company  cf  the  bank  cf  North  America. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  faid  corporation  are 
hereby  declared  and  made  able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have, 
purchafe,  receive,  poflefs,  enjoy,  and  retain,  lands,  rents, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  and  effects,  of 
what  kind,  nature  or  quality  foever,  to  the  amount  of  ten 
millions  of  Spanifh  lilver  milled  dollars  and  no  more  ;  and 
alfo  to  fell,  grant,  demife,  alien,  or  difpofe  of  the  fame 
lands,  rents,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  and 
effeas. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  faid  corporation  be, 
and  fhall  be  for  ever  hereafter,  able  and  capable  in  law,  to 
fue  and  be  fued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  anfwer  and  be  an- 
fwered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  record  or 
any  other  place  whatfoever  ;  and  to  do  and  execute  all  and 
fingular  other  matters  and  things  that  to  them  fhall  or  may 
appertain  to  do. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  for  the  well  governing 
of  the  faid  corporation,  and  the  ordering  of  their  affairs, 
they  fhall  have  fuch  officers  as  they  fhall  hereafter  dire  ft 
or  appoint  :    provided   neverthelefs  that  twelve    dircftors; 

one 
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one  of  whom  (hall  be  the  prefident  of  the  corporation,  be  ojf 
the  number  of  their  officers. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  Thomas  Willing  be  the, 
prcfent  prefident,  and  that  the  faid  Thomas  Willing,  and 
Thomas  Fitzfimmons.  John  Maxwell  Nefbit,  James  Wilfon, 
Henry  Hill  Samuel  Ofgood,  Cadwallader  Morris,  Andrew 
Caldwell,  Samuel  Inglis,  Samuel  Meredith,  William  Bing- 
ham, Timothy  Matlack,  be  the  prefent  directors  of  the  faid 
corporation  ;  and  (hall  fo  continue  until  another  prefident 
and  other  directors  (hall  be  chofen  according  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  faid  corporation. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  prefident  and  direc- 
tors of  the  faid  corporation,  (hall  be  capable  of  exercifing 
fuch  power  for  the  well  governing  and  ordering  of  the  affairs, 
of  the  faid  corporation,  and  of  holding  fuch  occasional  meet- 
ings for  that  purpofe,  as  (hall  be  defcribed,  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  the  laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the  faid  cor- 
poration.

That  the  director,  or  in  his  abfence  the  fenior  medical 
officer,  with  the  approbation  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
or  commanding  general  of  a  feparate  army,  be  and  here- 
by is  authorifed  and  empowered,  as  often  as  may  be  judged 
neceffary,  to  call  a  medical  board,  which  fhall  confift  of  the 
three  fenior  medical  officers  then  prefent  ;  and  it  fhall  be  the 
duty  of  fuch  board  to  appoint  all  hofpital  mates,  to 
examine  all  candidates  for  promotion  in  the  hofpital 
department,  and  recommend  to  the  fecretary  at  war  fuch 
as  they  judge  belt  qualified  ;  and  generally  to  take  cogni- 
sance of,  and  give  their  opinion  and  advice  on,  every 
matter  relative  to  the  department,  which  may  be  fubmitted 
to  them  by  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  general 
of  a  feparate  army  :  provided  always,  that  no  regulati- 
on,   plan     or     order  of"  the    board,      fhall     be    valid   and

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take  effe&,  until  approved  by  the  commander  in  chief,  or 
commanding  general  of  a  feparate  army,  and  iffued  in  gene- 
ral orders  : 

That  all  returns  heretofore  ordered  to  be  made  by  the  di- 
rector or  deputy  director,  to  the  medical  committee,  be  made 
to  the  fecretary  at  war  : 

That  the  ftewards  may,  in  the  firft  inftance,  when  the  pur- 
veyor or  his  affiftant  is  at  a  diftance,  be  appointed  by  the  di- 
rector or  fenior  medical  officer,  but  fhall  be  removeable  at 
pleafure,  and  others  fubftituted  in  their  Head,  by  the  pur- 
veyor or  his  affiftant.  And  although  in  their  purchafts  or 
ifTues,  they  are  to  obey  the  order  of  the  prefcribing  furgeons, 
yet  for  the  faithful  difcharge  of  their  duty,  they  are  to  be 
accountable  to  the  purveyor,  who  fhall  in  like  manner  be 
accountable  to  the  United  States.  Wherefore  the  faid 
ftewards  (hall  keep  feparate  accounts  of  all  they  receive,  and 
of  what  they  themfelves  purchafe ;  and  fhall  render  an  ac- 
count monthly  of  all  their  ifTues,  with  their  ftock  on  hand 
to  the  purveyor,  who  fhall  render  the  faid  accounts,  to- 
gether with  a  particular  account  of  the  fupplies  furnifhed 
by  himfelf  or  his  affiftants  to  each  refpedtive  hofpftal, 
once  every  three  months  to  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  : 
That  the  fecretary  at  war  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  impow- 
ered  and  dire&ed,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  February 
next,  and  hereafter  from  time  to  time  as  the  fetvice  may 
require,  to  arrange  the  department  agreeably  to  the  forego- 
ing refolutions,  and  to  iffue  his  orders  to  fuch  as  he  think?

Whereas  there  hath  been  great  variance  in  the  decifions  of 
feveral  maritime  courts  within  the  United  States,  concerning 
the  pretenfions  of  veffels  claiming  a  fhare  of  prizes,  as  being  in 
fi^ht  at  the  time  of  capture  ;  fome  hating  adjudged  that  the 
mere  circumltance  of  beinij  in  fight  was  a  fufficient  founda- 
tion of  title,  while  others  have  required  proof  of  a  more 
aclive  influence  :  and  whereas  this  inconvenience  hath  arife*: 
from  the  want  of  an  uniform  rale  of  determination  in  fuch 
cafei  &e- 
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Be  it  therefore  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Con- 
grefs  affembled,  that  no  fliare  of  any  prize  fliall  be  adjudg- 
ed to  a  veflel  being  in  fight  at  the  time  of  capture,  unlefs  the 
faid  TefTel  fhall  have  been  able  at  the  time  when  the  captured 
veflel  ftruck,  to  throw  a  fhot  as  far  as  the  fpace  between 
herfelf  and  the  captured  veflel ;  and  that  every  vcffsl  coming 
in  aid  of  the  captors,  which  fliall  have  been  able  at  the  time 
when  the  captured  veflel  (truck,  to  throw  a  fhot  as  aforefaid, 
and  fhall  have  been  duly  authorifed  to  make  captures,  (hall 
be  entitled  to  fliare  according  to  the  number  of  her  men 
and  the  weight  of  her  metal  :  provided  that  nothing  herein 
contained  fliall  be  conftrued  to  affeft  any  agreement  which 
fliall  have  been  previously  made  between  veflels  cruizing  in 
con  fort. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
that  whenfoever  an  armed  veflel  belonging  to,  and  commif- 
fioned  by  the  enemy,  fliall  be  captured  by  any  armed  veflel 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  duly  authorifed  to  make 
captures,  the  net  proceeds  of  the  fales  of  the  captured  veflel, 
and  of  her  rigging,  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture,  fliall  be  ad- 
judged to  the  captors  ;  and  where  a  cargo  fliall  be  on  board 
of  fuch  captured  veflel,  one  moiety  of  the  net  proceeds  of 
fuch  cargo  fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  United  State*,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  the  captors. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  that 
upon  the  capture  of  any  veflel  belonging  to  the  enemy,  and 
laden  with  mafts  or  fpars,  by  an  armed  veflel  belonging  to 
the  United  States,  and  duly  authorifed  to  make  captures, 
the  net  proceeds  of  the  fales  of  fuch  captured  veflel  and  her 
cargo  fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  captors.

There  fhall  be  an  infpe&or  general  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  appointed  by  Congrefs  from  the  gene- 
ral officers,  and  to  be  allowed  one  fecretary  in  addition  to 
the  aids,  which  he  has  in  the  line  of  the  army  :  the  fecreta- 
ry fhall  be  taken  from  the  line,  and  be  entitled  to  the  pay 
and  emoluments  of  an  aid  de  camp.  There  (hall  be  one  in- 
fpector  for  each  ftparate  army,  to  be  taken  from  the  field 
officers  of  the  line  of  the  army,  to  be  allowed  thirty  dollars 
per  month  in  addition  to  his  pay  and  emoluments  in  the 
line. 

The  infpeclor  general  or  infpeclor  of  a  feparatc  army 
fhall,   once  iu  every  month,  in  fuch  time,  place  and  mode 
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as  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer  of  a  fepa- 
rate  army,  mail  direct,  review  and  mufter  the  troops  of  eve- 
ry denomination  in  fervice,  at  which  review  they  (hall  infpect 
the  number  and  condition  of  the  men  and  horfes,  the  difci- 
pline  of  the  troops,  the  ftate  of  their  arms,  accoutrements, 
ammunition,  cloathing  and  camp  equipage,  and  make  re- 
turns thereof  to  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding 
officer  of  a  feparate  army;  noting  the  deficiencies,  neglects 
and  abufes,  and  if  poffible  the  manner  in  which  they  happen- 
ed ;  and  at  the  fame  time  pointing  out  the  alterations  and 
amendments  they  may  think  necefTary,  in  any  branch  of  the 
military  fyftem  :  duplicates  of  which  returns  (hall  be  tranf- 
mitted  by  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  officer  of 
a  feparate  army,  to  the   fecretary  at  war. 

At  the  end  of  every  review  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
corps  reviewed,  (hall  exercife  his  corps  in  the  manual  and 
evolutions  before  the  infpe&or,  fo  as  to  enable  him  to  infpeft 
and  report  the  difcipline  of  the  troops  agreeably  to  the 
foregoing  paragraph  ;  and  when  the  infpedtor  general  or  in- 
fpedtor  of  a  feparate  army  finds  it  neceflary  to  have  any 
patricular  evolutions  or  manoeuvres  performed  either  by 
one  or  feveral  corps,  he  (hall  furnifh  a  plan  of  fuch  evolu- 
tions to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army  who  will  ap- 
prove or  amend  them,  and  order  them  executed  as  he  may 
think  proper- 

At  every  r;e  view,  the  commanding  officers  of  companies  and 
corps  (hall  produce  to  the  infpe&or,  returns  of  the  ftate  of 
thejr  refpe&ive  companies  and  corps,  and  fuch  other  papers 
and  vouchers  relative  to  the  enliftment  of  the  men,  a»  he  (hall 
think  neceffary  :  three  mufter  rolls  (hall  alfo  be  made  out 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  each  troop  or  company  and 
Jigned  by  him,  one  of  which  (hall  be  returned  to  him,  certi- 
fied by  the  infpeftor  ;  one  (hall  be  certified  and  delivered  to 
the  regimental  paymafter,  to  be  affixed  to  the  pay  rolls,  and 
the  other  (hall  be  retained  by  the  infpeftor. 

The  infpector  general  or  infpeftor  of  a  feparate  army 
(hall,  as  foon  as  poffible  after  every  mufter,  tranfmit  an 
abftracl.  of  the  mufters  of  the  whole  army  in  which  he  is 
ferving,  to  the  commanding  officer,  who  (hall  tranfmit  a  du- 
plicate thereof  to  the  fecretary  at  war. 

As  foon  as  poffible  after  every  review,  the  infpeftor 
(hail  report  to  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  of- 
ficer 
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ficer  of  a  feparatc  array,  all  fuch  foldiers  whom,  from  inabili- 
ty or  other  caufes,  it  may  be  neceflary  to  difcharge  or  transfer 
to  the  invalids  ;  and  no  difcharge  fhall  in  future  be  valid, 
unlefs  figned  by  the  commander  in  chief  or  officer  com- 
manding the  army  where  fuch  difcharge  is  given. 

The  infpector  general  or  infpector  of  a  feparate  army, 
fhall  be  authorifed  to  call  on  the  quarter  matter  general, 
cloathier  general  and  field  commiifary  of  military  Mores  or 
their  deputies,  for  returns  of  the  articles  which  have  been 
i/Tued  from  and  returned  to  their  feveral  departments  by  each 
corps,  that  the  infpe&ors  may  fee  whether  every  article  fo 
delivered,  has  been  regularly  and  fatisfactorily  accounted 
for,  or  charged  to  the  corps  agreeably  to  the  eftablifhed 
regulations. 

The  infpe&or  general  or  infpe&or  of  a  feparate  army,  {hall 
be  authorifed  and  required  to  vifit  the  military  hofpitals  of  the 
United  States  from  time  to  time,  to  examine  the  general 
date  of  them  and  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  which  he  fhall 
report  to  the  officer  commanding  the  army  ;  and  the  director, 
deputy  director  or  fuperintending  furgeon  of  any  hofpital, 
fliall  furnifh  them  with  fuch  returns  as  they  may  find  neceflary 
for  the  better  execution  of  their  office. 

The  infpeftor  general  fhall  himfelf,  previous  to  the  opening 
and  at  the  clofe  of  every  campaign,  or  as  often  as  the  com- 
mander in  chief  fhall  think  fit  to  order,  vifit  every  part  of  the 
army,  to  fee  that  uniformity  prevails  throughout  the  armies 
of  the  United  States. 

The  infpe&or  general  and  infpe&ors  of  a  feparate  army, 
in  the  execution  of  their  offices,  fhall  be  fubject  only  to  the 
orders  of  Congrefs,  the  fecretary  at  war,  commander  in  chief, 
or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army  ;  and  that  the 
infpeclors  may  attend  the  better  to  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
they  fhall  be  exempted  from  all  other  duties,  except  when 
the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate 
army,  fhall  think  proper  to  order  otherwife. 

All  returns  in  the  infpeftor's  department  are  to  be  made 
agreeably  to  the  forms,  which  fhall  be  delivered  by  the  in- 
fpe&or  general. 

Each  infpe&or  of  a  feparate  army  fhall  be  allowed  to 
take  an  officer  from  the  line  of  captains  or  fubalterns,  to 
affift  him  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  who  fhall  be  allowed 
ten  dollars  per  month  in  addition  to  his  pay  in  the  line. 

Refohed, 
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Refoh-ed,  Tliat  major  general  baron  Steuben  be  and  here- 
by  is  continued  iri.fpe&or  general  of  the  armies  of  thefe 
United  States,  and  veiled  with  piwer  to  appoint  all  officers 
necefiary  to  cany  the  aforegoing  plan  into  execution,  ther 
being  firft  approved  of  by  the  commander  in  chief. 

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Clark, 
Mr.  Cornell,  and  Mr,  Bee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  me- 
morial of  the  reverend  Mr.  Sproat,  late  a  hofpital  chap- 
lain :

to  aflill  the  judgment  of  Congrefs  in  forming  juft  eftimate* 
of  the  value  and  abilities  of  each  (late  at  the  clofe  of  every 
year  within  the  aforefaid  term,  in  order  to  fettle  the  propor- 
tions before  n.entioned. 

Refofoedy  That  upon  fettling  the  annual  proportions  of 
the  feveral  ftates,  of  the  expenccs  of  the  war,  up  to  the  firft 
day  of  January,  1 782,  where  any  of  the  ftates  have  exceeded 
their  proportions,  an  intereft  of  fix  per  centum,  per  annum, 
fhall  be  allowed  thereon,  and  a  deduction  equal  thereto 
made  in  the  future  annual  proportions  of  thofe  ftates  ;  and 
where  any  ftates  ftiall  appear  to  have  been  deficient  in  ad- 
vancing their  proportions,  a  like  intereft  fhall  be  charged 
thereon,  and  fuch  deficiency  charged  in  the  future  pro- 
portions of  fuch  ftates. 

And  whereas  it  is  necefiary  to  make  a  fettlement  of  all 
accounts  between  the  United  States,  and  each  particular 
ftate,  and  the  creditors  of  the  United  States  within  the  fame: 
Refohed.,  That  a  commifiioner  for  each  ftate  for  the  pur- 
pofes  herein  after  exprefled,  be  appointed  as  follows :  he 
fhall  be  nominated  by  the  fuperinttndint  of  the  finance? 
of  the  United  States,  and  approved  of  by  the  legislature 
er  the  executive  of  the  particular  ftate,  for  which  he  (hall 
have  been  nominated;  and  upon  the  death,  refufal  or  in- 
ability  to  aft,  of  fuch  comrm'ftioner,  another  perfon  to 
fapply  his  place,  fhall  be  nominated  by  the  fuperintendant 
erf  the  finances,  and  approved  of  by  the-  executive  or  the 
delegates  attending  in  Congrefs  of  the  ftate  for  which  lie 
fhall  be  nominated,  as  thelegifiature  of  the  ftate  fhall  di- 
reft  :  that  the  faid  commiffioner  fo  appointed,  fhall  have 
full  power  and  authority  finally  to  fettle  the  accounts  be- 
tween the  ftate  for  which  he  ftiall  have  been  nominated, 
and  the  United  States  ;  that  all  accounts  of  monies  advanc- 
ed, fupplies  fumifticd  or  fervices  performed,  between  the 
United  States  and  a  particular  ftate,  fhall  be  eftimated  ac- 
cording to  the  table  of  depreciation  framed  by  the  board 
oftreafury  on  the  29th  day  of  July,  I7'0,  in  confequence 
of  the  re folu t ion  of  the  28th  day  of  June  preceding,  to  the 
time  the  fame  is  extended;  pravided  always,  that  fpecific 
fupplies  fumifhed  p-irfuant.  to  requifitions  of  Congref?j 
fhall  be  fettled  agreeably  to  the  prices  mentioned  in  fuch 
requifitions  :   that  he  be  alfo  fully  irnpowered    and  directed 

to 
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to  liquidate  and  fettle  in  fpecie  value,  all  certificates  given  for 
furiplies  by  public  officers  to  individuals,  and  other  claims 
againft  the  United  States  by  individuals  for  fupplks  furniflietl 
the  army,  the  tranfportatjon  thereof  and  contingent  expences 
thereon,  within  the  faid  flate,  according  to  ths  principles  of 
equity  and  good  conference,  in  all  cafes  which  are  not  or  (hall 
not  be  provided  for  by  Congrefs. 

That  the  faid  commiffioner  in  the  various  branches  of  duty 
herein  directed,  fhall  in  fucli  matters  of  form  as  regard  mere- 
ly the  Mating  of  his  accounts,  proceed  agreeably  to  rules  to 
be  prefcribed  to  him  by  the  comptroller  of  the  treafury  ; 
but  in  all  other  matters  and  thing9  concerning  the  fettlcment 
with  individual  dates,  according  to  fuch  modes  and  principles 
as  Congrefs  have  directed  or  fhall  direct  : 

That  each  of  the  faid  commifiioners  be  allowed  a  falat  y  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  he  appoint  his 
necefhiry  clerks,  with  the  falary  of  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  each,  for  the  time  they  fhall  feverally  be  employed  in 
thisfervice,  which  fhall  be  in  full  for  all  fervices  and  expences. 

That  the  faid  commifiioners  refpe&ively  give  public  and 
early  notices  of  the  times  and  places  of  their  fettling,  and  the 
di drifts  within  which  they  fettle  accounts,  that  as  well  the 
public  officers  as  the  private  individuals  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  attend  : 

That  each  commiffioner  before  he  enttfr  upon  the  budnefs 
for  which  he  is  appointed,  fhall  take  the  following  oath  : 

"  I,  A.  B.  do  folcmnly  fwear  that  I  will  truly  and  faith- 
fully execute  the  office  of  commiffioner  to  which  I  am  ap- 
pointed, according  to  my  beft  fkill  and  judgment,  without 
favour  or  affection.     So  help  me  God." 

That  each  clerk  at  his  appointment,  fhall  alfo  take  an 
oath,  truly  and  faithfully  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  office, 
according  to  the  beft  of  his  fkill  and  underftanding  :  and 
that  certificates  of  thefe  oaths  be  filed  in  the  fecretary's  office 
of  the  flatc. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  recommended  to  the  feveral  legi- 
flatures  of  the  refpeciive  ftates,  to  grant  the  commiffioner,  by 
a  law  to  be  enadled  for  that  purpofe,  a  power  to  call 
witneffes,  and  examine  them  upon  oath  or  affirmation, 
touching  fuch  claims  and  accounts  as  fliall  be  produced  for 
liquidation  and  fettlement,

Refnhed,  That  Congrefs  approve  of  the  eftablifliment  of 
a  mint  5  and  that  the  fuperir.tendant  of  finance  be  and  here- 
by is  directed  to  prepare  and  report  to  Congrefs  a  plan  for 
eitabliihing  and  conducting  the  fame.

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Ellery, 
Mr.  Randolph,  and  Mr.  Eveleigh,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  of  the  25th  of  January,  from  the  fecretary  for  foreign 
affairs,  refpecting  his  department  : 

RefoheiL  That  the  department  of  foreign  affairs  be  under 
the  direction  of  fuch  officer,  as  the  United  States  in  Con- 
grefs affembkd  have  already  for  that  purpofe  appointed,  or 
fhall  hereafter  appoint,  who  (hall  be  ftiled,  "  fecretary  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  for  the  department  of  foreign 
affairs  ;''  (hall  refide  where  Congrefs  or  a  committee  of  the 
iUtes  fhall  fit,  and  hold  his  office  during  the  pleafure  of  Con- 
grefs : 

That  the  books,  records  and  other  papers  of  the  United 
States,  that  relate  to  this  department,  be  committed  to  his 
cuftody,  to  which,  and  all  other  papers  of  his  office,  any 
member  of  Congrefs  (hall  have  accefs  :  provided  that  no  copy 
fhall  be  taken  of  matters  of  a  fecret  nature  without  the  lpe- 
cial  leave  of  Congrefs  : 

That  the  correfpondence  and  communications  with  the 
mitoifters,  confuls,  and  agents  of  the  United  States  in 
foreign  countries,  and  with  the  minifters  and  other  offi- 
cers of  foreign  powers  with  Congrefs,  be  carried  on  through 
the  office  of  foreign  affairs  by  the  faid  fecretary,  who  is 
alio  impawered  to  correfpond  with  all  other  perfons  from 
whom  he  may  expect  to  receive  ufeful  information  relative 
lo  his  department    :    provided  always,   that  letters   to   the 
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nnniftersof  the  United  States,  or  miniders  of  foreign  pow- 
ers, which  have  a  direct  reference  to  treaties  or  conventions 
propofed  to  be  entered  into,  or  indructions  relative  thereto, 
or  other  great  national  fubje&s,  (hall  be  fubmitted  to  the 
infpeclion  and  receive  the  approbation  of  Congrefrt  before 
they  fhall  be  tranfmitted  : 

That  the  fecretary  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs 
correfpond  with  the  governors  or  prefidents  of  all  or  any  of 
the  United  States,  affording  them  fuch  information  from  his 
department  as  may  be  ufeful  to  their  dates  or  to  the  United 
States,  dating  complaints  that  may  hsve  been  urged  againft; 
the  government  of  any  of  the  faid  dates,  or  the  fubjecTts 
thereof,  bv  the  fubjefts  of  foreign  powers,  fo  that  jullice 
may  be  done  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  fuch  date,  or  the  chaige 
proved  to  be  groundlefs,  and  the  honor  of  the  government 
vindicated  : 

He  (hall  receive  the  applications  of  all  foreigners  relative 
to  his  department,  which  are  defigned  to  be  fubmitted  to 
Congrefs,  and  advife  the  mode  in  which  the  memorials  and 
evidence  fhall  be  dated  in  order  to  afford  Congrefs  the  molt 
compiehenfive  view  of  the  fubject,  and  if  he  conceives 
it  neceflary,  accompany  fuch  memorial  with  his  report 
thereon  :  he  may  concert  meafures  with  the  miniders 
or  officers  of  foreign  powers,  amicably  to  procure  the  rc- 
drefs  of  private  injuries,  which  any  citizen  of  the  United 
States  may  have  received  from  a  foreign  power  or  the  fub- 
je£ls  thereof,  making  minutes  of  all  his  tranfa&ions  relative 
thereto,  and  entering  the  letters  at  large  which  have  paffed 
on  fuch  occa lions  : 

He  fhall  report  on  all  cafes  exprefsly  referred  to  him  for 
that  purpofe  by  Congrefs,  and  on  all  others  touching  his 
department,  in  which  he  may  conceive  it  neceflary  : 

And  that  he  may  acquire  that  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
fentiments  of  Congrefs,  which  is  neceflary  for  his  direction* 
he  may  at  all  times  attend  upon  Congrefs,  and  fhall  par- 
ticularly attend  when  fummoned  or  ordered  by  the  prefi- 
dent : 

He  may  give  information  to  Congrefs  refpedting  his  de- 
partment, explain  and  anlwer  objections  to  his  reports  when 
tinder  confederation,  if  required  by  a  member  and  no  objec- 
tion be  made  by  Congrefs  :  he  fhall  anfwer  to  fuch  enquiries 
refpedting  his  department  as  may  be  put  from  the  chair  by 
order  of  Congrefs,  and  to  queflions  Hated  in  writing  about 
Vol.  VII.  P  p  matters 
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matters  of  fa&  which  lie  within  his  knowledge,  when  put 
by  the  prefidetit  at  the  requeft  of  a  member,  and  not  dif- 
approved  of  by  Congrefs  ;  the  anfvvers  to  fuch  queftions 
may,  at  the  option  of  the  fecret3ry,  be  delivered  by  him  in 
writing  : 

He  mall  have  free  accefs  to  the  papers  and  records  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  cuftody  of  their  fecretary,  or  in  the 
offices  of  finance  and  war  or  elfewhere  ;  he  may  be  furnifhed 
with  conies,  or  take  extracts  therefrom,  when  he  (hall  find  it 
nectflary  : 

He  (hall  ufe  mean3  to  obtain  from  the  miniftersand  agent* 
fcf  the  faid  United  States  in  foreign  countries,  an  abftract  of 
their  prefent  (late,  their  commerce,  finances,  naval  and  mi- 
litary ftrength,  and  the  characters  of  fovereigns  and  mini- 
fters,  and  every  other  political  information  which  may  be 
Ufefiil  to  the  United  States  : 

All  letters  to  fovcreign  powers,  letters  of  credence,  plans 
of  treaties,  conventions,  manifeftces,  initruitlions,  paflports, 
fafe  condu&s,  and  other  ac"ts  of  Congrefs  relative  to  the 
department  of  foreign  affairs,  when  the  fubflance  thereof 
mall  have  been  previoufiy  agreed  to  in  Congrefs,  fhall  be 
reduced  to  form  in  the  office  of  foreign  affairs,  and  fubmit- 
ted  to  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  and  when  paffed,  figned  and 
attefted,  fent  to  the  office  of  foreign  affairs  to  be  counter* 
fign°d  and  forwarded  : 

If  an  original  paper  is  of  fuch  a  nature  as  cannot  be 
fafely  transmitted  without  cyphers,  a  copy  in  cyphers,  fign- 
ed by  the  fecretary  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs, 
fh*ll  be  confidered  as  authentic,  and  the  minifters  of  the 
United  States  at  foreign  courts,  may  govern  themfelves  there- 
by in  the  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  had  been  tranfmit- 
|ed 

And  for  the  better  execution  of  the  duties  hereby  affign- 
ed  him,  he  is  authorifed  to  appoint  a  fecretary,  and  one,  or 
if  necefTary  more  clerks,  to  affilt  him  in  the  bufiiiefs  of  his 
office 

Refoh-cJ,  That  the  falaries  annexed  to  this  department 
ill al i  be  as  follows  : 

To  the  fecretary  of  the  United  States  for  the  department 
of  foreign  affairs,  the  fum  of  four  thoufand  dollars  per 
annum,  exclufive  of  office  expences,  to  commence  from  the 
fir  ft    day  of  Oftober  lall:

Refolvcd,  That  the  fecretary  for  the  department  of  foreign 
affairs,  and  each  of  the  perfons  employed  under  him,  fhall 
take  an  oath  before  a  judge  of  the  flate  where  Congrefs  fhall 
fit,  for  the  faithful  difcharge  of  their  rcfpe&ive  trufts,  and  an 
oath  of  fidelity  to  the  United  States  before  they  enter  upon 
office.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Boudinot,    feconded  by  Mr.  Clark, 

Ordered,  That  the  refolution  of  the  19th,  refpedling  the 
pay  of  John  Durham  Alvey,  be  reconfidcred  : 

liefmlved,  That  John  Durham  Alvey.  poft-mafter  to  the 
main  army,  be  allowed  for  his  paft  fervices  to  this  day,  the 
fum  of  forty  dollars  per  month  in  full  of  all  allowances,  ex- 
cept the  rations  of  forage  and  provifions  received  by  him  ;

A  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Boudinot,  Mr.  Cornell,  and 
Mr.  Bee,  to  whom  were  referred  a  letter  of  the  18th  and  one 
of  the  20th  of  February,  from  general  Wafhington,  having 
delivered  in  a  report : 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Middleton,  feconded  by  Mr, 
Telfair,  in  the  words  following  : 

"  In  order  to  prevent  future  controverfy  upon  the  fubject 
of  exchange,  that  Congrefs  who  reprefent  the  feelings  as 
well  as  the  fenfe  of  the  union,  do  declare  that  lieute- 
nant 
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nant  general  Charles  ear!  Cornwallis  ought  not  to  be  exchang- 
ed by  compofition  at  this  time,  not  from  any  apprehenfion$ 
.of  his  influence  or  fuperior  abilities  ;  but  becaule  they  look 
upon  him  not  in  the  light  of  a  Brilifti  genera!,  but  a  barbari- 
an. In  proof  of  their  juftice  for  claffing  him  in  fo  degrading 
a  predicament,  they  appeal  to  the  impartial  hiftory  of  hit 
conduct  during  his  command  in  the  fouthern  and  middle 
ftates,  where  his  progrefs  may  be  traced  by  blood  wantonly 
fpilt,  by  executions  unwarranted  even  by  military  regulations, 
and  by  the  indifcriminate  plunder  of  the  property  and  deftruc- 
tionof  the  habitations  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  circurn- 
ftances  difgraceful  to  the  arms  of  any  enlightened  people  : 
becaufe  he  has  governed  himfelf  folely  upon  the  principles  of 
caftern  tyranny,  has  broken  the  faith  of  treaty  folemnly  pledg- 
ed in  the  capitulation  of  Charleftown,  by  ordering  the  feizurc 
of  tile  property  and  perfons  of  the  capitulauts,  by  the  con- 
finement of  fome  on  board  of  prifon  fhips,  the  tranfportation 
of  others  to  St.  Augultine,  and  the  banimment  of  their  wives 
and  children  :  becaufe  he  has  authorifed  and  countenanced 
the  cnliftment  of  upwards  of  five  hundred  American  foldiers 
into  the  Britilh  fervice,  or  rather  fuffered  them  to  be  compel- 
led by  cruelties  and  hard  ufage  to  take  arms  againlt  their 
country,  and  in  numberlefs  other  inftances  has  infringed  every 
*u'e  of  war  eftablifhed  among  civilized  nations  :  that  it  be 
alfo  refolved,  that  unlefs  the  honourable  Henry  Laurens,  ef- 
quire,  be  enlarged  within  months,  upon  his  parole 

until  exchanged,  the  commander  in  chief  be  directed  to  recall 
the  faid  Charles  earl  Cornwallis  :  that  unlefs  the  accounts  for 
the  maintenance  of  prifonersbe  fettled,  the  arrearages  paid  up 
and  fecurity  given  for  their  future  maintenance,  the  Britifh 
prifoners  be  compelled  to  work  for  their  livelihood,  or  other- 
wife  difpofed  of  for  the  public  benefit ." 

On  this  the  previous  queJlion  was  moved  by  the   Mate   of 
New-Jerfey,  and   feconded    by    the  State  of  Pennfylvania  : 
and  on  the  queftion  to  agree  to  the  previous  queftion,  the  yea»     J 
and  nays  being  required  by  Mr.  Middleton,

The  ordinance  being  read  a  third  time,  was  agreed  to  as 
follows  : 

An  ordinance  for  further  amending  the  ordinance,  afcertain- 
ing  what  captures  on  water  (hall  be  lawful. 

Whereas  divers  (hips  or  veffcls  belonging  to  the  citizens  of 
fjevferal  of  thefe  United  States,  may  have  failed  on  voyages  to 
Europe,  before  the  publication  of  the  ordinance,  entitled  "an 
ordinance  afcertaining  what  captures  on  water  {hall  be  law- 
ful," where  they  as  well  as  veflcls  belonging  to  the  fubjects 

of 
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of  neutral  powers  may  have  laden  and  taken  on  board,  in 
promifcuous  cargoes,  goods,  wares  and  merchandises  of  the 
growth,  product  or  manufacture  of  Great- Britain,  or  of 
fome  cf  the  dominions  or  territories  thereon  depending, 
without  any  knowledge  of  the  faid  ordinance  and  may  not 
be  able  to  arrive  in  any  of  the  ports  of  thefe  dates,  en  or  be- 
fore the  firft  day  of  March  next  ;  whereby  the  faid  goods 
may  become  liable  to  capture  and  condemnation. 

For  remedy  whereof,  it  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  in  Congrefs  affemblcd,  that  ho  fliip  or  other  veflei, 
which  lhall  have  failed  from  any  port  or  place  in  Europe, 
not  belonging  to  the  king  of  Great-Britain,  on  or  before 
the  tenth  day  of  April  next,  for  any  port  or  place  within 
the  United  States,  not  in  pofTefilon  of  the  enemy,  fhall  be 
liable  to  capture  or  moleftaticn.  merely  for  having  on  board 
goods,  wares  or  other  merchandizes  of  the  growth,  product 
or  manufacture  of  Great-Britain,  or  of  any  territory  depend- 
ing thereon. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained,  that  where  vefTels,  their 
cargoes,  or  any  part  thereof,  belonging  to  any  citizen  cf  thefe 
United  States,  failing  or  being  within  the  body  of  a  county 
or  within  any  river  or  arm  of  the  fea,  or  within  cannon  fhot 
of  the  fhore  of  any  of  thefe  Mates,  and  laded  with  the  pro." 
duce  of  the  country,  and  deftinedfor  a  port  or  place  within 
thefe  dates,  not  in  pofTefnon  of  the  enemy,  fhall  be  captured 
by  the  enemy,  and  (hall  be  recaptured  below  high  water  mark 
by  another  citizen  thereof,  reflitution  fhall  be  made  to  the 
former  owner,  upon  the  payment  of  a  reafonable  falvage,  not 
exceeding  one-fourth  part  of  the  value,  no  regard  being  had 
to  the  time  of  pofTcffion  of  the  enemy. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  fo  much  of  the  aforefaid 
ordinance  as  comes  within  the  purview  of  this,  be  and  hereby 
16  repealed.

Wednesday,     Felruary  27,  1782. 

A  letter  of  the  2?d  froyi  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs 
was  taken  into  confederation  ;  and  thereupon, 

Rffolved,  That  the  fecretary  of  the  United  States  of 
America  far  the  department  of  foreign  affairs,  be  and  he 
is  herebv  impowered  to  fettle  the  wages   of  the  two  per- 

Vet.  VII,  Qji  fom 
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fons  who  have  hitherto  been  employed  as  fecretaries  er  clerks 
in  his  office,  for  the  time  they  have  ferved,  at  the  rate  of  fe- 
ven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  each. 

Ordered,  Tliat  the  remainder  of  the  letter,  touching  the 
appointment  of  two  under  fecretaries  inftead  of  a  fecretary, 
be  committed. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confining  of  Mr.  Randolph 
JVlr.Lovell, Mr.  Montgomery, to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of 
the  2 2d  of  November  lnft  from  the  fecretary  for  foreign  af- 
fairs, relative  to  Mr.  John  Temple  : 

Rcfohed,  That  the  prefident  inform  the  governor  and 
council  of  the  commonwealth  of  MalTachufetts,  that  matters 
of  public  concern  and  the  prelTmg  ncceffity  of  making  pro- 
vifion  for  the  enfuing  campaign,  have  hitherto  prevented 
Congrefs  from  attending  to  a  fubject,  which  though  it  ref- 
p^cts  an  individual  may  have  an  influence  on  the  public  aftairs 
of  thefe  United  States. 

The  fufpicions  and  jealoufies  excited  by  Mr.  John  Tem- 
ple's return  to  America  in  1778,  and  the  reports  currently 
circulated  in  England  relative  to  his  million,  are  notorious. 
The  time  and  manner  of  his  coming  to  America,  as  well  as 
tie  pcrfon  accompanying  him,  who  is  now  reiident  in  and  a 
fubjeel  of  Great- Britain,  gave  great  force  to  the  fufpicions 
then  railed.  Thefe  fufpicions  inltead  of  being  allayed  were 
encreafed  by  Mr. Temple's  return  to  England,  and  by  the  ru- 
mours and  publications  refpefting  his  intercourfe  and  confer- 
ences with  the  Brit  ifh  minilhy.  r:is  coming  again  toAmerica 
without  explaining  his  views,  and  as  far  as  is  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  Congrefs  without  any  leave  previoufly  obtain- 
ed, and  this  at  the  very  time  when  the  enemy  entertained 
the  fond  hope  of  having  fubdued  the  fouthern  Hates,  cannot 
fail  to  excite  new  jealoufies  and  a  fufpicion  of  his  being  cm- 
ployed  as  an  emiilary  from  the  Britilh  crown. 

That  the  prefident  further  inform  the  governor  and 
council  of  Mauachufetts,  that  although  Mr.  Temple  was  the 
bearer  of  fome  letters  from  the  honourable  John  Adams 
at  Amfte-rdam,  yet  the  fuhject  of  the  letters  with  which 
he  was  entrufled,'  and  of  thofe  which  Mr.  Adams  chofe 
to  fend  at  the  fame  time  by  another  conveyance,  fufficient- 
ly  evince  that  he  had  not  the  full  confidence  of  that  mi- 
nifter  ;  and  that  the  letter  which  Mr.  Adams  took  the 
trouble  of  writing  refbc&ing   Mr,  Temple,   did    in  no  wife 

account 
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account  for  his  paft  conduct  or  explain  his  future  views  or 
defigns.  And  therefore  as  the  United  States  ought  lobe  on 
their  guard,  as  well  againft  the  fecrct  arts,  as  open  force 
of  their  fubtle  and  inveterate  enemy,  that  i:  is  tne  wifh  of 
Congrefs  that  the  "executive  of  Maflachuletts  would  enquire 
ftrictly  into  the  conduct,  views  and  defigns  of  Mr.  John 
Temple,  and  if  they  arc  not  fully  convinced  of  the  upright- 
nefs  of  his  intentions,  or  if  they  have  any  apprehenfiona 
that  he  has  in  his  vifits  to  America,  been  countenanced  or 
employed  by,  or  has  acted  in  concert  with  the  Britifh  mini- 
ftry  cr  their  agents,  that  they  take  fuch  meafures  refpecting 
him  as  may  put  it  out  of  his  power  to  injure  the  caufe  of 
thefe  United  States. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Cornell, 
Mr.  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Madifon,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  of  the  1 8th  from  the  fuperintendaijt  of  finance  : 

Rcfilved,  That  five  commifiioners  be  appointed  for  the 
fettlement  of  accounts  under  the  direction  of  the  fuperin,- 
tendant  of  the  finances,  namely,  one  for  the  quarter  mailer's 
department,  one  for  the  commmiflary's  department,  one  for 
the  hofpital  department,  one  for  the  cloathier's  department, 
and  one  for  the  marine  department  ;  each  of  which  com- 
mifiioners (hall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  liquidate  and 
finally  fettle  the  accounts  of  the  departments  refpectively 
affigned  to  thetu,  up  to  the  la  ft  day  of  December,  1781,  in- 
ch) live  : 

That  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  he,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorifed  and  directed  to  appoint  the  faid  live  commifiioners; 
and  that  he  report  the  names  of  the  fame  to  Congrefs,  in 
order  that  they  may  difapprove  fuch  appointment  if  they 
lhall  think  proper: 

That  each  of  the  faid  commifiioners  be  allowed  one  clerk 
for  his  afiiftance  in  the  execution  of  his  truft,  and  in  cafe 
more  fliould  be  found  neceffary,  that  he  be  authorifed  to 
add  fuch  number  as  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  fhall  ap- 
prove. 

That  a  falary  be  allowed  t«  each  of  the  faid  commifiioners, 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  during  the 
time  in  which  he  fhall  be  employed  in  the  duties  affigned  to 
him  ;  and  that  each  clerk'  be  allowed  a  falary,  at  \\\z  rate 
of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  during  the  time  of  his 
fervice,  to  be  in  full  to  each  of  them  for  their  fervices  and  cx- 
pences  : 

That 
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That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feversl  legiflatures  of  the 
Sates,  to  empower  the  faid  commiffioners  to  call  for  witneffet 
and  examine  them  on  oath  or  affirmation  touching  fuch  ac- 
counts as  are  refpetftively  afitgned  to  them  for  fettlcmcnt; 
and  that  it  be  alio  recommended  to  the  faid  legiflatures,  to 
make  provifion  by  law  for  the  fpeedy  and  effectual  recovery 
from  individuals  of  debts  due  and  effects  belonging  to  the 
United  States.

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr  Dickin- 
fon,  Mr.  Carroll,  Mr.  Partridge,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  of  the  27th  of  February  from  the  fecrctary  for  foreign 
sfFairs : 

Refahed,  That-fo  much  of  the  refolutions  of  the  czd  of 
February  laft,  as  authorifes  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs 
fo  appoint  a  fecretary,  and  annexes  to  that  office  the  falary 
of  one  thoufand  dollars  per  annum*  be  and  hereby  is  repeal- 
ed j  and  that  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs  be,  and  he  ii 
hereby  empowered  to  appoint  until  the  further  order  of 
Cougrefs,  two  under  fecretaries ;  and  that  the  firfl  under 
fecretary  be  allowed  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum j  and 
the  fecond  under  fecretary  feven  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num. 

The  grand  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Livermore,  Mr. 
Mr.  Paitridge,  Mr.  Cornell,  Mr.  Law,  Mr.  Floyd,  Mr. 
Boudinot,  Mr,  Clymcr,  Mr.  Rodney*  Mr.  Carroll,  Mr. 
Randolph,  Mr.  Hawkins,  Mr<  Middlcton,  and  Mr.  Telfair, 
to  whom  was  recommitted  their  report  on  fundry  papers  re 
fp«dting  the  inhabitants  of  a  diftridl  of  country  known  by 
the  name  of  the  New-Hampihire  Grants,  together  with  a 
reprefentation,  of  Seth  Smith,  and  a  letter  of  the  3Cth  of 
January  from  Jonas  Fay  and  Ira  Allen,  having  delivered  in 
a  report,  and  the  following  paragraph  being  under  conlider- 
ation,  via. 

"  That  in  cafe  the  inhabitants  refiding  within  the 
lici.'ts  aforcfaid,  within  one  kalender  month  from  the 
delivery  of  a  certified  copy  of  thefe  refolutions  by  the 
comniiffioner  herein  after  menticned,  to  Thomas  Chitten- 
den, cfquire,  of  the  town  of  Bennington  within  the  li- 
mits aforefaid,  or  from  the  time  of  the  faid  coinnuffioner'a 
leaving  fuch  certified  copy  at  the  ufual  place  of  residence 
©f  the  faid  Thomas  Chittenden,  cfquire  fhall  by  fome  au- 
thenticated 
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ihenticatcd  tft  recognize  the  lstft  above  defcribed  bounda- 
ries to  be  the  limits  and  extent  of  their  claim,  both  of 
jurifdi&ion  and  territory,  and  mail  accede  to  the  articles  of 
confederation  and  perpetual  union  between  the  flates  of 
New- Hampshire,  Maflachufctts,  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence 
Plantations,  Connecticut,  New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Perm, 
fylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Carolina, 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  as  agreed  to  in  Congrefs  on 
the  15th  day  of  November,  1777;  and  fliaH  thereupon  ap- 
point delegates  in  their  behalf,  with  full  powers,  instructions 
and  pofitive  orders  immediately  to  repair  to  Congrefs,  and 
to  fign  the  faid  articles  of  confederation,  and  afterwards  to 
to  reprefent  them  in  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afiembled, 
their  faid  delegates  mall  be  admitted  to  fign  the  fame,  and 
thereupon  the  inhabitants  of  the  above  defcribed  diitritt 
mail  be  acknowledged  a  free,  fovereign  and  independent 
ftate,  and  fhall  be  coniidered  as  a  component  part  of  the 
falderal  union,  and  entitled  to  the  advantages  thereof." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wolcott}  feconded  by  Mr. 
Ellery,  to  ftrike  out  the  words  between  the  words  "  in- 
habitants refiding  within,"  and  the  word  **  accede  ;"  and 
in  lieu  thereof  to  infert  "  or  belonging  to  the  territory  com- 
monly known  by  the  name  of  the  New  Hampfliire  Grants,  or 
by  whatfoever  name  it  may  be  called,  weft  of  Connecticut 
river,  and  to  the  eaftwa'rd  of  the  boundary  conditionally 
guaranteed  by  the  refolution  of  the  2cth  of  Auguft  laft,  in 
favour  of  the  ftate  of  New  York.''

Atlee,  that  the  reft  of  the  report  be  committed  ;  which  is 
as  follows  : 

Congrefs  having  refolved  on  the  7th  day  of  Auguft  lad, 
that  in  cafe   they  (hould  recognize  the  independence  of  the 
people  of  Vermont,  they  would  co.iider  all  the  lands  belong- 
ing   to   New-Hampfhire  and    New  York  lefpeclively,  lying 
without  the  limits  of  Vermont  aforefaid,  as  coming  within  the 
mutual    guarrantee  of  territory  contained   in  the  articles  of 
confederation  ;   and  that   the  Uniud  States  will  accordingly 
guarrantee  fuch  lands   and  the  jurifdiftion   over    the  fame, 
sgainft   any  claim  or  incroachments  from  the  inhabitants  of 
Vermont  aforefaid  :   and  Congrefs  having  on  the  2Gth  day  of 
the  fame  month  required    as  an  indifpenfable  preliminary    to 
the  recognition  of  the  independence  of  the  people  inhabiting 
the  territory  afonLid,   and  their  ad  infiion  into    the  icederal 
union  the  explicit  relinqufhmtnt  of  all  demands  of  lands  or 
iurifdittion  on  the  calt  fide  of  the  weft  bank  of  Connecticut 
river,   and  on  the  weft  fide  of  a  line  beginning  at  the  north- 
weft  corner    of  the   (late  ol    Mailuchufctts,    thence  running 
twenty  miles  caft  of  Hudfon  s   river    fo  far  as  the  faid    river 
runs  northeafterly  in  its  general  cuurfe  ;  thence  by  the  weft 
bounds  of  the  tewnfhips  granted  by  the  late  government  of 
New-Hampfhire,  to  the  rivei  running  from  Southbay  to  Lake 
Champlain  ;  thence  along  the  faid  river  to  Lake  Champlain  ; 
thence  along  the  waters  of  LaktChamplain  to  the  latitude  of 
forty-five   degrees   north,  excepting  a   neck  of 'and  between 
Miflifkoy  Bay  and    the    waters  of  Lake  Champlain.     And 
the    people     inhabiting  the  territory    afoiclaid.     not     hav- 
ing   as  yet    made    the    relinquishment    aforefaid    as     above 
required,    and    attempting  fince  the  date  of  the  above  refo- 
lutiont   to    extend     and    eftablifh    their    jurifdi&ion     over 

part 
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part  of  the  lands  guaranteed  to  the  dates  of  New- York  and 
New-  Hampshire  abovefaid  ;  and  it  being  indifpenfably  ne- 
ceiTary  to  bring  all  difputes  refpe&ing  the  jurifdi&ion  of 
the  people  refiding  within  the  territory  afoiefaid  to  a  fpeedy 
i'Tue  : 

Refoived,  That  the  diftricr.  of  territory,  commonly  known 
by  the  name  of  the  New-Hampfhire  Giants,  by  whatfover 
name  it  may  be  called,  is  and  (hall  be  bounded  weftward  by 
a  line  beginning  at  the  northweft  corner  of  the  ftate  of  Mafla-

north,  including  a  neck  of  land  between  the  Mifiiflcoy  Bay 
and  the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain  ;  thence  it  fhall  be  bound- 
ed n^rth  by  latitude  forty-five  degrees  north,  and  eaftvvard  by 
the  weft  bank  of  Connecticut  river  from  forty-five  degrees 
north  to  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  ftate  of  Maftr.chu- 
fetts  and  fouthvard  by  the  fa i J  northern  boundary  of  the 
flate  of  Maflhchufetts  from  the  faid  weft  bank  of  Connecticut 
river,  to  the  northweft  coiner  of  iVjaiTachufetts  above  menti- 
oned. 

Refohed,  fJHere  followed  the  refolution  which  was  ftruck

Refohed,  That  in  cafe  the  faid  inhabitants, within  the  above 
defcribed  diftric\  do  not  deiift  from  attempting  to  exereifeju- 
rtfdicYion  over  the  lands  guaranteed  to  New- Hampshire  and 
New- York  as  aforefaid,  and  mail  not  within  the  time  limited 
as  aforefaid,  comply  with  the  terms  fpeciiicd  in  the  foregoing 
refolutions,  Congrefs  will  confmer  fuch  neglect  or  refufal  as 
a  manifaft  indication  ofdefigns  hoftileto  thefe,  United  States, 
and  that  all  the  pretentions  and  applications  of  the  faid  inha-

territory,  between  Connecticut  river  on  the  eaft  and  Hud- 
foti's  river  and  Lake  Champlain  on  the  weft,  as  guaran- 
teed to  New-Hampfhire  under  the  articles  of  confede- 
ration, and  all  the  lands  within  the  faid  territory  to  the 
weflward  of  the  faid  line  as  guarranteed  to  New  York 
under  the  articles  of  confederation  :  provided  always, 
that  Congrefs  will  confider  any  other  partition,  which 
fhall  hereafter  by  an  agreement  between  the  legifla- 
tures  of  New-Hampfhire  and  New- York,  be  made  be- 
tween their  refpective  Hates,  concerning  the  territory 
aforefaid,  as  guarranteed  to  them  according  to  fuch  a-

aforefaid,  the  faid  ftates  of  New-Hampfhire  and  New-York 
refpedtively,  fhall  pafs  acts  of  indemnity  and  oblivion,  in 
favour  of  all  fuch  perfons  as  have  at  any  time  previous  to 
the  pafling  fuch  acts,  acted  under  the  authority  of  Ver- 
mont fo  called,  in  any  manner  whatfoever,  upon  fuch  per- 
fons fubmitting  to  the  jurifdidtion  of  the  faid  ftates  refpec- 
tireJy  :  and  provided  always  that  the  faid  ftates  of  New- 
York  and  New-Hampfhire  refpedtively  do  pafs  acts  con- 
firming and  eftablifhing  the  titles  of  all  perfons  whatever 
to  fuch  lands  as  they  do  now  actually  occupy  and  poffefs 
within  the  limits  of  the  diftrict  aforefaid,  under  whatever 
title  the  fame  may  be  held  either  from  New-York,  New- 
Hampfhire  or  Vermont  tfo  called  :  and  alio  for  confirming 
and  eftablifhing  the  titles  of  all  perfons  whatever,  to  fuch 
lands  within  the  diftrict  aforefaid,  as  they  may  be  entitled 
to  under  grants  from  New  York,  New-Hampfhire  or  Ver- 
mont fo  called,  according  to  the  priority  of  fuch  grants  in. 
point  of  time,  excepting  in  fuch  cafes  where  the  lauds  are  in 
the  actual  occupancy  and  poffeirion  of  the  claimants,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  provifo  abovefaid.

and  will  not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  fupplication  of  the  op- 
prcfled. 

Great  Britain,  hitherto  left  to  infatuated  councils,  and  to 
purfue  meafures  repugnant  to  her  own  intereft  and  diftreffinrr 
to  this  country,  ftill  perfifts  in  the  defign  of  lubjugating  thefe 
United  States  ;  which  will  compel  us  into  another  active  and 
perhaps  bloody  campaign. 

The  United  States  in  Congrefs  afftmbled,  therefore,  tak- 
ing into  confideration  our  prefent  lituation,  our  multiplied 
tranfgreffions  of  the  holy  laws  of  our  God.  and  his  paft  acl3 
of  kindnefs  and  goodnefs  towards  us.  which  we  ought  to 
record  with  the  livelieft  gratitude,  think  it  their  indifpen fable 
duty  to  call  upon  the  feveral  ftatcs,  to  fet  apart  the  la(t  Thurf- 
day  in  April  next,  as  a  day  of  fading,  humiliation  and 
prayer,  that  our  joint  fupplications  may  then  afcend  to 
the  throne  of  the  ruler  of  the  univerfe,  befeeching  him  to 
diffufe  a  fpirit  of  univerfal  reformation  among  all  ranks  and 
degrees  of  our  citizens;  and  make  us  an  holy,  that  fo  we 
maybe  an  happy  people;  that  it  would  pleafe  him  to  impart 
wifdom,  integrity  and  unanimity  to  our  counfellors  ;  to  blefs 
and  profper  the  reign  of  our  illufirious  ally,  and  give  fuccefs 
to  his  arms  employed  in  the  defence  of  the  rights  of  human 
nature;  that  he  would  fmile  upon  our  military  arrangements 
by  land  and  fea ;  adminiiter  comfort  and  confolatfon  to  our 
prifoners  in  a  cruel  captivity  ;  protect  the  health  and  life  of 
our  commander  in  chief;  grant  us  victory  over  our  enemies  ; 
eftablifh  peace  in  all  our  borders,  and  give  happinefs  to  all 
our  inhabitants  ;  that  he  would  profper  the  labour  of  the 
hufbandman,  making  the  earth  yield  its  increafe  in  abundance, 
and  give  a  proper  feafon  for  the  ingathering  of  the  fruits 
thereof;  that  he  would  grant  fuccefs  to  all  engaged  in  law- 
ful trade  and  commerce,  and  take  under  his  guardianship  all 
fchools  and  feminaries  of  learning,  and  make  them  nurferies 
of  virtue  and  piety  ;  that  he  would  incline  the  hearts  of  all 
men  to  peace,  and  fill  them  with  univerfal  charity  and  bene- 
volence, and  that  the  religion  of  our  Divine  Redeemer, 
with  all  its  benign  influences,  may  cover  the  earth  as  the 
waters  cover  the  feas.

that  the  faid  officers  and  fervants  were  perfonally  liable  there- 
for, divers  uiits  have  been  and  others  probably  will  be   infti- 
tuted,  whereby  fuch  officers  and1  fervants  may  be  expofed  to 
great  trouble  and  expence,  in  cafes  where   the  failure  to  dif- 
charge  their  contracts  hath  proceeded  from  the  deficiency  of 
the  advances  received   by  them,  from   the  public  treafury  ; 
and  Congrefs  having  by    their    refolution   of  the    fecond   of 
November  lalt,  provided  for   the  redemption   of  certificates 
for  fupplies    and  fervices  afforded  to   the  United   States,  by 
refolving  to  accept  the  fame  from  the  ftates  producing  them, 
in  payment  of  balances  due  on  former  requifitions ;  and  by 
fubfequent  resolutions   having   directed  the   appointment   of 
commiffioners  for  liquidating  and  fettling  all  fuch  certificates 
and  other  demands  againft   the    United  States,  as  alfo  com- 
miffioners   for  fettling  finally    the  accounts  of  the   aforefaid 
officers  and  fervants,  whereby  it  will  appear  in  what  cafes 
non -payments  of  the  debts  contracted   by  them   hath  pro- 
ceeded from  mifapplication   of  public   monies  advanced   to 
th^m  ;  and  Congrefs  having  moreover  recommended  to  the 
fcveral   legiflatures    to  make  the    neceffary  provifion   for  the 
fpeedy  and  effectual  recovery  in  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
of  all  balances  which  fhall  be   found  due  from   fuch  officers 
and  fervants : 

Refolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the 
legiflatures  of  the  feveral  ftates,  to  make  fuitable  provifion 
for  Maying  allfuits  which  have  been  brought,  and  preventing 
future  fuits  by  individuals,  againft  the  aforefaid  officers  and 
fervants,  for  debts  contracted  by  them  for  fupplies  furnifhed 
or  fervices  rendered  to  the  United  States : 

Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  refolution  contained, 
fhall  be  confhued  to  imply  an  opinion  in  Congrefs  that  the 
aforefaid  officers  and  fervants  of  thefe  United  States,  arc 
perfonally  liable  for  any  debts  contracted  by  them  for  the 
ufe  and  benefit  of  the  faid  ftates.

t6  be  confidercd  as  binding  on  the  part  of  Vermont. 

Refohtd,  That  it  be  and  is  hereby  recommended  to  the 
legiflature  of  this  ftate,  that  their  thanks  be  returned  to  their 
honourable  agents  for  their  good  fervices  in  behalf  of  this 
ftate,  on  the  bufinefs  of  their  late  miflion  to  the  Congrefs  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

And  this  committee  recommend  to  the  legiflature  of  this

That  whenever  this  ftate  becomes  united  with 
the  American  ftates,  and  there  (hall  then  be  any  difputes  be- 
tween this  and  any  of  the  United  States,  the  legiflature  of 
the  ftate  of  Vermont  will  then  (as  they  have  ever  propofed) 
fubmit  to  Congrefs  or  fuch  other  tribunal  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  on  for  the  fettlement  of  any  fuch  difputes. 

And  that  the  impartial  world  may  be  fully  convinced  of  the 
good  and  laudable  difpofition  of  Vermont,  and  of  her  rea- 
dinefs  to  comply  with  any  reafonable  propofal,  for  the  ad- 
juftment  of  the  difputes  reflecting  boundary  lines  between 
this  and  the  neighbouring  ltates  of  New-Hampfhire  and

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the  legiflature  of  Vermont  being  willing  and  defirous,  as 
much  as  in  them  lies,  to  promote  unity  and  good  accord  be- 
tween the  two  ftates,  do  propofe  to  the  ftate  of  New-Hamp- 
fhire,  that  all  matters  relating  to  the  afore faid  difpute,  fiiall 
be  fubmitted  to  five  or  more  judicious  unprejudiced  perfons, 
who  final!  be  mutually  agreed  on,  elected  and  chofen  by  a 
committee  of  legiflature  on  the  part  of  each  ftate  refpe&ively. 

And  that  the  ftates  of  New-Hampfhire  and  Vermont  do 
pledge  their  faith,  each  to  the  other,  that  the  decifion  had  by

.  the  prefident  of  fuch  commiffioners,  and  delivered  to  the  fe- 
cretary  of  each  ftate  refpc&ively,  fhall  be  held  facredly

And  that  propofals  of  the  fame  tenor  be  alfo  made  to  the 
legiflature  of  New-York. 

And  this  committee  do  further  recommend,  that  nine 
perfons  be  elected  commiflloners  by  the  legiflature  on  the  part 
of  Vermont,  to  treat  with  commiffioners  to  be  ele£led  on 
the  part  of  New  Hampfhire  and  New-York  refpectively, 
for  the  adjufting  the  gforefaid  jurifdidlional  boundary 
lines. 

And  that  they  be  commiffioned  by  his  excellency  the  go- 
vtrnour,  and  the  faith  of  this  ftate -se  by  him  pledged  in 
behalf  of  the  ftate  that  the  decifion  thus  had,  (hall  in  future 
be  held  as  facredly  binding  en  the  part  of  Vermont.

people  of  the  diltrict  called  the  New- Hampfhire  Grants  ; 
and  alfo  to  authorife  Congrefs  to  proceed  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine all  difputes  fubfiffing  between  the  grantees  of  the  faid 
ftates  refpecting  titles  to  lauds' lying  within  the  faid  diffrict, 
and  alfo  that  Congrefs  did  thereby  pledge  their  faith,  after 
a  full  and  fair  hearing  of  all  the  faid  differences  and  dif- 
putes to  decide  and  determine  the  fame  according  to  equity, 
and  carry  into  execution  and  fupport  their  determinations 
and  decifions   in  the  premifes. 

Rffvlvftl,  That  it  appears  from  the  like  evidence,  that  at 
the  time  of  paffing-  the  faid  act,    and    for  above  ?.   century 

and 
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and  an  half  before,  to  wit,  from  the  firft  fettlenient  of  the 
colony  of  New-York,  now  the  date  of  New-York,  the  laid 
colony  and  this  ftate  included  by  mod  indubitable  right 
and  title,  bo'th  of  jurifdi&ion  and  property,  all  the  lands 
among  others  to  the  weftward  thereof,  lying  north  of  the 
north  bounds  of  the  Mafiachufetts-Bay  up  to  the  latitude 
of  forty-five  degrees  north,  and  extending  between  thofe 
boundaries  from  Hudfon's  river  to  Connecticut  river,  in- 
cluding the  waters  of  the  northern  lakes,  and  other  waters 
within  thofe  boundaries  :  that  the  above  extent  of  territory 
which  includes  the  diftricrk  called  the  New- Hampshire  Grants, 
was  by  a  decree  of  theBritifli  king.to  whom  the  fovereignty 
thereof  as  parcel  of  the  colony  of  New  York  belonged, 
made  in  his  privy  council  the  twentieth  day  of  July,  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  fixty-four,  between  the  colonies  of 
New-York  and  New-Hampfhire,  declared  to  be  parcel  of  the 
faid  colony  of  New-York  :  that  in  confequence  thereof  the 
government  of  the  colony  of  New-Hampfhire,  exprefsly  ceded 
and  rclinquifhed  all  claim  and  title  of  jurifdidlion  to  the  a- 
bove  territory  :  that  thereupon  the  fame  was  by  ad\s  of  Iegi— 
flation  of  the  colony  of  New*  York,  formed  into  counties,  and 
fuch  parts  thereof  as  were  fettled  were  reprefented  in  the  le- 
giflature  of  that  colony  :'  that  they  were  alio  reprefented  in 
the  provincial  congrefs  and  convention  of  this  ftate  of  New- 
York,  received  aids  from  them  as  parcel  of  this  ftate  both 
before  and  after  the  declaration  of  the  independence  of  thefe 
United  States  ;  affiftcd  by  their  reprefentatives  in  forming 
the  conftitution  of  this  ftate,  and  fully  fubmitted  to  the  jurif- 
di£iion  thereof  till  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  feventy  feven. 

Rrfohsd,  That  it  appears  of  record,  that  notwithstanding 
the  above  clear  and  conclu.fi ve  evidence  of  right  on  the 
part  of  this  ftate  of  New- York  to  the  territory  above  des- 
cribed, including  as  aforefaid  the  New-Hampihire  Grants, 
and  though  the  legiilature  of  this  ftate  might  therefore 
confidently  with  the  ftri&eft  juftice,  have  aiTerted  their  dig- 
nity and  fovereignty  over  the  diftric}  of  the  New-Hampihire 
Grants  ;  yet  they  refpe&fully  adopting  the  fentiments 
of  Congrefs,  that  it  was  efTential  to  the  intereft  of  the 
whole  confederacy,  carefully  to  avoid  all  jnteftine  dif- 
fentions  and  maintain  domeftic  peace  and  good  order, 
acquiefced  in  the  fubmiffion  recommended  by  the  faid 
%i\  of     Congrefs,    and    accordingly     on    the   2 !  ft  day  of 

October, 
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October,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy  nine,  pafled 
a  law  of  this  ftate  for  that  purpofe. 

Refclved,  That  it  Satisfactorily  appears  that  in  confe- 
quence  of  faid  law,  the  agents  thereby  appointed  to  ma- 
nage the  controverfy  on  the  part  of  this  ftate.  at  very  great 
public  expence  collected  the  necefTaty  evidence  to  ft.'rjport 
the  fafts  afferted  in  the  fecond  above  rnentio'n.ed  refoli.  .-n  ; 
and  that  after  many  and  repeated  delays  they  were  ;:t  length 
on  the  nineteenth  day  of  September,  one  tn^ufand  feven 
hundred  and  eighty,  in  the  prefence  pf  id!  the:  parties'  inter- 
efted  (except  the  (late  of  Maffaca;1' tts  Bay  who  haft  not 
paired  the  nccefiary  act  of  fubmiifion)  indulged  with  an 
hearing  before  Congrefs  ;  in  the  caurte  of  which  fuch  evi- 
dence as  above  mentioned  was  produced  on  the  part  of  this 
ftate,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  agents  of  this  ftate  fully  proved. 
to  Congrefs,  the  feveral  fafts  contained  in  the  faid  fecond 
above  mentioned  refolution,  and  that  on  the  twenty-feventh 
day  of  the  fame  month,  all  parties  being  prefent  (except  the 
ftate  of  JV^aflachufetts-Bay.  and  McflT.  Alien  and  Brsdley, 
agents  for  the  people  of  the  New  Hampfhire  Grants,  claim- 
ing to  be  a  feparate  independent  juriidiitibn,  who  tnoUgri 
duly  notified  th?n  declined  any  fur. lier  attendance)  the  mite 
of  New  Kampfhire  who  had  alio  Submitted  by  their  legifla- 
tive  aft,  had  an  hearing  in  Congrefs  in  fi&bpoft  of  their 
claim  to  the  jurifdiftion  over  the  diftrift  called  the  New- 
Hampmire  Grants  ;  that  this  itate  has  on  their  part  fully 
complied  with  every  requifite  contained  in  the  laid  aft  of 
Congrefs,  of  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  one  thou- 
sand feven  hundred  and  feventv-nine,  and  has  accordingly  from 
tl;at  day  to  this  abstained  from  the  grant  of  any  lam's  with- 
in tiie  faid  diftrift,  and  alfo  from  the  exercife  of  juiifdiftion 
over  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  diftrift,  who  had 
not  acknowledged  the  fame,  that  on  the  contrary  the  revolted 
inhabitants  of  the  faid  diftrift  having  arbitrarily  ereft- 
ed  themfelves  into  a  feparate  and  independent  ftate,  un- 
recognized as  fuch  until  this  day,  by  this  ftate,  or  the  other 
United  States,  and  having  framed  a  government  they  have 
paffed  laws,  granted  lands,  and  exercifed  civil  arid  mili- 
tary authority  over  the  perfons  and  property  of  thofe  in- 
habitants, who  profefs  themfelves  to  be  fubjefts  pf  this  ftate, 
in  manifeft  fubverfion  of  the  right  of  fovertiguty  and 
property  of  this  ftate,  and  in  direft  contempt  and  in- 
fringement of  feveral  afts  of  Congrefs  :    that  although  they 

and 
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had  contented  themfelves  with  the  exercife  of  jurifdiction 
principally  up  to  a  line  running  nearly  parallel  to  Hudfon's 
.River,  at  twenty  miles  diltant  therefrom,  until  the  month 
of  June  laft  ;  yet  at  that  time  notwithstanding  the  cenfure 
and  prohibition  of  Congrefs,  and  in  contempt  of  their 
recommendation  and  authority,  by  an  aft  of  their  ufurped 
government,  they  extended  a  jurifdictional  claim  overall  the 
lands  fituate  north,  of  the  north  line  of.  the  ftate  of  Maffa- 
chufetts,  and  extending  the  fame  to  Hudfon's  River,  then 
calt  of  the  centre  of  the  deepeft,  channel  of  faid  river  to  the 
head  thereof,  from  thence  earl  of  a  north,  line,  being  ex- 
tended to  latitude  forty  five  degrees,  and  fouth  of  the  fame 
line  including  all  the  lands  and  waters  to  the  place  where  the 
faid  pretended  ftate  then  a  ff timed  to  exercife  jurifdiction, 
inferring  at  the  fame  time  in  their  faid  act  a  claufe  not  to 
exercife  jurifdiction  within  their  jurifdictional  claims  for  the 
time  being:  that  of  all  thefe  matters  Congrefs 'have  been 
fully  apprized  and  though  repeatedly  folicited  thereto  by  the 
delegates  of  this  Mate,  have  not  hitherto  made  any  decifion 
and  determination  of  the  faid  controverfy  according  to  equity, 
as  by  their  faid  aft  of  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September, 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy-nine,  they  pledged 
themfelves,  and  by  the  law  of  this  ftate  they  were  authori- 
fed  to  do:  that  to  put  an  end  to  this  delay  fo  injurious  to 
the  jurifdiction  of  this  ftate,  fo  fubverfiye  of  its  interefts, 
peace  and  polity,  fo  promotive  of  a  repetition  of  thofe  violent 
acts  of  ufurped  civil  and  military  authority,  which  in  the 
judgment  of  Congrefs  declared  in  their  refnlution  of  the  fecund 
of  October,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty,  were 
highly  unwarrantable  and  fubverfive  of  the  peace  and  welfare 
of  the  United  States,  and  from  which  they  require  the  peo- 
ple inhabiting  the  faid  granty  tf>  defift,  until  the  decifion  and 
determination  of  Congrefs  in  the  premifes,  they  have,  actually 
prtfumtd  to  exercife  foveieign  authority  and  jurifdiction,  to 
to  the  full  extent  of  their  faid  jurifdictional  claim,  by  ap- 
pointing civil  and  military  officers,  making  levies  of  men  and 
money,  refcuTtig  delinquents  from  the  hands  ofjuftice  of  this 
ftate,  at  the  txpence  of  the  blood  and  the  lofs  of  the  life  of 
one  of  the  fubjects  of  this  ftate,  in  the  execution  of  his  lawful 
duty,  and  Forbidding  the  officers  ofjuftice  of  this  ftate  to 
execute  their  offices  as  appears  from  the  papers  attendant 
on  his    excellency   the    governor's    fpcteh,      and    other  due 

ipfoimatien* 
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information,  that  among  thefe  to  fhew  the  a&ual  exercife  of 
jurifdi&ion  by  the  ufurped  government  of  the  faid  grants, 
by  the  (tile  and  title  of  the  (late  of  Vermont,  over  the  ter- 
ritory contained  within  the  faid  jurifdictional  claim,  is  the 
copy  of  a  certain  proclamation,  bearing  date  the  eighteenth 
day  of  July,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- one, 
purporting  to  be  under  the  feal  of  the  laid  pretended  ftate, 
figned  by  Thomas  Chittenden,  who  ftiles  himfelf  their  go- 
vernor, which  after  divers  falfities  and  abfurdities  therein 
contained,  afTerts  that  commiffions  both  civil  and  military 
had  then  been  lately  iiTued  by  the  fupreme  authority  of  the 
faid  pretended  ftate,  to  perfons  chofen  agreeable  to  the  laws 
and  cuftoms  thereof,  in  the  feveial  diftricts  and  coiporations 
within  the  limits  of  the  above  mentioned  weftern  or  jurifdic- 
tional  claim,  ftrietly  requires,  charges  and  commands  all  perfons 
of  whalfoever  quality  or  denomination  refiding  within  the 
faid  weftern  claim  of  jurifdiftion,  to  take  due  notice  of  the 
laws  and  orders  of  the  faid  pretended  ftate,  and  to  govern 
themfelves  accordingly,  on  pain  of  incurring  the  penalties 
therein  contained,  and  ftricUy  requires,  charges  and  com- 
mands all  magistrates,  juftices  of  the  peace,  fheriffs,  con- 
ftables,  and  all  other  civil  and  all  military  officers,  to  be 
adtive  and  vigilant  in  executing  the  laws  aforefaid,  without 
partiality, 

Refolved,  That  the  legislature  of  this  ftate  is  greatly 
alarmed  at  the  evident  intention  of  Congrefy  from  political 
expedience,  as  it  is  expreffed  in  a  letter  from  his  excellency 
the  prefident  of  Congrefs,  to  his  excellency  the  governor 
of  this  ftate,  of  the  8th  of  Auguft  laft,  and  as  is  evinced 
in  their  a&s  of  the  7th  and  20th  of  the  fame  mor.th,  en- 
clofed  therein,  to  eftablifh  an  arbitrary  boundary,  whereby 
to  exclude  out  of  this  ftate  the  greateft  part  of  territory 
defcribfd  in  the  fecond  refolution  above  mentioned,  belong- 
ing nioft  unqueftionably  to  this  ftate  as  part,  parcel  and 
member  thereof,  and  to  ereft  fuch  difmemberment  pof- 
feffed  by  the  revolted  fubjefts  of  this  ftate,  into  an  independ- 
ent ftate,  and  as  fuch  to  admit  them  into  the  fcederal  union 
of  thefe  United  States,  efpecially  as  the  two  laft  mentioned 
afts  feem  to  exprefs  the  fenfe  of  Congrefs,  that  the  terri- 
tories of  this  ftate,  by  the  articles  of  confederation  are, 
and  as  in  fact  and  truth  they  are  by  the  fecond  and  third 
articles,  thereof  guaranteed,  and  ftill  more  efpecially  as  by 
a  provifo    in  the  ninth    article,    it  is  provided   that   no  ftate 

{hall 
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fhall  be    deprived    of  territory  for  the    benefit  of  the  United 
States. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  fenfe  of  the  legislature,  that  Con* 
grefs  have  not  any  authority  by  the  articles  of  confedera- 
tion in  any  wife,  to  intermeddle  with  the  former  territo- 
rial extent  of  jurifdi&ion  or  property  of  either  of  thefe 
United  States,  except  in  cafes  of  difpntes  concerning  the 
lame  between  two  or  more  ftates  in  the  union,  nor  to  admit 
into  the  union,  even  any  Britifh  colony  except  Canada, 
without  the  confent  of  nine  ftates,  nor  any  other  ftate  what- 
foever,  nor  above  all  to  create  a  new  ftate  by  difmembering 
one  of  the  thirteen  United  Stales  without  their  univerfal 
confent. 

Refolvedy  That  in  cafe  of  any  attempt  by  Congrefs  to 
warrry  into  execution  their  faid  aits  of  the  feventh  and  twen- 
tieth of  Auguft  laft.  this  le,..;iflature,  with  all  due  deference 
to  Congrefs,  are  bound  in  duty  to  thtir  conftituents  to  de- 
clare the  fame  an  afiumption  of  power  in  the  face  of  the 
laid  a£t  of  fubmiffion  of  this  ftate,  and  againft  the  clear  let- 
ter and  fpirit  of  the  fecond,  third,  ninth  and  eleventh  ar- 
ticles of  the  confederation,  and  a  manifeft  infraction  of  the 
fame,  and  do  therefore  hereby  folemnly  proleji  againft  the 
fame 

Refohed,  That  a  copy  of  thefe  refolutions  be  forthwith 
made  and  certified  by  the  prefident  of  the  fenate,  and  the 
tpeaker  of  the  aftembly,  in  prefence  of  his  excellency  the 
governor,  Who,  is  hereby  requefted  to  atteft  the  fame  with 
the  great  feal  of  this  ftate,  and  tranfmit  it  without  delay  to 
Co.igrtfs,  to  the  end  that  the  fame  may  be  entered  on  their 
journals-,  or  filed  in  their  archives  W  ferpetuam  ret  memoriam  ; 
and  that  another  copy  fo  certified  as  aforefaid,  be  delivered 
to  the  delegates  of  this  ftate  for  their  ufe  and  guidance,  and 
that  they  be,  and  hereby  are  exprefsly  directed  and  required 
to  enter  their  diffuit  on  every  ftep  which  may  be  taken  in 
and  towards  carrying  the  faid  two  laft  mentioned  a&s  of 
Congrefs  into  execution.

On  a  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  plan  of  the  paymafter  general  for  the  better  regulation  of 
the  pay  of  the  army  : 

Rcjolved,  That  as  all  returns  neceffary  to  check  the  ac- 
counts   of  pay  and  rations,  and  to  give    full  information  of 
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public  {flues  of  cloathing  and  ftores,  arc  lodged  at  the  war 
office,  the  fecretary  at  war  is  hereby  empowered  and  direct  • 
ed  to  iflue  his  warrants  on  the  paymafter  general,  in  favour 
of  each  regimental  paymafter,  for  the  pay  and  rations 
which  (hall  appear  on  adjuftment  of  their  accounts  to  be 
due  to  the  regiments  refpeclively,  and  to  the  head  of  each 
department  for  the  pay  and  rations  due  to  fuch  department  : 
that  the  accounts  for  the  pay  and  rations  of  each  regiment, 
and  of  each  department  in  the  army,  from  January  ift, 
1782,  fhall  be  made  out  at  the  end  of  every  month,  and 
be  tranfmitted  to  the  war  office  for  examination  and  war- 
rants : 

That  the  manner  of  making  the  payments,  of  keeping  the 
accounts,  and  the  returns  of  the  regimental  pay  mailers  be 
regulated  by  the  fecretary  at  war  : 

That  the  paymafter  general  mall  pay  on  the  warrants  of  the 
fecretary  at  war,  from  fuch  monies  as  fhall  be  put  into  his 
hands  for  the  pay  and  rations  of  the  troops,  and  to  the  or- 
ders of  the  commander  in  chief,  or  officer  commanding  the 
fcuthern  army,  from  fuch  monies  as  fhall  be  placed  in  his 
difpofal  for  contingencies. 

Refehtd,  That  all  refolutions  heretofore  pafled,  empow- 
ering general  officers  to  draw  warrants  on  the  paymafter  ge- 
neral, except  that  empowering  the  officer  commanding  the 
fouthern  army,  be  and  the  fame  are  hereby  repealed. 

Refolvedt  That  there  be  one  deputy  paymafter  for  the 
fouthern  army  : 

That  there  fhall  be  one  affiftant  allowed  to  the  paymafter 
general,  who  fhall  do  the  duties  of  a  rlerk  : 

That  the  paymafter  general  be,  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rifed  to  appoint  his  deputy  and  his  affiftant  : 

That  the  paymaster  general  immediately  give  bonds  with 
two  fureties  to  the  fuperintendant  of  finance,  in  the  fum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
office. 

Ordered,  That  that  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
a  report  from  the  fecretaty  at  war,  on  the  quarter  matter'* 
department,  and  who  were  inftructed  to  confer  with  the 
fecretary  at  war  on  the  general  arrangement  of  the  ftafl  de- 
partments, report  the  falaries  which  they  judge  proper  to 
be  allowed  to  the  officers  in  the  faid  departments,  includ- 
ing thofe  of  the  paymafter  general  and  his  deputy  and  affift- 
ant.

Ob  a  report  of  a  committee,  confifting  of  Mr.  Dickinfon, 
Mr.  Cornell  and  Mr,  Atlee,  appointed  to  examine  tke  powers 
vetted  in  the  late  board  of  war,  and  to  report  fuch  of  them 
as  appear  neccfiary  to  be  vetted  in  the  fecretary  at  war  : 

Refohed,  That  the  following  inttructior.s  and  additional 
powers  be  given  to,  and  vetted  in  the  fecretary  at  war  : 

That  th;  commander  in  chief  be  furnifhed  with  returns 
of  ordnance  and  ordnance  ltores,  when  he  fhall  requeft  them 
from  the  war  office  : 

That  the  clonthier  general  receive  his  inftru&ions  from 
the  war  office,  and  that  the  dillributions  of  cloathing  for 
the  army  be  made  under  the  fecretary  at  war's  directi- 
ons : 

That  the  (xcretary  at  war  fhall,  in  the  abfence  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  be  empowered  to  order  the  holding  of 
general  courts  martial  in  the  places  where  Congrefs  may  be 
afTcinbled  :

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That  the  commiflary  general  of  prifoners,  fo  far  as  re- 
fpecls  the  fecuring  of  military  prifoners  and  making  re- 
turns of  them,  take  his  directions  from  the  fecrctary  at 
war  : 

That  estimates  and  returns  from  the  different  departments 
be  lodged  at  the  war-effice,  to  be  examined  and  approved  of 
by  the  fecrctary  at  war  : 

That  the  fecretary  at  war  direct  the  building  and  manage- 
ment of  laboratories,  arfenals,  foundaries,  magazines,  barracks, 
and  other  public  buildings,  the  neceflity  of  which  he  is  from 
time  to  time  to  report  and  the  fame  is  to  be  approved  of  by 
Congrefs  : 

That  the  fecretary  at  war  be  empowered  to  fend  off  ex- 
preffes,  and  to  provide  guards  for  the  fafe  conveyance  of  dif- 
patehes,  moaey  and  any  articles  neceffary  fur  the  ufe  of  the 
army  whenever  it  Ihall  appear  to  him  to  be  neceffary  :

of  lands  or  jurifdic/tion  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  wed  bank  of 
Conne&icut  river,  and  on  the  wed  fide  of  a  line  beginning 
at  the  noithwelt;  corner  of  the  date  of  Maffachufetts,  thence 
running  twenty  miles  ead  ofHudfon's  river,  fo  far  as  the  faid 
river  runs  nortlieadcrly  in  its  general  courfe  ;  then  by  the 
wed  bounds  of  the  tovvnfhips  granted  by  the  late  govern- 
ment of  New-Hampfhire,  to  the  river  running  from  South 
13ay  to  Lake  Champlain,  thence  along  faid  river  to  Lake- 
Champlain,  thence  along  the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain  to 
latitude  forty-five  degrees  north,  excepting  a  neck  of  land 
between  Miflifkoy  Bay  and  the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain," 
which  refolution  was  reconfidercd  and  confirmed  on  the  fuc- 
cecding  day,  to  wit,  the  2  lit  of  the  fame  month  : 

That 
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That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  competency 
of  Congrefs  to  enter  into  the  above  refolutions  was  full  and 
compleat,  the  concurrent  refolutions  of  the  fenate  and  afTern- 
bly  of  the  (late  of  New- York,  of  the  fifteenth  and  nineteenth 
of  November  laft,  containing  a  proteft  againft  the  authority 
of  Congrefs  in  the  matter  notwithftanding,  thefe  concurrent 
refolutions  in  letter  and  in  fpirit,  being  undeniably  incompata- 
ble  with  a  legislative  act  of  the  faid  ftate  of  a  preceding  day, 
to  wit,  the  twenty  firft  of  October,  1779,  wherein  there 
if  an  abfolnte  reference  of  the  difpute  between  that  (late 
and  the  people  of  Vermont,  refpecling  jurisdiction,  to  the 
final  arbitrament  and  decilion  of  Congrefs  :  and  from  which 
alone  would  refult  to  Congrefs  all  the  neceflary  authority 
herein  : 

That  on  the  da}'  of  the  people 

residing  in  the  diftrict  called  Vermont,  in  confidering  the  faid

fuel'  recognition  ami  admiflion  is  'heieby  become  ..Ijb.htr  ird 
neceflVy  to  be  perforated,  yoi.r  committer  therefore  fubnut 
the  f  dJowing  resolution  :

A  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war  was  read,  dating  the 
inconvenience  that  may  arife  from  the  fale  of  the  veiTcl  lately 
ufed   for  a  prifon  fhip  in  the  harbour  or  Bolton. 

Ordered,  That  it  Le  referred  to  the  fuperintendant  of  fi^ 
nance,  as  accent  of  marine,  to  confer  with  the  fecretary  at 
war,  and  take  order  in  the  matter. 

On  a  report  of  the  fecretary  at  war,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  memorial  of  W.  Turnbull  and  company  : 

Refolvtil,  That  the  full  fum  paid  by  MelTiS.  Turnbull  and 
company  to  the  treafnrer  of  the  United  States,  for  three 
pair  of  fix  pound  cannon,  fold  with  carriages,  of  which  they 
are  dellitute,  vbe  returned  to  them,  and  the  bargain  conti- 
dered  as  null  and  void. 

On  the  report  of  the  fecretary  at  war  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  petition  of  lieutenant  btratton  :

terms  as  the  troops  on  the  continental  eflabliftinent  :  pro- 
vided the  faid  Rate  fliall  rirft  fill  up  their  quota  of  troops  for 
the  continently  army,  and  that  the  officers  be  in  proportion 
to  thevnumber  of  men  in  the  field."

On  a  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Cornelf, 
Mr,  Scott,  and  Mr.  Dickinfon,  on  a  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  a 
letter  from  the  fuperintendant  of  finance,  and  a  report  of  the 
fecretary  at  war  on  the  faid  letter,  Ccngrels  came  to  the  fol- 
lewing  refolution  : 

Whereas  the  mod  ftrf£t  ceconomy  in  the  public  expendi- 
tures is  abfolutely  neceffary  for  a  vigorous  profecution  of 
the  war  j   and  whereas    to  that  end  it  is  requilite,  to  da- 

continuf 
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continue  the  practice  of  filling  fome  of  the  places  in  the  (laff 
departments,  with  perfons  not  of  the  line  o*  the  army,  which 
places  may  with  great  favings  to  the  public  be  filled  by  fu- 
pernumerary  officers  from  the  line. 

Re/olvedy  therefore,  That  in  future  there  be  only  ten 
lieutenants  to  each  regiment  of  infantry,  to  be  employed  in 
the  regimental  line  and  ftaff,  the  regimental  paymafter  to 
be  considered  as  not  attached  to  any  company  : 

That  the  fupernumerary  junior  lieutenants,  beyond  the 
number  often  in  each  regiment  of  infantry,  be  reduced  ;  un- 
lefs  the  officers  of  the  regiment  (hall  otherwife  agree,  as  to 
thofe  that  fhall  retire  according  to  the  refolutions  of  the  3d 
and  21ft  of  October,  1780,  and  fhall  accordingly  retire  on 
or  before  the  ill  day  of  June  next,  if  in  the  main  army,  and 
the  firft  day  of  July  next,  if  in  the  fouthern  army,  except 
•iuchofthem  as  fhall  accept  of  employments  in  the  (laff 
departments,  with  the  approbation  of  the  heads  of  the  re- 
fpective  departments,  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  feverally  retain 
their  refpeclive  ranks  in  the  army,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
full  pay  and  fubfiflence  belonging  to  their  rank  in  the  line, 
as  a  compenfation  for  their  refpecTive  fervices  in  the  fiaff, 
without  any  other  allowance  whatfoever  ;  provided  always 
that  nothing  contained  in  the  above  refolution,  fhall  affect 
the  pay  or  rank  of  any  officers  in  captivity  during  fuch 
captivity. 

Friday,     April  26,  1782. 

A  letter  of  the  24th  from  the  fuperintendant  of  finance 
was  read,  refpefting  the  accounts  and  claims  of  captain  Lan- 
dais;  whereupon,  the  report  nf  a  committee,  confiding  of 
Mr.  N.  W.  Jones,  Mr.  Clark,  and  Mr.  Partridge,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  memorial  of  captain  P.  Landais,  was  called 
for,  which  being  read, 

Refohci,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  captain 
Landais'  memorial  be  rcjeded,  that  the  faid  memorial  be 
difmiffed,  and  that  Congrefs  approve  of  the  fteps  taken  in  his 
cafe  by  the  fuperintendant  of  finance. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr  Montgo- 
mery, Mr.  Floyd,  Mr.  Of  good,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
report  of  the  fecretary  at  war,  on  a  letter  from  colonel 
Baldwin  : 

Refolded,  That  Jeduthun  Baldwin,  colonel  of  engineers 
in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  be  contidered   as   a  fuper- 

numerary 
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numerary  officer  retiring  from  the  ferviee ;  and  that  lie- he 
entitled  according  to  his  prefent  pay  to  equal  emoluments, 
which  fhall  be  received  by  the  officers  of  the  line,  who  re- 
tired under  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  3d  and  21ft 
of  Oftober,    1780. 

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Montgo- 
mery, Mr.  island,  and  Mr.  Dickinfon,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  report  of  the  delegates  of  Pinnfylvania,  Maryland 
and  Virginia,  on  a  memorial  of  colonel  Carrington   : 

Re/oh: J,  That  lieutenant  colonel  Carrington  be  informed, 
that  the  feventh  article  of  the  confederation  having  referveel 
to  the  Hates,  the  right  of  appointing  all  officers  of  and 
under  the  lank  of  colonels  for  the  forces  refpectively  raifed 
by  them,  and  of  filling  up  all  vacancies  of  fueh  officers, 
Congrefs  cannot  appoint  him  to  the  vacancy  in  the  com- 
mand of  the  4th  regiment  of  artillery  raifed  by  the  ila;e  of 
Pennfylvania. 

Monday,     Jtyr'tl  29,    1782. 

Mr.  Wright,  a  delegate  for  the  (late  of  Maryland,  at- 
tended  and  took  his  feat. 

A  letter  of  the  20th  from  the  commander  in  chief  was 
read,  together  with  the  copy  of  a  memorial  from  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  county  of  Monmouth  in  the  ftate  of  New- 
jerfey  and  fundry  affidavits  reflecting  the  death  of  cap- 
tain Jofhua  Htiddy  ;  who  alter  being  a  prifones  fame  days 
with  I  lie  enemy  in  New- York,  was  Cent  out  with  a  party  ot 
refugees,  and  mod  cruelly  and  wantonly  hanged  on  the 
heights  of  Middletown. 

Thefe  papers  being  committed,  and  the  committee,  con- 
fiding of  Mr.  Boudi.Tot,  Mr.  Scott,  and  Mr.  Bee,  having 
reported  thereon  : 

Refohctl,  That  Congrefs  having  deliberately  confidcred 
the  faid  letter  and  tiie  papers  attending  it,  and  being  deeply 
impreffed  with  the  neceffity  of  convincing  the  enemies  of 
theft  United  States,  by  the  mod  decided  conducl,  that  the 
repetition  of  their  unprecedented  and  inhuman  cruelties, 
fo  contrary  to  the  laws  of  nations  and  of  war,  will  no  longer 
be  fufTered  with  impunity,  do  unanimously  approve  of  the 
Hrm  and  judicious  conduct  of  the  commander  in  chief  in  his 
application  to  the  Britifh  general  at  New-Yoik,  and  do 
hereby  ;,[l\ire  him  of  their  tinned  fupport  in  Lis  fixed  pur- 
pofe.  of  exemplary  retaliation. 

Yo-l.  VII.  A  a  a  Tucsd  A  y, 
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On  a  report  of  the  fecretary  at  war  on  a  memorial  of 
Captain  Schreiber  : 

Refoked,  That  the  pay  and  depreciation  of  a  lieutenant 
of  artillery  be  allowed  to  captain  Sclneiber,  from  the  26th 
day  of  November,  1779,  to  the  2d  of  March,  1780  ;  and 
that  his  accounts  for  pay  as  captain  of  engineers,  from  the 
rd  day  of  March,  17^0,  to  the  .ft  day  of  May,  1782,  be 
fettled  on  like  principles  with  the  accounts  of  other  foreign 
officers  retiring  from  the  fervice.

the  refpective  Mates  purfuant  to  the  direction  contained  in 
the  ninth  article  of  the  confederation.

A  divifion  of  the  motion  vva3  then  called  for,  and  on  the 
que'lion  to  agree  to  the  firft  part,  namely,  "  that  the  report 
under  confideraticn  be  poltponed  ;  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
required  by  Mr.  Lland. 

The  report  being  as  follows  : 

44  The  committee,  to  whom  the  ceffions  of  New-York, 
Virginia,  Connecticut,  and  the  petitions  of  the  Indiana, 
Vancalia,  lihonois  and  VVabafh  companies,  were  referred,  do 
report,  that  having  had  a  meeting  with  the  agents  on  the 
part  of  New. Y oik,  Conneclicut  and  Virginia,  the  agents  for 
New-York  and  Connecticut  laid  before  your  committee  their 
feveral  claims  to  the  lands  faid  to  be  contained  in  their  feveral 
Hates,  together  with  vouchers  to  fupport  the  fame  ;  but  the 
delegates  on  the  part  of  Virginia  declining  any  elucidation  of 
their  claim,  either  to  the  lands  ceded  in  the  aft  referred  to 
your  committee,  or  the  lands  requeued  to  be  guaranteed, 
lo  the  faid  Mate  by  Congrefs,  delivered  to  your  committee 
the  written  paper  hereto  annexed  and  numbered  twenty. 

That  your  committee  have  carefully  examined  all  the 
vouchers  laid  before  them,  and  obtained  all  the  information 
into  the  ftate  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  feveral  ceffions 
aforefaid,  and  having  maturely  confidered  the  fame,  are 
unanimou.fi/  of  opinion,  and  do  report  the  following  refolu- 
tions  : 

RefoheJ,  That  Congrefs  do  in  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
accept  the  ceffion  made  by  the  Hate  of  New-York,  as  con- 
tained in  the  instrument  of  writing  executed  for  that  purpofe 
by  the  agents  of  New-York,  dated  the  day  of 

la(l  piaft,  and  now  among  the  files  of  Congrefs  ;  and  that  the 
prefident  do  take  the  proper  meafures  to  have  the  fame  le- 
gally authenticated,  and  registered  in  the  pnblic  records  of 
tiie  Hate  of  New- York. 

The  reafuns  that  induced  your  committee  to  recqmtncrid 
the  acceptance  of  this  ceifion  are, 

ill.  It  clearly  appeared  to  your  committee,  that  all  the 
Jand3  belonging  to  the  Sfx  Nations  of  Indians  and  their 
iributaries,  have  been  in  due  form  put  under  the  protection 

«f 
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of  the  crown  of  England  by  the  faid  Six  Nations,  as  append- 
ant to  the  late  government  of  New- York,  fo  far  ;is  relpcfis 
jurisdiction  only. 

2d.  That  the  citizens  of  the  faid  colony  of  New-York, 
have  borne  the  burthen,  both  as  to  blood  and  treafure,  of 
protecting  and  Supporting  the  faid  fix  nations  of  Indians  and 
their  tributaries  for  upwards  of  one  hundred  years  lalt  pisit, 
as  the  dependants  and  allies  of  the  faid  government. 

3d.  That  the  crown  of  England  lias  always  considered  and 
treated  the  country  ofthefaid  Six  Nations,  and  their  tributa- 
ries, inhabiting  as  far  as  the  45th  degree  of  north  latitude, 
as  appendant  to  the  government  of  New-York. 

4th.  That  the  neighbouring  colonies  of  Mafiachiifettf, 
Connecticut,  Pcnnfylvanii  .ai)  itnd  and  Virginia,  have  al- 
fo  from  lime  to  time,,  hy  their  public  afis,  recognized  and 
admitted  the  faid  Six  Nations  and  their  tributaries,  to  be  ap- 
pendant to  the    government  of  New- York. 

5th.  That  by  Congrefs  accepting  this  ceflion  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  vhcU  wettern  territory, belonging  to  the  Six  Na- 
tions and  their  tributaries,  will  be  veiled  in  the  United  States, 
greatly   to  the    advantage  of  the  union. 

litfo/veJ.  That  Congrefs  do  earneiily  recommend  to  the 
Mates  of  iVlaffachufetts  and  Connecticut,  that  they  do  with- 
out delay  releafe  to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  nffern- 
bled,  all  claims  and  pretenfions  of  claim  to  the  faid  weflern 
territory,  without  any  conditions,  or  reltriciions  what- 
ever. 

Rffnfoed,  That  Congrefs  cannot,  confident  with  the  inter- 
efts  of  the  United  States,  the  duty  they  owe  to  their  consti- 
tuents, or  the  rights  nece'farily  veiled  in  them  as  the  Sovereign 
power  of  the  United  States,  accept  of  the  ceflion  propofed 
to  be  made  by  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  or  guarantee  the  tract  of 
country  claimed  by  them  in  their  a£l  of  ceilio.  referred  to 
your  committee. 

REASONS. 
I  ft.  It  appeared  to  your  committee  from  the  vouchers  laid 
before  them,  that  all  the  lands  ceded  or  pretended  to  be 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  are 
within  the  claims  of  the  ftates  of  Maflachufetts,  Connecticut, 
and  New- York,  being  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  faid 
Six  Nations   of  Indians  and  their  tributaries. 

2d.  It  appeared  that  great  part  cf  the  lands  claimed  by 
the  ftate  ol  Virginia  and  requefted  to  be  guaranteed  to 
tfcem  by  Congrefs,   is  alfo   within   the  claim  of  the  ftate  of 

New- 
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New- York,  being  alfo  a  part  of  the  country  of  the  faid  Si* 
Nations  and  their  tributaries. 

3d  It  alfo  appeared  that  a  large  part  of  the  lands  Iaft 
aforefaid,  arc  to  the  weftward  of  the  weft  boundary  line  of 
the  late  colony  of  Virginia,  as  eftablifhed  by  the  king 
ol  Great  Britain  in  council  previous  to  the  prefent  revoluti- 
on. 

4th,  It  appeared  that  a  large  traft  of  faid  lands  hath, 
been  legally  and  equitably  fold  and  conveyed  away  under 
the  government  of  Great  Britaia  before  the  declaration  of 
independence,  by  perfons  claiming  the  abfolute  property 
thereof. 

5th.  It  appeared  that  in  the  year  176-  a  very  large 
part  thereof  was  feparated  and  appointed  for  a  diftinft  go« 
vernment  and  colony  by  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  with 
the  knowledge  and  approbation  of  the  government  of 
Virginia. 

6th.  The  conditions  annexed  to  the  faid  ceffion  are  incom- 
patible with  the  honour  interefts  and  peace  of  the  United 
States,  and  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  alto- 
gether inadmiffible. 

Rcfohed,  That  it  be  earneftly  recommended  to  the  ftate 
ofVirginia,  as  they  value  the  peace,  welfare  and  increafe 
pf  fcfct  United  States  that  they  reconfiJer  their  faid  act  of 
ceffion,  and  by  a  proper  aft  for  that  purpofe,  cede  to  the 
United  States,  all  claims  and  pretenfions  of  claim  to  the 
lands  and  country  beyond  a  reafonablc  wellern  boundary, 
confident  with  their  former  adls  while  a  colony  under  the 
jiower  of  Great  Britain,  and  agreeable  to  their  juft  rights 
vf  foil  and  jurifdi£tion  at  the' commencement  of  the  prefent 
var,  and  that  free  from  any  conditions  and  rellrietions. 
whatever*  ■ 

Your  committee  farther  report  that  they  have  had  a  con- 
ference with  the  agents  for  the  fcvetul  petitioners,  calling 
thernfelves  the  Indiana,  Vand^lia,  lilionois  and  Wabafn 
companies,  and  alfo  of  colonel  Croghan,  and  have  feen  and 
cjvcf.-hy  examined. their  feveraV  vouchers  and  deeds  ;  to  which 
conference  your  committee  invited  the  delegates  for  Connecti- 
cut, New- York  and  Virginia,  but  the  delegates  for  Virginia 
jefufed  to  attend. 

Ou  the  whole,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  tnat  the 
jrtjrchafe?  of  colonel  Croghan  and  the  Indiana  company, 
were  made  bona  jidt  for  a  valuable  confideration,  according 
to  the  then  ufage  and  cult  era  of  purclmling  lands  from  the 

Indians 
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Indians,  with  the  knowledge,  confent  and  approbation  of 
the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  the  then  governments  of  New- 
York  and  Virginia,  and  therefore  do  recommend  that  it 
be 

Refolvedy  That  if  the  faid  lands  are  finally  ceded  or  ad- 
judged to  the  United  States  in  point  of  jurifdi&ion,  that 
Congrefs  will  confirm  to  fuch  of  the  faid  purchafers,  who  are 
and  (hall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
their  refpe&ivc  (hares  and  proportions  of  faid  lands,  making; 
a  reafonable  deduction  for  the  value  of  the  quit-rents  referved 
by  the  crown  of  England. 

It  appeared  to  your  committee  that  divers  perfons  refid- 
ing  in  and  being  fubjetts  of  Great-Britain,  and  now  enemies 
of  thefe  United  States,  together  with  divers  citizens  of  thefc 
United  States  (but  who  bear  a  fmall  proportion  to  the  whole 
number  of  the  company)  applied  to  the  crown  of  England 
in  the  year  and  agreed  to  purchafe  the  tract  of 

laud  called  Vandalia,  lying  on  the  back  of  Virginia,  from 
the  Allegany  mountains  weft  to  the  river  and 

which  was  agreed  to  be  erec\ed  into  a  colony  by  the  king 
and  council :  that  the  faid  agreement  and  purchafe  was  com- 
pleated  all  to  affixing  the  feals  and  pafiing  the  ufual  forms 
of  office,  by  which  the  faid  company  were  put  to  very  great 
expences  in  ne^ociating  the  fame,  as  appears  by  the  paper 
Writing*  hereunto  annexed  But  as  it  is  altogether  incom- 
patible with  the  intcrefls,  government,  and  policy  of  thefe 
United  States,  to  permit  fuch  immoderate  and  extravagant 
grants  of  lands  to  be  vefted  in  individual  citizens  of  thefe 
ttates,  they  cannot  in  juftice  to  the  United  States  reccm. 
mend  the  confirmation  and  eftablifhment  of  the  faid  pur- 
chafes,  in  cafe  the  faid  lands  fiiould  be  ceded  or  adjudged 
to  the  United  States:  but  in  order  to  do  the  ftricfeft  juftice 
to  fuch  of  the  faid  company  who  are  and  fhall  remain  citi- 
zens of  thefe  United  States  or  any  of  them,  your  committee 
propofe  the  following  refolution  : 

Re/ohed,  In  cafe  the  faid  lands  fhall  be  ceded  or  adjudged 
to  thefe  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  that  on  the 
faid  purchafers,  or  fuch  of  them  as  fhall  remain  citizens 
of  thefe  United  States,  releafing  to  Congrefs  all  their  and 
each  of  their  rights,  title,  claim  and  demand,  to  ail  and 
every  part  of  the  faid  lands  to  and  for  the  ufe  of  the  Uni* 
ted  States,  Congrefs  will  fully  and  amply  reimbuvfe  to 
them  and  each  of  them,  their  heirs  and  affigns,  their  and 
each  of  their  full  fharcs  and  proportions  of  all  their  pur- 
chafe 
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chafe  money,  expences  and  charges,  accrued  on  the  faid 
lands,  by  dittinft  and  feparate  grants  of  lands  out  of  the 
faid  fcveral  traces  of  land,  to  the  full  amount  and  value 
thereof. 

Your  committee  alfo  having  fujly  confidered  tlie  petition 
cf  the  Illior.ois  and  Wabafh  companies,  do  report  the  follow- 
ing refolution  : 

Refolded,  That  the  petition  of  the  Illionois  and  Wabafh 
companies,  be  difmiffed. 

REASONS. 

ift.  It  appeared  to  the  committee  by  the  confeffion  of  the 
a^ent  for  the  company,  that  the  faid  purchafes  had  been 
ra.ide  without  licence  of  the  then  government  or  other  publie 
authority,  and  £.s  your  committee  conceive,  contrary  to  the 
common  and  known  ufage  in  fuch  caie   eftablifhed.

cth  That  the  bix  nations  and  their  tributaries  claim  the 
fame  lands,  in  oppofition  to  the  Indians  conveying  the  fama 
in  the  deeds  to  faid  companies. 

Your  committee  having  been  convinced  in  the  courfe  of 
their  invefti&rntion  of  this  bufinefsj,  that  many  inconvenien  • 
cies  will  arife  to  the  citizens  of  thefe  United  States,  unlefs 
the  jutifdiclion  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled 
with  legnrd  to  Indian  affairs,  is  more  clearly  defined  and 
eRabti (lied,  do  recommend  the  following  refolutions  for  the 
Confideratton  of  Congrefs  :  •- 

Rtrfohco',  That  the  fole  right  of  fuperintending,  proted- 
ipg,  trt-ating  with,  and  making  purchafes  of  the  feveral 
Indian  nations  hruate  ar.d  being  without  the  bounds  of  any 
of  ibc  different  Hates  in  the  union,  is  nece.Tarily  vefled  in 
the  Un-c-d  States  in  Congrefs  sifFcmblcd,  (or  the  benefit  of 
the  U-nud  Suites,  r.r.d  in  r.o  other  perfon  or  peifons  whatever 
within  the  faid  flatcs. 

Rtf>'ce<i.  That  no  perfon  or  perfons,  citizens  of  thefe 
Uflittd  lUatcs,  or  any  pir.ticul.ir  (late  in  the  union  in    thcir

feparate  capacity,  can  or  ought  to  purchafe  any  unappropria- 
ted lands  belonging  to  the  Indians  without  the  bounds  of

Rcfo/ved,  That  whenever  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
afTernbled'  (hall  find  it  for  the  good  of  the  union,  to  permit 
new  fettlements  on  unappropriated  lands,  they  will  erect  a 
new  (late  or  Hates,  to  be  taken  into  the  foederal  union,  in 
fuch  manner  that  no  one  flate  fo  erected  fhall  exceed  the 
quantity  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  fquare,  and  that  ths 
fame  fliall  be  laid  out  into  townfhips  of  the  quantity  of  about 
fix  miles  fquare.

According  to  order  the  honourable  the  minifter  of  France: 
being  admitted  to  a  public  audience,  addrefled  Congrefj  in  a. 
fpeech.  of  which  the  following  is  a  tranflation : 
Gentlemen  of  the  Congrefs, 

Since  the  alliance  fo  happily  concluded  between  the  king 
my  matter,  and  the  United  States,  you  have  taken  too  inti- 
mate a  part  in  every  event  which  interefted  his  glory  and 
happinefs,  not  to  learn  with  fincere  joy,  that  providence  has 
granted  a  dauphin  to  the  wifhes  of  the  king  your  ally  and  to 
thofc  of  France.  His  majelty  imparts  this  event,  gentlemen, 
in  the  letter  which  I  am  directed  to  have  the  honour  of 
delivering. 

The  connections  which  unite  the  two  nations,  connections 
formed  in  juiiice  and  humanity,  and  ftrengthened  by  mutual 
interests,  will  be  as  durable  as  they  are  natural.  The  prince 
who  i s  j u ft  born,  will  one  day  be  the  friend  and  ally  of  the 
United  States.  He  will  in  his  turn  fupport  them  with  all 
his  powc  r,  and  while  in  his  dominions  he  fhall  be  the  father 
and  protector  of  his  people,  he  will  be  here  the  fupporter  of 
your  children  and  the  guarantee  of  their  freedom.

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The  letter  from  His  Mod  Chriflian  Majefty  waa  then  de- 
livered and  read,  of  which  the  following  is  a  tranflation  : 
Very  dear  great  friends  and  allies, 

Satisfied  of  the  intereft  you  take  in  every  event  which 
affects  us,  we  are  anxious  to  inform  you  of  the  precious  mark 
which  divine  providence  has  juit  given  us  of  his  goodnefs, 
and  of  the  protection  he  has  granted  to  our  kingdom.  Wc 
do  not  doubt  that  you  will  partake  in  the  joy  we  feel  on  the 
birth  of  our  fon  the  dauphin,  of  whom  the  queen,  our  mod 
dear  fpoufe,  is  juft  now  happily  delivered.  You  will  eafily 
be  convinced  of  the  pleafure  with  which  we  fliall  receive  eve- 
ry proof  that  you  may  give  of  your  fenfibility  upon  this  oc- 
cafion.  We  cannot  renew  at  a  period  more  affecting  to  us 
the  affuranee  of  our  affection  and  of  our  conftant  friendfhip 
for  you.  Upon  which  we  pray  God  that  he  would  have  you, 
very  dear  great  friends  and  allies,  in  his  holy  keeping. 

Written  at  Verfailles,  the  22d  of  October,   1781.

The  prefident  then  addreffed  the  minifter  as  follows  : 
SIR, 

The  repeated  inftances  of  friendfhip  which  the  United 
States  of  America  have  received  frem  His  Mcft  Chriftiaa 
Majefty,  give  him  too  juft  a  title  to  their  affections  to  per- 
mit them  to  be  indifferent  to  any  event  which  interefts  his 
happinefs.  Be  afTured,  (ir,  that  Congrefs  learn  with  the 
moft  lively  fatisfaction..  that  it  has  pleafed  the  divine  giver 
of  all  good  gifts,  to  blefs  their  auguft  ally  with  an  heir 
to  his  throne.  Our  earnelt  prayer  is  that  he  may  with  it 
inherit  the  virtues  which  have  acquired  to  his  majefty  fo 
much  glory,  and  to  his  dominions  fo  much  profperity,  and 
which  will  be  the  means  of  cementing  and  ftrengthening 
the  union  fo  happily  eftablifhed  between  the  two  nations  ; 
an  union  the  mutual  advantages  of  which  become  daily 
more  confpicuous,  and  which  has  derived  new  luftre  and 
additional  force  from  every  effort  of  the  common  enemy 
to  diffolve  it  Congrefs  do  not  enlarge  upon  this  fubje£t> 
but  fatisfy  themfelves  with  the  reprefentations  which  your 
own  obfervations  will  enable  you,  and  your  regard  to  the 
interefts  of  both  countries  will  induce  you  to  make  of  the 
aileftionatc  attachment  which  every  rank  of  people  with- 
in 
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in  thefe  ftates  manifcft  to  your  fovercign,  and  of  their  itt- 
violable  fidelity  to  the  principles  of  the  alliance. 

Ordered,  That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  commander  in 
chief,  and  to  the  commander  in  the  fouthern  department, 
by  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs,  informing  them  of  the 
public  annunciation  of  the  birth  of  the  dauphin,  that  the  fame 
may  be  publifiied  in  both  armies  with  fuch  demonstrations  of 
joy  as  their  commanders  fhall  refpe&ively  direct  : 

That  the  fecretary  fur  foreign  affairs  alfo  inform  the  go- 
vernors and  prefidents  of  the  rtfpedivc  ftates,  of  the  birth  of 
an  heir  to  the  crown  of  France,  that  the  people  of  each  ftate 
may  partake  in  the  joy  which  an  event  that  fo  nearly  affects 
the  happinefs  of  their  great  and  generous  ally  cannot  fail  to 
excite. 

Tuesday,      May  14,  1782. 

A  letter  of  the  10th  from  the  commander  in  chief  was  read, 
cnclofing  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  him  from  fir  Guy  Carleton, 
dated  Head- quarters,  New-York,  7th  May,  17^2  ;  wherein 
he  expreffes  a  defire  to  receive  a  paffport  for  the  paffage  of 
Mr.  Morgan  to  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  a 
letier  of  compliment  to  Congrcfs  : 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Rutledge,  fecondedby  Mr. 
Telfair, 

Hefohed,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  and  hereby  is 
directed  to  refufe  the  requeft  of  fir  Guy  Carleton,  of  a  paff- 
port for  Mr.  Morgan  to  bring  difpatches  to  Philadelphia. 

Thursday,     May  16,  1782. 

On  a  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war  : 

Refolded,  That  a  purveyor  be  appointed  for  the  fouthern 
army  ;  and  that  Thurfday  next  be  afiigned  for  the  election. 

Rcfotved,  That  the  pay  mailer  general  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorifed  to  appoint  a  deputy  paymafter  to  rcfide  with  the 
main  army. 

Monday,     May  20,    1782. 

Mr.  John  Lowell,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Maffachu- 
fetts,  attended  and  produced  credentials,  dated  in  council, 
May  7th  ;  by  which   it  appears  that  the  honourable  James 

Suilivaa, 
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Sullivan,  and  the  faid  J.  Lowell,  efqtiires,  were  cliofen  in 
the  room  of  the  honorable  S.  Adams,  and  A.  Ward,  efquires, 
refigned. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Partridge  have  leave  of  abfence. 

Tuesday,     May  21,  1782. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Ellery, 
Mr.  Clymer,  Mr.  Boudinot,  to  whom  was  referred  a  let- 
ter of  the  24th  of  April,  from  the  governor  of  Connecti- 
cut : 

Refolded,  That  the  executives  of  the  feveral  Mates  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorifed,  on  information  of  illegal  inier- 
courfe,  which  hath  taken  place  or  fhall  take  place  between 
the  captains  of  any  private  armed  veffeis  belonging  to  thefe 
Hates  and  the  enemy,  or  of  any  other  mal-condu£t  to  fuf- 
pend  the  commifllon  of  fuch  captains  until  the  executive 
fhall  have  examined  into  the  offence  ;  and  if  upon  enquiry 
it  fli all  appear  that  the  information  was  well  founded,  they 
are  requelted  to  report  their  proceedings  to  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  afTembled,  and  in  this  cafe  the  commifliou 
(hall  (land  fufpended  untill  Congrefs  fhall  have  taken  order 
thereon. 

On  motion  and  at  the  defire  of  the  delegates  of  Georgia  : 

Re/b/ved,  That  it  be  minuted  on  the  journal,  that  on  their 
motion  fuch  part  of  the  letter  of  the  nth  of  January  1782, 
from  the  Affembly  of  Georgia,  as  refptfts  the  fettlement  of 
public  accounts,  was  yefterday  referred  to  the  fnperintendant 
of  finance. 

Mr,  Scott,  a  delegate  for  the  Mate  of  New- York,  deli- 
vered at  the  table  two  papers  which  he  defired  to  have  read ; 
and  the  fame  being  read,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Scott, 
feconded  by  Mr.  Middleton,  in  the  following  words  : 

"  That  two  papers  which  have  been  this  day  read  in  Con- 
grefs, purporting  to  be  certified  by  Robert  Harpur,  deputy 
fecrelary  of  the  (late  of  New- York,  as  true  copies  of  two 
certain  original  acts  of  the  legislature  of  the  faid  ftatc 
lodged  in  the  fecretarys  office  of  the  faid  itate  :  the  one  in 
the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit. 

*'  An  z&.  for  pardoning  certain  offences  committed  in 
the  northealtern  part  of  tins  ftate.  Faffed  the  14th  April, 
1782. 

"  Whereas  divers  inhabitants  refiding  in  the  northcaft- 
ern  part  of  this  ftate,  who   have  heretofore   denied    the  fo- 

vercignty 
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vereignty  and  jiiiifdic"h'on  of  the  people  of  this  ftate  in  and 
over  that  part  of  this  ftate,  and  by  their  unwarrantable 
combinations,  created  commotions,  to  the  great  difturbancc 
of  the  peace  and  tranquility  of  this  ftate,  have  by  their 
humble  petition  to  the  legislature,  reprefented  that  they 
were  feduced  and  miflead  by  artful  and  defigning  men,  from 
their  duty  and  allegiance  to  this  ftate  ;  and  have  moreover 
profeffad  a  fincere  repentance  of  their  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors, and  implored  the  clemency  of  government,  and 
humbly  entreated  the  pafiing  of  an  act  of  indemnity,  obli- 
vion and  pardon  :  and  this  legislature  being  difpofed  to  ex- 
tend mercy  : 

"  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  ftate  of 
New- York,  reprefented  in  Senate  and  affembly,  and  it  is 
hereby  enafted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  fuch 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  ftate,  who  dwell  and  refide  north 
of  the  north  bounds  cf  the  ftate  of  MaffachuSetts  continued 
to  Hudfon's  river,  eaft  of  Hudfon's  river,  fouth  of  the 
latitude  forty  five  degrees  north,  and  weft  of  Connecticut 
river,  are  hereby  acquitted,  pardoned,  releafed  and  dis- 
charged from  all  treafons,  felonies  and  c©nfpiiacies  whatso- 
ever, at  any  time  heretofore  done  and  committed  by  them 
or  any  of  them,  againft  the  people  of  the  ftate  of  New- 
York  as  Sovereign  thereof,  or  againft  the  government  and 
authority  derived  from  or  eftablifhed  by  the  faid  people  ;  all 
capital  corporal  or  pecuniary  punifhment,  fines  and  for- 
feitures, judgments  and  executions,  to  which  they  Severally 
were  liable  in  cor.fequenee  of  the  crimes  and  offences  aSore- 
faid,  are  hereby  remitted  and  difcharged  ;  and  all  and  every 
the  faid  perfons  fhall  be  and  hereby  are  fully  and  wholly 
jeitored  in  perfon  and  e ftate,  to  the  fame  ftate  and  condition 
wherein  they  feverally  were  at  any  time  before  the  faid 
crimes  and  offences  were  committed  or  perpetrated. 

*'  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaio*, 
That  no  perfon  or  perfons  whatsoever  fhall  have  the  benefit 
of  the  faid  pardon,  for  the  purpofe  of  pleading  the  fame 
againft  any  charge  of  treafon  or  other  offence  already  found, 
or  hereafter  to  be  found,  againft  them  or  any  of  them,  for 
adhering  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain  the  enemy  of  this 
ftate,  or  for  any  murder;  or  that  Such  pardon  fhall  be  a 
bar  to  a.  conviction,  judgment  or  execution  for  the  faid 
treafon  or  other  offence  laft  mentioned,  or  for  murder  as 
fcforefaid.;' 

And 
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And  the  other  of  the  faid  papers  in  the  words  and  fi- 
gures following,  to  wit, 

"  An  act  for  quieting  the  minds  of  the  inhabitants  in 
the  northeaftern  parts  of  this  Hate.  Paffed  the  J  4th 
April,   1782. 

"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  (late  of  New- York, 
Teprcfentcd  in  fenate  and  afTcmbly,  and  it  is  hereby  enact- 
ed by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all   charters,  pa- 
teuts    or  grants  for  lands  within  this  ftate,   lying  within 
the    following  bounds,    to    wit,    Beginning  at   a  certain 
point  in  the  weft  bank    of  Connecticut  River,  where  the 
boundary    line    between  the  ftates  of    Maflachufetts  and 
New-Hampfhire,  if  continued  acrofs  the  faid  river,   would 
interfect  the  faid  weft  bank,   and   running  from  the  faid 
point    along  the  weft  bank  of  Connecticut  river  to  the 
latitude  of  forty- five  degrees  north,   thence  wefterly    in 
the  faid  latitude  to    the  weft    fide  of  Miflifqua  Bay  in 
Lake  Champlain,  thence   wefterly  in  the  faid  latitude  to 
the  eaft  hank  of  the  waters  of  the  faid  lake,  thence  fouth-

the  faid  place  or  point  of  beginning,  thence  eafterly    by 
the  faid  continued  line  as  aforefaid    to  the  faid    place    or 
point  of  beginning,  made    or  iffued  by  the   government 
of  the    late  colony  now  ftate   of  New-Hampfhire,    and 
which    were  made  or  iffued  prior  to  any  charter,  patent 
or  grant  for  the  fame  lands,  heretofore  made    or  iffued  by 
the  government    of  the  late  colony    now  "ftate  of  New- 
York,  or  by  the  government  of  any  other  colony,  ftiall  be 
and    hereby    are  ratified    and  confirmed    to  the  refpectivc 
grantees,   their  heirs  and  afligns  forever;    and  every  fuch 
prior  charter,  patent  or  grant   is  hereby  declared  to  be  as 
legal    and   valid,    to    all  intents,  conftructions  and    pur- 
pofes  whatfoevsr,    as  if  the  lame  had  been  made  or  iffued 
under  the  great  feal  of  the    faid    late    colony  of    New- 
York,    or  had  been  made  or  iffued  under  the  great  feal  of 
this  ftate,  end  as  fuch  may  be  given  and  Hull  be  allowed 
Vol.  VII.  1)  d  d  in 
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in  evidence  in  every  court  of  record  within  this  ftate  : 
and  no  fuch  charter,  patent  or  grant  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  deemed  void,  or  in  any 
wife  injured,  by  reafon  of  the  non-performance  of  any 
condition  or  provifion  therein  contained,  or  by  reafon  of 
the  non-payment  of  any  quitrent  therein  referred, any  law, 
ufage  or  cuftom  to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithftand- 
ing  :  provided  alwaj-s,  that  any  perfon  or  perfons  who 
heretofore  held  or  claimed  lands  under  grants  from  the 
late  colony  of  New-Hampfhire,  who  have  afterwards  ob- 
tained grants  for  the  fame  lands,  either  to  themfclve;  or 
to  others  in  truft  for  them,  under  the  late  colony  of  New- 
York,  operating  as  a  confirmation  thereof,  in  fuch  cafe 
or  cafes  fuch  perfon  or  petfons,  or  their  affignees,  fhall  be 
deemed  forever  hereafter  to  hold  the  faid  lands  by  the 
latter  title. 

"  And  whereas,  many  of  the  inhabitants  refiding  with- 
in the  diftric\  of  country  above  defcribed,  did,  in  or 
about  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy- 
feven,  declare  themfeives  an  independent  people,  and 
did  aiTume  a  government  under  the  name,  (tile  or  title  of: 
the  government  of  the  ftate  of  Vermont,  or  of  the  ftate 
of  Vermont,  and  the  faid  affumed  government  hath  made 
grants  of  lands  within  the  faid  territory  : 

"  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That 
all  charters,  patents  or  grants  of  lauds  fo  made  or  iffued 
before  the  paffing  of  this  acl,  and  which  were  made  or 
iffued  prior  to  any  chaiter,  patent  or  grant  for  the  fame 
lands  heretofore  made  or  iiTued  by  the  government  of  the 
late  colony  of  New- York,  fhall  be  and  hereby  are  ratified 
and  confirmed  to  the  refpective  grantees,  their  heirs  and 
afllgns  for  ever  ;  and  fuch  charter's  patents  or  grants  arc 
hereby  declared  to  be  as  legal  and  valid  to  ail  intents, 
eonltruclions  and  purpofes  whatsoever,  is  if  the  fame  had 
been  mr.de  or  iiTued  by  the  government  of  this  ftate,  and 
as  fuch  may  be  given  and  fhall  be  allowed  in  evidence  in 
any  court  of  record  within  this  ftate  ;  and  no  fuch  charter 
patent  or  grant  fo  ratified  and  confirmed  as  laft  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  deemed  void  or  in  any  wife  injured  by  reafon  of 
the  non-perfoimance  of  any  condition  or  provifo  therein 
contained,  or  by  reafon  of  the  nonpayment  of  any  quitrent 
therein  rtiervcdj  any  law  ufage  or  cuftom  to  the  contrary 
niotwilhflandin^, 

And 
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•'  And  be  It  further  enacled  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  all  perfons  now  actually  occupying,  pofl'effing  and 
improving  lands  within  the  (aid  didridt  of  countiy,  or  who 
•did  at  any  time  before  the  paffing  of  this  act,  actually 
occupy,  poiTefs  and  improve  lands  therein,  not  here- 
tofore granted  by  any  late  colony,  (hall  be  and  they  and 
their  legal  reprefentatives  refpedlively  are  hereby  con- 
firmed in  fuch  their  refpeclive  pofleffions  ancj.  improve- 
ments, and  fiiall  have  and  receive  patents  therefor  from 
the  government  of  this  Hate,  without  paying  for  fuch 
patent  any  fee  or  reward,  the  expence  of  furvcying  fuch 
lands  excepted  :  provided  that  no  fuch  patent  a*  lad 
aforefaid  (hall  iflue  for  more  than  the  quantity  of  five 
hundred  acres  of  lands,  and  where  fuch  occupant,  pof- 
ftflor  or  improver,  or  leg-al  reprefentatives,  (hall  not  have 
poffeffed  the  faid  quantity  of  live  hundred  acres  of  land, 
he  or  fhe  fhal)  refpedlively  be  allowed  and  granted  fuch 
additional  quantity  of  land,  out  of  any  vacant  unappro- 
priated lands  lying  contiguous  to  fuch  poflefllon  as  (hall 
be  equal  to  the  deficiency. 

•'  And  whereas  it  is  the  intention  of  thekgiflature,  that 
fuch  parts  of  this  acl  as  relates  to  quieting  or  confirming 
titles  and  peffeffions  within  the  diltrict  of  country  as  a- 
forefaid,  fliall  not  take  effect,  and  that  the  inhabitants  re- 
ading within  the  faid  diftri6t  of  country  ftiould  not  have 
the  benefits  thereby  intended,  unlefs  they  fhould  agree  to 
renounce  the  faid  affumed  government  and  return  to  their 
allegiance     to    the     government  of  this  ftate  : 

"  Be  it  therefore  further  ena&ed  by  the  authority  afore- 
faid, That  upon  application  of  commiffioners  or  agents 
authorifed  and  appointed  by  the  inhabitant",  refiding  in 
the  faid  di Uriel  of  country,  or  by  the  inhabitants  of  any 
town  or  towns,  or  diflricvt  or  diftridls  therein,  to  the 
perfon  adminiftring  the  government  of  this  ftate  for  the 
time  being,  touching  or  concerning  the  ratifying,  con- 
firming and  quieting  any  titles  to  or  poffeffions  of  lands 
within  the  diftrzc"l  aforefaid,  in  cafes  not  provided  for 
by  this  ac"l,  and  of  and  concerning  the  mode,  manner, 
terms  and  conditions  agreeable  to  and  on  which  the  in- 
habitants within  the  diltridl  of  country  aforefaid,  fhali 
agree  to  renounce  the  faid  affumed  government,  and  ac- 
knowledge allegiance  to  the  government  of  this  Mate,  it 
fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  perfon  adminiftring  the 
government  of  this  ftate  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with 

the 
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the  advice  and  confent  of  the  council  of  appointment,  to 
appoint  and  commiffionate  under  the  great  feal  of  this 
flate,  three  commiffioners  to  meet,  confer  and  agree  with 
fuch  commiffioners  or  agents  authorised  and  appointed 
by  the  faid  inhabitants  of  the  faid  diftricT:  of  country,  or 
by  the  inhabitants  of  any  town  or  towns,  or  diltrift  or 
diftridts  therein,  on  all  and  lingular  the  matters  and 
things  above-mentioned,  and  all  compacts,  agreements 
and  a£ts  entered  into,  made  or  done  by  the  faid  commif- 
fioners to  be  appointed  on  behalf  of  this  ftate,  or  any  two 
of  them  of  or  concerning  the  premifes,  fhall  be  finally 
conclulive  and  binding  on  the  government  of  this  (late  ; 
provided  neverthelefs,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contain- 
ed fhall  be  conftrued  to  authorife  the  faid  commiffioners 
to  agree  to  cede  or  relinquifh  the  jurifdi&ion  of  this 
flate  over  the  diftriet  of  country  aforefaid  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  any  people,  afTemblies  of  people,  or  perfon 
or  perfons  whatfoever,  or  to  confent  or  agree  that  any 
part  of  the  conftitution  of  this  ftate  fhall  be  altered  or 
changed. 

"  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  nothing  in  this  aft  contained  fhall  be  deemed,  con- 
ftrued or  taken  to  reftore  any  perfon  or  perfons,  or  his 
or  their  heirs,  to  his  or  their  eftate  within  the  faid  dif- 
trict  of  country,  who  now  fland  attainted  by  the  govern- 
ment of  this  flate  for  adherence  to  the  king  of  Great- 
Britain,  or  whofe  eftate  or  eftates  have  or  fhall  become 
confifcate  for  fuch  adherence  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  this 
ftate  ;" 

Be  committed  to  a  fpecial  committee  to  report  thereon  : 
And  on  the  queflion  for  commitment,  the  yeas  and  nays 
being  required  by  Mr.  Scott,

The  fecretary  at  war,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of 
the  14th  of  April  17S2,  from  colonel  Van  Schaick,  having 
reported  as  his  opinion  : 

«'  That  colonel  Van  Schaick,  in  confideration  of  his 
long  fervices,  be  permitted  to  retire,  and  that  he  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  emoluments  which  mall  be  enjoyed  in  fu- 
ture by  officers  who  retired  under  the  refolves  of  Congrefs 
of  the  3d  and  zift  of  October,  1780."

Refohedt  That  Mr.  Rutledge  and  Mr.  Clymer  be  ap- 
pointed to  repair  forthwith  to  the  feveral  dates  fouthward  of 
this,  and  Mr.  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Root  to  the  dates  caft- 
ward  ;  and  that  they  be  and  hereby  are  indructed  to  make 
fuch  reprefentations  to  the  feveral  dates,  as  are  bed  adapted. 
to  their  refpective  circumdances  and  the  prcfent  fituatioa 
of  public  affairs,  and  as  may  induce  them  to  carry  the  re- 
quifitions  of  Congrefs  into  effect  with  the  greateft  difpatch  : 
that  they  make  the  like  reprefentations  to  the  date  of  Penn- 
fylvania  before  they  leave  this  city  :  that  previous  to  their 
departure  they  confer  with  the  fuperintendant  of  finance, 
the  fecretary  at  war  and  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs, 
who  are  hereby  directed  to  communicate  to  them  fuch  in- 
formation from  their  refpective  departments  as  may  be  mod 
conducive  to  the  end  propofed. 

Refohed,  That  the  gentlemen  appointed   to  repair  to  the 
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fouthern  ftates,  be  excufed  from  proceeding  to  South  Ca- 
rolina and  Georgia,  unlefs  they  fhall  for  fpecial  reafons  find 
it  abfolutely  neceffary. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the 
committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the  23d  of 
February  lad  from  the  prefident  of  New-Hampfhire,  and 
agreed   to  the   fame  as  entered  on  the  firft  day  of  April  laft.

United  States,  who  have  been  entrufted  with  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  monies  in  Europe.

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Fe/ohed,  That  the  falaries  and  allowances  to  which  the 
public  fervants  of  the  United  States  are  or  (hall  be  entitled, 
bein  future  paid  by  the  fuptrintendant  of  f  R2fice,  out  of 
the  monies  which  fhall  from  time  to  time  be  in  his  hands  ; 
and  that  the  faid  public  fervants  be  authorifed  to  make 
quarterly  draughts  on  him  for  that  purpofe. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Ma- 
difon,  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Ramfay,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  of  the  6th  from  count  Benioufki  : 

Ordered,  That  the  fecretary  at  war  inform  count  Beni- 
oufki,  that  the  propofal  for  introducing  a  legionary  corps 
into  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  which  accompanied  his 
letter  of  the  6th  indant,  has  been  confidered  by  Congrefs 
with  the  attention  due  to  its  importance.  The  zeal  for  the 
American  caufe  which  the  author  of  it  profefles,  and  which 
the  generous  terms  of  the  plan  evince,  have  not  failed  to 
infpire  a  juft  eifeem  for  his  character  and  a  difpofition  to 
favour  his  withes.  Confederations,  however,  which  in  no  re- 
fpect  derogate  from  this  efteem  or  this  difpofition,  render  it 
expedient  for  Congrefs  to  decline  the  offer  which  has  beea 
made   to   them.

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Rutledge, 
Mr  Lowell  and  Mr.  Elleiy,  to  whom  were  referred  fundry 
refolutions  of  the  houfc  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  refpecting 
an  agreement  made  between  the  fecretary  of  Con- 
grefs,  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  and  E.  Coffin,  and  paff- 
ports  granted  by  the  fecretary}  purfuant  to  the  refolution  of 
the  1  ith  day  of  February  laft. 

Rejo/vcd,  That  the  members  who  are  to  repair  to  Virginia, 
be  inftrucled  to  make  fuch  reprefentations  to  tiiat  date 
as  may  remove  every  obdacle  to  the  execution  of  this 
meafure.

"  That  upon  duly  confidering  the  faid  memorial  and  the 
refolutions  of  the  13th  October,  the  7th  and  14th  of  No- 
vember, 1777,  they  are  of  opinion,  that  if  nothing  further 
appeared  to  operate  againft  the  claim  of  the  memoiialiSt 
than  what  is  contained  in  the  faid  refolutions,  he  is  preclud- 
ed from  any  demands  againfl  the  United  States.  But  when 
the  committee  eonfider  that  the  memorialist,  upon  receipt 
of  the  fums  fpecificd  in  the  refolutions  of  November  above 
mentioned,  confidering  himfelf  no  longer  in  the  fervice  of 
the  United  States  by  virtue  of  his  commiffion  of  furgeon, 
dated  September,  1777,  on  which  he  grounds  his  claim, 
immediately  repaired  to  Bofton  and  accepted  an  appointment 
in  the  navy,  and  obtained  a  warrant  dated  January  ift,  1778, 
and  when  they  eonfider  farther  that  whatever  might  have 
been  his  intention,  the  memorialist's  acceptance  of  the  latter 
appointment,  did  by  virtue  of  the  refolution  of  the  1  8th  of 
September,  1776,  vacate  the  former  commiffion  and  appoint- 
ment, the  committee  are  clearly  of  opinion,  that  the  memo- 
rial of  doctor  Noel  ought  to  be  difmiffed."

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On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Scott, 
Mr.  Boudinot  and  Mr.  Ramfay,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  of  the  6th  of  June  from  general  Wafhington,  with 
fundry  papers  relative  to  his  proceedings  in  confequence  of 
the  refolution  of  the  legislature  of  South-  Carolina  of  the 
14th. of  February,  1782,  which  was  referred  to  him  on 
the  3d  of  April  ldlt,  Congrcfs  came  to  the  following  refo- 
lution : 

Whereas  Britifh  officeis,  commanding  in  South  Carolina, 
compelled  many  of  the  inhabitants  thereof  to  leave  that 
Hate,  who  by  the  capitulation  of  Charledown  had  a  right 
to  remain  at  their  homes  :  and  whereas  it  is  jud  and  reafon- 
abje,  agreeably  to  the  ufages  of  war  among  civilized  nations, 
that  perfons  fo  fent  off  mould  be  returned  with  their  fervants 
and  baggage  at  the  expence  of  the  power  fo  fending  them 
off  :  and  whereas,  on  the  requisition  of  general  Wafhington, 
in  confequence  of  a  refolution  of  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate

ed by  Cpngrefs  fium  a  continuance  of  this  illicit  and  infa- 
mous traffic,  and  the  neceffity  of  their  co  operating  with 
She  public  meafures  by  fuch  united,  patriotic  and  vigilant 
«xer,tions,  as  will  detect,  and  bring  to  legal  puojmment 
ibofe  who  ffiall  have  bsen  in  any  manner  concerned  therein.

fylvania; and  praying  for  a  hearing  in  purfuance  of  the

That  the  honourable  Eli- 
phalet  Dyer,  William  Samuel  lohnfon  and  Jefle  Root, 
cfquires,  or  either  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  agents  on  behalf  of  this  ftate,  to  appear  be- 
fore the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  to  anfwer  to 
the  faid  petition>  with  full  power  and  authority  on  be- 
half of  this  ftate,  to  agree  with  the  agents  for  the  ftate  of 
Pennfylvania,  in  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  com- 
milhoners  to  hear  and  finally  determine  the  faid  contro- 
verfy,  and  to  do  every  thing  neceflary  on  the  part  of  this 
ftate,  refpe&ing  the  appointment  of  fiich  commifiioners, 
purfuant  to  the  articles  of  confederation,  and  alio  to  ap- 
pear, before  the  faid  commiffioners,  and  to  do  every  thing" 
neceflary  and  proper  for  the  vindication  and  defence  of 
the  claim  and  right  of  this  ftate  to  the  faid  lands  in  con- 
troverfy,  both  with  refpe£t  to  the  property  and  jurifdiclion, 
and  purfue  the  fame  to  final  judgment,  with  power  to 
employ  council  learned  in  the  law,  as  they  (hall  judge  need- 
ful.

On  a  report  from  the  fecretaryat  war, 
Refohedy  That  fo  much  of  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of 
the  27th  day  of  May,    1778,  as  relates  to  the  additional  pay 
given  to  captains  and  fubalterns  acting  as  aids-de-camp  and 
brigade-majors,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Refohed,  That  there  fhall  be  fuch  additional  pay  and 
emoluments  to  the  pay  of  captains  and  fubalterns  ferving  as 
aids-de-camp  to  major  generals  or  brigadier  generals,  and  to 
brigade  majors,  as  fhall  make  their  pay  and  emoluments  equal 
to  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  major  in  the  line  of  the 
army. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  called  for,  Congrefs  refumed 
the  confideration  of  the  motion  made  yeiterday,  which  was 
amended  to  read  :

Re/ohed,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take 
proper  meafures  for  a  public  celebration  of  the  anniverfary 
of  independence  on  Thurfday  next. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Ramfay,  Mr.  Clymer  and  Mr. 
Wharton. 

On  a  report  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  fignifying  captain 
Celeron's  wifh  to  refign.

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**  That  he  does  not  canceive  it  advffeable  to  appoint  a 
conful  in  any  of  the  Weft-India  iflands,  at  leaft  for  the  pre- 
fent  ;  that  any  bufinefs  which  it  may  be  neceflary  to  have 
done  at  Martinique,  can  be  well  tranfacted  by  perfons  not 
holding  a  public  character  :  that  there  i»  very  little  reafon 
to  believe  there  will  be  manyBritifli  prifoners  carried  into  the 
faid  iflands  by  American  cruizers,  under  prefent  circumitan- 
ces  ;  that  he  conceives  any  arrangements,  with  refpeft  to 
prifoners,  fliould  be  of  a  general  nature  extending  to  that 
objeft  through  every  part  of  the  world  ;  and  that  the  bufinefs 
of  exchange  being  now  in  the  war  department,  any  arrange-

Re/olved,  That  the  fecretary  at  war  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorifed  and  empowered  to  eaufe  courts  martial  to  be 
forthwith  holden,  on  the  feveral  commiffaries  and  affiitant 
commiffaries  of  prifoners,  at  York,  Reading  and  Lancalter, 
for  difobedience  of  orders  and  neglect  of  duty,  in  fuffering  the 
efcape    of  prifoners  at  thofe  pods  :

hereby  repealed  ;  and  that  in  all  fuch  cafes  of  capture  the 
whole  of  the  property  condemned  (hall  be  adjudged  to  the 
ufe  of  the  captors,  if  the  vertel  taken  fhall  be  of  equal  or 
fuperior  force  to  the  vertel  making  the  capture  ;  if  otherwifc, 
one  half  only  fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  captors,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  and  fhall  after  con- 
demnation be  fo  appropriated,  unlefs  the  United  States  in 
Congrefs  artembled,  in  reward  of  diitinguifhed  valour  and 
extrtion,  fhall  otherwife  fpecially  direct. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  resolution  of  the  15th  day  of  November,  1776, 
giving  to  the  commanders,  officers  and  men  of  fhips  or  veflels 
of  war, a  bounty  for  every  cannon  and  for  every  man  belong- 
ing to  Britifh  fhips  or  veflels  of  war  captured  by  them,  be 
and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed.

Tuesday,     July  16,  1782. 

James  Wilfon  and  Jonathan  Dickinfon  Sergeant,  efquires, 
agents  for  the  commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania,  with  Henry 
Ofborne,  efqnire,  folicitor  and  agent,  appeared  in  behalf  of 
that  commonwealth  ;  and  Eliphalet  Dyer  and  Jeffe  Root, 
efquires,  agents  for  Connecticut,  appeared  in  behalf  of  that 
ftate,  in  the  caufe  depending  before  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congrefs  affembled,  between  the  faid  common- 
wealth of  Pennfylvania  and  the  ftate  of  Connecticut. 

The  agents  for  Pennfylvania  produced  new  powers,  which 
were  read  in  the  words  following  :

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"  We  rep-ofing  efpeclal  truft  and  confidence  in  your  pru- 
dence, integrity  and  abilities,  do  by  thefe  prefents  confti- 
tute  and  appoint  you  the  faid  William  Bradford.  Jofeph 
Reed,  James  Wilfon,  and  Jonathan  Dickinfon  Sergeant, 
our  counfellors  and  agents,  and  you  the  faid  Henry  Of- 
borne,  our  folicitor  and  agent,  in  the  caufe  now  depending 
before  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congrefs  aflembled 
between  the  faid  commonwealth  and  the  ftate  of  Connecticut, 
hereby  ratifying  and  confirming  all  and  whatfoever  you  or 
any  of  you  ftull  lawfully  do  or  caufe  to  be  done,  touching 
the  faid  caufe  between  the  faid  dates  of  Pennfylvania  and 
Connedlicut. 

*'  Given  by  order  of  the  council  under  the  hand  of  his 
excellency  William  Moore,  prefident,  and  the  feal  of 
the  (tate,  at  Philadelphia,  this  twenty-fixth  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-two."

Oo  trie  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery,  Mr.  Clark  and  Mr.  Ramfay,  to  whom  were  recom- 
mitted their  report  refpefting  the  hofpital  department,  and 
the  amendments  and  obfervations  thereon  by  the  fecretary  at 
war : 

Refolded,  That  in  conducting  the  bufinefs  of  the  general 
hofpital,  there  ihall  be  an  invariable  ftandard  of  prices  ef- 
tablifhed,  by  which  the  apothecary  (hall  be  charged  w.th 
every  article  he  (hall  iflue.  The  itancjard  to  be  eftabh'fhed 
by  the  medical  board,  or  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  they  fhall 
appoint,  which  (hall  only  be  confidered  as  a  certain  ratio, 
whereby  to  keep  the  accounts.  But  that,  in  the  fettlement 
of  all  accounts  in  that  department,  all  deficient  articles,  not 
iffued  or  returned,  fhall  be  accounted  for  at  fuch  real  value 
as  (hall  be  eftimated  by  the  medical  board  and  approved  of 
by  the  fecretary  at  war 

An  account  lhall  be  taken  as  focn  as  poflible,  of  all  the 
medicines,  inftruments  and  property,  in  the  apothecaries  de- 
partment belonging  to  the  public,  in  the  hands  of  the  apo- 
thecary, the  deputies,  afliilants  and  mates,  the  furgeons  of 
hofpitals  and  furgeons  of  regiments,  for  which  they  lhall  fe- 
vcrally  be  charged  at  the  (landard  value  afcertained  by  the 
board  as  aforefaid,  and  for  all  they  may  hereafter  receive, 
but  to  account  for  deficiences  at  the  real  value,  to  be  eftimated 
as  aforefaid. 

The  apothecary  fhall  be  accountable  for  all  articles  in  his 
department  to  the  purveyor  throughout  the  Rates,  until  they 
come  into  the  hands  of  the  prefcribers.  And  all  deputies, 
afiiftants  and  mates,  fhall  make  returns,  and  be  accountable 
to  the  apothecary  for  the  medicines,  inftruments  and  other 
property  belonging  to  the  public  in  the  department,  now 
in  their  hands,  and  of  fuch  as  they  may  hereafter  be  pofTeffed 
of. 

The  apothecary  fhall  make  up  his  accounts  at  the  expira- 
tion of  every  year,  and  fettle  them  as  foon  after  as  polfible, 
and  before  the  expiration  of  fix  months.  He  fhall  at 
the  fame  time  make  out  two  returns  for  the  director 
of  the  hofpital  ;  one  fpecifying1  what  has  been  receiv- 
ed 
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ed  and  iffued,  and  the  amount  of  what  remains  on  hand;  the 
other  exhibibiting  a  particular  amount  of  the  value  of  the 
medicines,  and  other  public  property,  each  prefcriber  has 
received  within  the  year. 

All  loffes  which  may  happen  by  the  events  of  war,  and 
other  circumftances  unavoidable,  fhall  he  borne  by  the 
public.  In  cafes  of  loffes  by  fraud  or  negltdt  in  anv  de- 
puty, affiitant  or  mate,  the  apothecary  fhall  not  be  ac- 
countable for  fuch  lofTes,  provided  the  delinquent  be  con- 
victed thereof  before  a  court  martial  appointed  to  try  the 
fame. 

The  hofpital  prefcribers  fhall  he  fnpplied,  upon  their  own 
application,  with  medicines  and  inftrunients  neceffary,  for  the 
lick  and  wounded  under  their  care. 

Every  regimental  furgeon  fhall  receive  yearly  from  the 
apothecary,  a  fnpply  of  medicines  to  fuch  amount,  by  the 
abr-ve  fhindard,  as  the  medical  board  fhall  judge  neceffary. 
=  Every  prefcribing  furgeon  or  phyfician,  either  in  hofpital 
or  with  the  army,  fhall  be  fupplied  by  the  apothecary  with 
fuch  a  iet  of  capital  inltruments  as  the  medical  board  fhall 
jufJge  necclfary,  and  fhall  be  accountable  for  all  loffes  in  me- 
■<iieip.es  and  instruments  not  arifing  from  the  events  of  war,  and 
other  circumitances  unavoidable.  Duplicates  of  all  returns 
niuile  by  the  apothecary  to  the  director,  fhall  be  lodged  in 
;*.e  war-office. 

A'  y/ew/,  That  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  except- 
ing the  foutbern  army,  at  prcfent  under  the  command  of 
major  general  Greene,  the  offices  of  affiftant  purveyor,  and 
sfliilant  apothecary,  and  the  ftorekeepers  under  the  pur- 
veyor and  apothecary,  except  one  ftorekeper  under  the 
purveyor  to  keep  a  ft  ore  near  the  army,  and  all  the  clerks, 
except  two  to  the  purveyor,  fhall  hereafter  be  difcontinu* 
ed. 

That  all  furgeons  of  the  hofpital  ftisH  take  rank  after  the 
•  rector  of  the  hofpital,  deputy  director  and  phyfician  to  the 
:*rmy;  in  the  following  or.der,  viz.  thofc  furgeons  of  the  hof- 
pital, who  have  been  either  deputy  director,  phyfician  ge- 
ner'l,  furgeon  general,  chief  phyfician,  or  chief  iurgeon  to 
the  hofpital  or  army,  fhall  take  rank  next  to  the  abovemen- 
tioiK'd  oifictrs  ;  and  their  relative  rank  to  each  other  fhall 
be  iiecording  to  the  date  of  their  refpective  appointments  lo 
either  o(  the  above  offices. 

i  That  all  fueh  as  were  regimental  furgeons,  when  ap- 
pointed fenior  phyfician,  or  furgeon  to  the  hofpital,  fhall 
take    rank     with"  fuch    fenior    phyficians    and    furgeons, 

agreeably 
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agreeably  to  the  date  of  their  firft  appointment,  whether  to 
the  regiment  or  hofpital. 

All  furgeons,  the  date  of  whofe  firft  appointments,  either 
to  regiments  or  hofpitals,  fhall  have  been  on  the  fame  day, 
fhall  decide  their  rank  by  lot. 

That  for  the  more  convenient  fubfiftence  of  the  officers  of 
the  hofpital  department,  they  be  allowed,  including  their 
former  allowance  of  rations  and  forage,  as  follows  : 

The  director  of  the  hofpital,  four  rations  a  day  for  him- 
felf  and  fervants,  forage  for  two  horfes,  and  twenty. five 
dollars  per  month  fubfiftence. 

The  deputy  director  and  phyfician,  each  three  rations  a 
day  for  himfclf  and  fervants,  forage  for  two  horfes,  and 
twenty  dollars  per  month  fubfiftence. 

Hofpital  furgeons,  each  two  rations  per  day,  for  himfclf 
and  fervant,  forage  for  two  horfes,  and  fifteen  dollars  per 
month  fubfiftence, 

Deputy  purveyor  and  deputy  apothecary,  each  one  ration 
per  day,  forage  for  one  horfe,  and  ten  dollars  per  month  fub- 
fiftence 

Hofpital  mates,  each  one  ration  per  day,  and  five  dollars 
per  month  fubfiftence. 

Stewards,  each  one  ration  per  day,  and  five  dollars  per 
month  fubfiftence. 

Wardmafters,  each  one  ration  per  day,  and  three  dollars 
per  month  fubfiftence. 

That  the  above  allowance  of  rations,  forage,  and  fubfift- 
ence to  the  officers  of  the  hofpital  department,  over  and 
above  what  they  feverally  were  entitled  to,  at  the  time  of 
palling  this  a£t,  fhall  be  charged  to  them  reflectively,  as 
advances  in  part  of  their  monthly  pay. 

That  in  future  the  pay  and  allowance  of  the  purveyor 
and  apothecary  be  the  fame  each  as  that  of  a  hofpital  fur- 
geon. 

That  none  of  the  aforefaid  officers,  or  other  perfons  em- 
ployed in  any  of  the  hofpitals,  be  entitled  to  rations,  forage 
or  fubfiftence,  when  on  furlough. 

That  the  regulation  refpedting  officers  fervants,  contained 
in  the  act  of  Congrcfs  of  the  I  ith  of  March,  1780,  fhall  not 
be  conftrued  to  extend  to  the  hofpital  department.

from  obftrucled  commerce  and  the  enemy's  cruizer's  within 
the  bay  of  Chefapeak."

That  the  power  of  negociating  the  exchange  of  marine 
prifoners  be  henceforth  veiled  in  the  agent  of  marine  who 
is  hereby  authorifed  to  appoint  a  commiflary  for  marine  pri- 
foners to  be  fubjecT:  to  his  orders  and  inftrudlions: 

That  the  fecretary  at  war  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed 
from  time  to  time  to  appoint  fo  many  perfons  as  he  may  find 
neceflary  to  aflift  him  in  fuperintending  and  fafekeeping  all 
prifoners  of  war,  reporting  fuch  appointments  to  Congrefs 
as  foon  as  they  fliall  be  made  :

That  the  commiflary  to  be  appointed  by  the  agent  of 
marine,  fliall  receive  in  full  for  his  fervices,  including  any 
pay  or  allowances  that  he  may  be  entitled  to  as  an  officer 
of  the  United  States,  the  fum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  : 

That  the  allowance  of  pay  and  rations  to  the  perfons  to

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Cor- 
nell, Mr.  Izard,  Mr,  Ofgcod,  Mr.  Bland  and  Mr  Duane, 
appointed  to  confidcr  and  report  the  moll  juft  and  practica- 
ble means  of  reducing  the  expenditures  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  feveral  departments  and  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  plan  for  regulating  the  department  of  the  adjutant 
general  : 

RefolveJ,  That  the  adjutant  general  be  appointed  by 
Congrefs  from  the  general  officers,  colonels,  lieutenant  co  | 
lonels  commandants,  or  lieutenant  colonels  in  the  army  ; 
his  pay  fhall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars  per 
month.  He  fhall  receive  four  rations  per  day  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  one- third  of  a  dollar  per  month  fubfiftence. 
The  adjutant  general  fhall  alfo  be  allowed  forage  for  four 
riding  horfes,  and  be  furnifhed  with  two  four  horfe  and 
one  two  horfe  covered  waggons  for  the  tranfportation  of 
his  official  papers,  his  own,  his  affiftants  and  clerks  bag- 
gage. He  ihall  have  two  affiftants  and  one  ele:k,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  himfelf  and  approved  of  by  the  commander 
in  chief.  The  affiftants  fhall  be  majors  or  captains  in  the 
army  ;  the  pay  of  each  fhall  be  fifty  dollars  per  month, 
one  ration  and  a  half  per  day,  eight  dollars  per  mont^i 
fubfiftence,  and  forage  for  two  riding  horfes.  The  affift- 
ants fhall  be  allowed  each  fix  dollars  and  two -thirds  of  a 
dollar  per  month  for  fervants  wages,  and  the  cloathing  and 
rations  allowed  to  a  piivate  foldier.  The  clerk  fhall  be 
a  fubaltern  or  volunteer  in  the  army  ;  his  pay  fhall  be  forty 
dollars   per  month,  he    fhaH  draw  one  ration   per  day  and

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receive  fix  dollars    and  one-third  of  a  dollar  per  month  fub- 
filtence  : 

That  there  be  as  many  deputies  adujtant  general  of  the 
rank  of  field  officers  as  there  may  be  feparate  armies  in  the 
United  States,  that  confift  of  one  or  more  divifions,  to  be 
appointed  occasionally  by  the  commanding  officer  of  fuch 
army,  whofe  name  fhall  be  returned  to  the  commander  in 
chief  for  his  approbation  : 

That  the  deputy  adjutants  general  fhall  each  receive  feventy 
five  dollars  per  month  pay,  two  rations  per  day  and  twelve 
dollars  and  two-thirds  per  month  fubliltance,  forage  for 
three  riding  horfes  one  four  horfe  and  one  two  horfe  cover- 
ed waggons  for  the  tranfportation  of  their  official  papers, 
their  own  and  afiiftants  baggage  : 

The  deputy  adjutants  general  (hall  each  appoint  one  af- 
fiftant,  of  the  rank,  of  major  or  captain,  who  fhall  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  commanding  officer  under  whom  they  ferve. 
The  afiiftants  appointed  and  approved  as  aforefaid,  fhall  each 
receive  the  fame  pay  and  allowances  as  are  given  above  to 
an  affiftant  of  the  adjutant  general  : 

That  there  be  one  major  of  brigade  to  each  brigade  in 
the  armies  of  the  United  States,  whether  of  cavalry,  artillery 
or  infantry,  who  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  commander  in 
chief  or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army  as  occafion 
may  require,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant  ge- 
neral, or  deputy  adjutant  general  as  the  cafe  may  be,  and 
they  fhall  each  receive  the  fame  pay  and  allowances,  as  is 
given  to  the  affiftants  of  the  adjutant  general  by  the  fore- 
going  refolutions  : 

That  the  provifions  hereby  made  for  the  refpe&ive  officers 
aforefaid,  fhall  be  in  full  cotnpenfation  for  their  fervices,  and 
of  ;.ll  pay  and  allowances  to  which  they  may  be  entitled  from 
their  rank  in  the  army  :

nies ;  the  faid  regiments  and  companies  fliall  be  command* 
ed  by  officers  belonging  to  the  refpective  ftates,  to  which 
the  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates  fo  arranged  fliall 
belong. 

Vol.  VII.  K  k  k  Refolvaf, 
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Refotvrd,  That  the  commander  in  chief,  and  commanding 
officer  of  the  fouthern  army,  direft  the  officers  of  the  line 
of  each  ftate  refpedtively  to  meet  together,  and  agree  and 
determine  upon  the  officers,  who  (hall  remain  in  fervice  to 
command  the  troops  arranged  as  aforefaid  ;  provided  that 
where  it  cannot  be  done  by  voluntary  agreement,  the  junior

or  executive  authority,  or  lawful  agent  of  any  ftate  in  con- 
troverfy  with  another,  (hall  prefent  a  petition  to  Congrefs, 
itating  the  matter  in  queftion,  and  praying  for  a  hearing, 
notice  thereof  fhall  be  given  by  order  of  Congrefs,  to  the 
legiflative  or  executive  authority  of  the  other  ftate  in  con- 
troverfy,  and  a  day  affigned  for  the  appearance  of  the  par- 
ties by  their  lawful  agents,  who  (hall  then  be  directed  to 
appoint  by  joint  confent,  commiffioners  or  judges  to  con  • 
ftitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  determining  the  matter  in 
queftion  ;  but  if  they  cannot  agree,  Congrefs  (hall  name 
three  perfons  out  of  each  of  the  United  States,  and  from 
the  lift  of  fuch  perfons,  each  party  (hall  alternately  ftrike 
out  one,  the  petitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  lhall 
be  reduced  to  thiiteen,  and  from  that  number,  not  lefs 
thai  feven,  nor  more  than  nine  names,  as  Congrefs  (hall 
dircA,  (hall,  in    the   prefence    of  Congrefs,  be    drawn    out 

by 
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by  lot,  and  the  perfons  whofe  names  fhall  be  fo  drawn,  or 
any  five  of  them,  (hall  be  commiffioners  or  judges  to  hear 
and  finally  determine  the  controverfy  ;  fo  always  as  a  major 
part  of  the  judges,  who  (hall  hear  the  caufe,  (hall  agree  in 
the  determination  ;  and  if  either  party  fhall  negledt  to  attend 
at  the  day  appointed,  without  mewing  reafons  which  Con- 
grels  ihall  judge  fuffieient,  or  being  prefent  fhall  refufe  to 
ilrike,  the  Congrefs  fhall  proceed  to  nominate  three  perfons 
out  of  each  (late,  and  the  fecretary  of  Congrefs  (hall  (Irikc 
in  behalf  of  fuch  party  ablent  or  refufing  ;  and  the  judgment 
or  fentence  of  the  court  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner 
before  prefcribed,  fhall  be  final  and  conclufive  ;  and  if  any 
of  the  parties  fhall  refufe  to  fubmit  to  the  authority  of  fuch 
court,  or  to  appear  or  defend  their  claim  or  caufe,  the  court 
fhall  neverthclefs  proceed  to  pronounce  fentence  or  judgment, 
which  fhall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decifive  ;  the  judgment 
or  fentence  and  other  proceedings  being  in  either  cafe  tranf- 
mitted  to  Congrefs  and  lodged  among  the  a£ts  of  Congrefs 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  parties  concerned  :  provided  that 
every  commiffioner,  before  he  fits  in  judgment,  (hall  take  an 
oath,  to  be  adminiftred  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  fupreme 
or  fuperior  court  of  the  ft  ate  where  the  caufe  (hall  be  tried, 
"  well  and  truly  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  quefti- 
"  on  according  to  the  bed  of  his  judgment,  without  favour, 
"  affection  or  hope  of  reward  :"  provided  alfo,  that  no 
ftate  (hall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the 
United  States.  And  whereas  the  prefident  and  fupreuK 
executive  council  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania  did,  on  01 
about  the  third  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thoufand  fsven  hundred  and  eighty-one,  prefent  a 
petition  to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  dating 
*'  that  a  controverfy  has  long  fubfilled  between  the  faid 
ftate  of  Pennfylvania  and  the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  reflect- 
ing fundry  lands  lying  within  the  northern  boundary  o£ 
the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  and  praying  for  a  hearing  ia 
purfuance  of  the  ninth  article  of  the  confederation  ;'* 
whereupon  notice  was  given  to  the  ftate  of  Connecticut, 
and  a  day  was  afiigned  for  the  appearance  of  the  parties 
by  their  lawful  agents,  at  the  place  in  which  Congrefs 
fhould  then  be  fitting  :  And  whereas,  in  purfuance  of  the 
faid  notice,  the  ftates  of  Pennfylvania  and  Connecticut  ap- 
pearing before  Congrefs,  by  their  lawful  agents,  viz.  on 
the   1 6th  day  of  July  laft,   they  were  dirc&ed  to  appoint 
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by  joint  confent,'  commiflioners  or  judges  to  conftitute  a 
court  for  bearing  and  determining  the  matter  in  queftion, 
agreeably  to  the  ninth  article  of  the  confederation.  And 
whereas  the  faid  agents,  by  two  inltmments  of  writing,

empower  aay  one  or  more  of  the  faid  commiffioners,  to  ad- 
journ fiom  day  to  day  or  from  time  to  time,  until  a 
number  meet  fufficient  to  make  a  court  ;  and  we  do  hereby 
authorife  and  empower  the  faid  court  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time  and  place  to  place  as  they  fhall  judge  it  neceffary,  until 
they  fhall  make  a  final  decifion  in  the  faid  caufe.  In  tefli- 
mony  whereof,  we  have  caufed  thefe  our  letters  and  com* 
mifficn  to  be  made  patent. 

Given  under  our  feal,  and  figned  by  his  excellency  John 
Hanfon,  efquire,  prefident,  in  Congrefs,  this  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  eighty  two,  and  in  the  feventb 
year  of  our  independence.

A  memorial  from  the  general  affembly  of  Pennfylvania, 
was  read,  refpedting  the  payment  of  intereft  on  money  lent 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  fettlement  and  payment 
of  debts  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  ftate  by  the  United 
Sates. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  grand  committee,  confid- 
ing of  a  member  from  each  ftate. 

Tuesday,     September  3,  1782. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Cornell, 
Mr.  Ofgood,  Mr.  Izard,  Mr.  Bland  and  Mr.  Duane  ap- 
pointed to  confider  and  report  the  mod  juft  and  practicable 
means  of  reducing  the  expenditures  of  the  United  States  in 
the  feveral  departments : 

Refohed,  That  all  rcfoluh'ons  heretofore  paffed  refpe&ing 
the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  field  commiffary  of  military 
ftores.  his  deputies,  conductors  and  clerks,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Refolved,  That  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  field  com- 
miffary of  military  ftores  (hall  be  fifty  dollars  per  month,  two 
rations  per  day,  forage  for  two  faddle  horfes  and  one  bat 
horfe  He  fhall  alfo  be  allowed  fix  dollars  and  two-thirds 
of  a  dollar  per  month  for  a  fervant,  for  whom  he  fhall  be 
entitled  to  draw  one  ration  per  day  and  the  cloathing  allow- 
ed  to  a  private  foldier  : 

That  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  deputy  field  commiffary 
of  military  ftores  for  the  fouthern  army,  fhall  be  forty  dol- 
lars per  month,  two  rations  per  day,  forage  for  two  faddle 
horfes  and  one  bat  horfe.  He  fhall  alfo  be  aliowed  fix  dollars 
2nd  two-thirds  of  a  dollar  per  month  for  a  fervant.  for  whom 
he  (hall  be  entitled  to  draw  one  ration  per  day  and  the  cloath- 
ing allowed  to  a  private"  foldier. 

Refolved, 
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Refo'ved,  That  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  deputy 
field  <ommiflary  of  military  ftores  at  Welt-Point,  {hall  be 
forty  dollars  per  month  and  two  rations  per  day. 

That  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  conductors  or  clerks 
/hall  be  thirty  dollars  per  month  and  one  !ation  per  day. 

Rcfohed,  That  theie  (hall  be  one  field  commiiritry  of  mi- 
litary ftores  and  two  conductors  or  clerks,  for  the  main  ar- 
my in  the  field;  one  deputy  field  commiflary  of  militaiy 
ftores  and  two  conductors  or  clerks,  for  Weft- Point;  one 
deputy  field  commiflary  of  military  ftores  and  two  conduc- 
tors or  clerks,  for  the  fouthern  army  ;  and  one  conductor 
for  the  poft  at  Fort  Pitt  ;  who  (hall  be  appointed  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  artillery,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  commander  in  chief  ;  excepting  for  the  fouthern  army, 
~~m  which  department  the  appointment  fhall  be  made  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  aitillery  there,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer  of  that  department. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Ramfay,  feconded  by  Mr.  Few, 
Refofoedy  That  the  reafonable  expences  of  the  poftmafter 
general  or  of  fome  trufty  perfon  in  his  department  ap- 
pointed by  him,  in  travelling  to  and  from  Georgia  on  the 
bufinefs  of  the  poft  office,  fhall  be  defrayed  by  the  United 
States. 

The  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Clark  and 
Mr.  Ofgood,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  the  24th  of 
June  laft  from  Thomas  Edifon,  delivered  in  a  report  ; 
whereupon, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark,  feconded  by  Mr.  Carroll, 
Refolded,  That  the  fupevintendant  of  finance  be  and  he 
i»  ...  y  directed  to  advance  to  Thomas  Edifon,  at  the 
rate  of  n-e  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly, 
to  commence  the  23d  day  of  April  laft  in  compliance  with 
the  refolution  of  that  day,  including  what  he  may  have 
received  in  confequence  thereof  ;  the  faid  allowance  to  con- 
tinue fo  long  as  the  fame  may  be  neceflary  for  his  fupport 
not  exceeding  one  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ofgood,  feconded  by  Mr.  William- 
fon. 

Whereas  the  Magniiique,  a  feventy  four  gun  fhip  belong- 
ing to  the  fleet  of  iiis  iVjoft  Chriftian  Majefty,  commanded 
by  the  marquis  de  Vaudreuil,  has  been  lately  loft  by  ac- 
cident in  the  harbour  of  Bofton,  and  Congrefs  are  defirous 
of  teftifying  on  this  occafion  to  his  majefty,  the  finfe  they 
entertain  of  his  generous  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  United 
Statct  :  Refdved 
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Hefolvcd,  That  the  agent  of  marine  be  and  he  is  hereby 
inftru&ed  to  prefent  the  America,  a  feventy-four  gun  fhip, 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  to  the  chevalier  de  la 
Luzerne  for  the  fervice  of  His  Moll  Chriftian  Majelly. 

Wednesday,     September  4,   1782. 

On  the  report  of  a  grand  committee,  confiding  of  a  mem- 
ber from  each  ftate  : 

Refolved,  That  one  million  two  hundred  thoufand  dollars 
be  qujtaed  on  the  ftates,  as  abfolutely  and  immediately  ne- 
ceflary  for  payment  of  the  intereft  of  the  public  debt  ;  and 
that  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  refpective 
ftates  to  lay  fuch  taxes  as  (hall  appear  to  be  molt  proper  and 
effectual  for  immediately  raifmg  their  quota  of  the  above 
fum. 

Refo'ved,  That  the  money  fo  raifed  in  each  ftate  fhall  be 
applied  towards  paying  the  interelt  due  on  certificates  iffued 
from  thi  loan  office  of  fuch  ftate,  and  other  liquidated  debts 
of  the  United  States  contracted  therein,  before  any  part 
thereof  {hall  be  paid  into  the  public  treafury. 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  refolutions  be  referred  to  the 
grand  committee  to  afTefs  and  report  the  quota  of  each 
Hate.

The  report  of  a  cpmmittee,  confifting  of  Mr.  Bland, 
Mr.  Duane  and  Mr.  Cornell,  to  whom  was  referred  a  let- 
ter of  the  ?  6th  of  Auguft  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  and 
alfo  a  letter  from  general  Wafhir.gton,  relative  to  a  car- 
tel, was  taken  iuto  conlideration  and  fome  progrefs  made 
therein. 

F  R  I  d  A   y,     September  6,   1782. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  corifideration  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  relative  to  a  cartel  ;  and  after  debate,  the  farther 
confideration  thereof  was  poftponed  till  Monday  next. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the 
grand  committee,  and  the  following  paragraph  being  read  : 

«'  That  it  is  their  opinion  that  the  weltern  lands,  if  ceded 
to  the  United  State*,  might  contribute  towards  a  fund  for 
paying  the  debts  of  thefe  Rates.'' 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Rutledge,  feconded  by  Mr. 
Lee,  to  amend  it,  by  infsrting  after  "  United  States," 
the  following  words  '•  by  the  feveral  ftates  to  which  they 
belong." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr  Dyer,  feconded  by  Mo 
M'Kean,  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  ftriking  out  the 
words  *•  to  which  they  belong,''  and  in  lieu  thereof  inferting 
»'  claiming  the  lame." 

A  motion 
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A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Witherfpoon,  fecondeJ 
by  iVir  Howell,  to  poftpone  the  confideration  of  the  para- 
graph with  the  amendments,  and  to  take  into  confideration 
the  following  fet  of  refolutions : 

"  That  if  the  feveral  dates  claiming  the  exclufive  property 
of  the  weftern  lands,  would  make  ceffions  of  them  to  the 
United  States,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  Con- 
grefs  of  the  6th  of  September  and  the  resolution  of  the 
joth  of  October,  1780,  it  would  be  an  important  fund  for 
the  difcharge  of  the  national  debt  : 

That,  therefore,  it  be  recommended  to  thofe  ftate«  which 
have  made  no  ceffions,  as  loon  as  poffible  to  take  the  above 
recommendation  into  confideration  and  determine  there- 
on : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  thofe  Rates  which- have  made 
ceffions  not  entirely  agreeable  to  the  above  recommendation 
to  reconfider  them,  and  fend  the  refult  to  the  United  States 
in  Congrefs  afiembled  : 

That  in  cafe  of  a  compliance  with  the  above  recommend- 
ation, no  determinations  of  the  particular  liates  relating 
to  private  property  of  lands  within  thofe  ceffions,  fhall  be 
reverfed  or  altered  without  their  confent,  unlefs  in  fuch  cafes! 
as  the  ninth  article  of  the  confederation  fhall  render  it  ne- 
cefTary."

Monday     September  9,   1782. 

The  committee,  confining  of  Mr.  Montgomery,  Mr. 
Clarke  and  iVir.  Dyer,  appointed  to  confer  with  the  fuperin- 
tendantof  finance,  relative  to  the  drawing  bills  of  exchange 
for  the  payment  of  interell,   report. 

"  That  there  are  no  funds  in  Europe  for  the  payment  of 
bills  for  intereft  due  on  loan  office  certificatesfip.ee  the  firft, 
day  of  March  laft  :  that  there  are  no  bills  of  exchange  in 
the  loan  office  of  any  of  the  ftates,  except  thofe  provided  for 
the  payment  of  intereft  due  up  to  the  firft  of  March  Jail  ; 
and  that  fhould  any  be  ilTued  from  the  offices  at  this  time, 
for  intereft  due  fince  that  time,  it  mult  be  to  the  injury 
of  thofe  claimants  for  whofe  benefit  they  were  intended  ;'* 
whereupon, 

Refolvcd,  That  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  be  and  he  is 
heieby  directed  to  give  immediate  orders  to  the  commiffion- 
ers  of  the  loan-offices  in  the  feveral  ftates,  to  iffue  no  billa 
of  exchange  for  the  intereft  which  hath  or  may  hereafter  be- 
come due  on  loan  office  certificates  fince  the  firft  day  of 
March  la  ft. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of 
the   committee,    on  the   report  of  the    fecretary  at  war  of 

the 
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26th  of  Auguft,  and  the  letter  of  the  28th  of  the  fame 
month  from  the  commander  in  chief  j  the  report  of  the 
committee  being  as  follows  : 

11  That  your  committee  have  carefully  revifed  the  report 
of  the  commiffionert.  amhorifed  by  the  commander  in  chief 
in  puvfuance  of  the  aft  of  Congrefs  of  the  ittth  of  February 
laft,  to  treat  with  the  commifiioners  of  fir  Henry  Clinton 
and  admiral  Digby,  then  commanding  the  Britifh  land  and 
natal  forces  at  New- York  upon  a  general  cartel  for  fubfift- 
ing,  fafe  keeping,  exchanging  and  better  treating  all  land 
and  naval  prifoners  of  war  : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  propofltions 
and  claims  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  in  the  coiirfe  of 
the  faid  negotiation,  were  founded  in  equity  and  jullilied  on 
principles  obvioufly  dictated  by  the  circumftances  of  the 
war  : 

That  there  is  too  much  reafon  to  afcribe  the  inefficacy  of 
the  convention,  to  the  predetermination  of  fir  Henry  Clinton? 
to  regain  his  captive  foldiers.  without  regard  to  the  enormous 
debt  which  had  accrued  and  is  daily  encreafing  for  their  fub- 
fiflence. 

That  contending  with  an  enemy  whofe  chief  confidence 
Is  placed  in  her  riches  and  naval  ltrength.  and  who  is  now 
difibkd  by  the  lofs  of  a  veteran  army  which  cannot  eafily 
be  replaced,  the  offers  of  the  Britifh  general  and  admiral  of 
a  pecuniary  compofition  for  the  large  balance  of  prifoners 
of  war,  and  of  an  exchange  of  a  failor  for  a  folditr,  were 
equally  inadmiffible  ;  iince  a  cartel  acceded  to  on  fuch 
grounds  would  render  our  vi&ories  fruitlefs,  prolong  the 
calamities  of  war,  difcourage  the  ardor  of  our  troops,  and 
endanger  our  national  fofety  : 

That  the  attempts  of  the  Britilh  commanders  to  enflame 
the  minds  of  the  marine  prifoners  in  their  power,  and  detach 
them  from  their  allegiance,  becaufe  an  exchange  on  terms 
fo  detrimental  to  the  public  fafety,  could  not  be  adopted, 
appear  to  your  committee  to  be  infidious  and  difhonoura- 
ble. 

With  refpett.  to  the  information  contained  in  an  ex- 
tract of  fir  Guy  Carleton  and  admiral  Digby 's  letter  of 
the  2d  of  Augull,  referred  to  your  committee,  "  That  af- 
ter Mr.  Laurens  was  difcharged,  he  declared  th3t  he  confi- 
dered  Lord  Cornwallis  as  freed  from  his  parole."  Your  com- 
mittee conceive  it  fufficient  to  obferve,  that  no  intimation 
having    been     received    of  fuch    a    fail    except    from    the 

faid 
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faid  extract,  and  Congrefs  having  given  no  directions  to  that 
pnrpofe,  the  confideration  thereof  would  in  their  opinion  be 
premature  and  ought  therefore  to  be  dtferred  : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  chaplains,  fur- 
geons  or  hofpital  officers  who  fhall  be  captured  in  future, 
may  not  be  confidered  as  prifoners  of  war  ;  but  that  the  con- 
dition offered  by  fir  Guy  Carltton  to  reconcile  the  unequal 
proportion  of  exchanging  failors  for  foldiers,  namely,  •*  That 
the  former  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  ferve  the  moment  they  are 
releafed,  but  the  latter  fhall  not  ferve  in  nor  againft  the 
United  States  for  one  year,"  is  by  no  means  fatisfaclory  ; 
for  not  to  urge  that  the  captive  feamen  are  in  general  private 
citizens  employed  in  the  purfuit  of  commerce,  and  not  as 
the  proportion  implies,  attached  ro  any  public  feryice  :  the 
facility  with  which  Britifh  foldiers  might  be  exchanged 
for  the  Weft  India  garrifons,  and  the  injury  our  ally  might 
fuftain  by  their  operating  againft  his  poffeffions,  are  fufficient 
*jafons  to  di'prove  the  equity  of  the  condition. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  add,  that  in  their  opinion 
the  commiffion  to  be  given  on  the  part  of  the  Britifh  com- 
manders in  chief,  of  the  land  as  well  as  naval  forces,  for 
concluding  a  general  cartel  in  puifuance  of  the  late  acl  of 
Congrefs,  ought  to  exprefs  that  it  is  derived  from  or  founded 
•upon  the  ultimate  authority  of  the  king  of  Gt eat- Britain, 
fo  that  if  a  cartel  fhotild  be  eftabh'fhed,  it  may  not  be  confi- 
dered as  the  unauthoritative  a£i  of  an  individual,  deftitute  of 
a  binding  force  on  the  Britifh  nation.  A  contraction  which 
your  committee  have  the  greateft  reafon  to  believe  was  given 
by  the  Britifh  miniftry  to  a  former  agreement  for  the  ex- 
change of  prifoners  when  fir  William  Howe  commanded  in 
America.  Your  committee  are  the  rather  induced  to  recom- 
mend this  precaution,  becaufe  it  feems  probable  that  en- 
gagements may  be  taken  in  the  propofed  negotiation  for 
iteming  a  part  of  the  large  balance  which  is  due  to  the 
United  States  on  account  of  the  fubhftence  of  Britifh  prifon- 
ets.  If  this  remark  defcrves  attention,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
your  committee  that  the  powers  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
for  treating  of  and  eilablifhing  a  general  cartel  for  the  ex- 
change of  piifonets,  either  by  himfcif  or  commifftoncrs, 
ih(;u:d  be  granted  by  letters  patent  under  the  ftal  of  the 
United  States. 

Your  Committee  cannot   refrain  from   reminding  Congrefs 
of  the  great   weight  oi    expence  which  is   thrown    upon  the 

United 
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UnitcdStates  by  the  fubfiftence  of  fo  many  thonfand  prifoners 
of  war,  for  which  the  enemy  conllantly  refufe  to  make  a 
reafonable  provifion  ;  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  com* 
rr.iitee  the  commander  in  chief  ought  to  be  instructed  to 
remonftrate  againft  the  inhumanity  and  injuftice  of  this  pro- 
cedure, and  to  infill  in  the  molt  decided  terms  on  reafon» 
able  latisfa£tion  ;  and  that  if  thefe.  like  former  reprefenta- 
tions,  mould  produce  no  effect,  it  will  be  high  time  to  take 
menfures,  however  difagreeable,  for  diminifhing  a  burthen 
which  is  become  intolerable." 

Whereupon. 

Refo\veny  That  Congrefs  approve  the  preceding  report,  and 
that  it  (hall  ferve  as  an  initruction  to  the  commander  in  chief 
in  executing  the  commiflion  for  autborifing  a  general  cartel 
for  the  exchange  of  prifoners  of  war,  &c.

without  the  fpecial  direction  of  Congrefs  or  the  fuperin- 
tendant  of  finance.  In  other  refpefts  you  are  to  conform  to 
the  inllru&ions  of  the  icthofjuly,  178 1. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Rutledge,  feconded  by  Mr.  Lee, 
Rtjohedy  That  the  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States  at  the  court  of  Verfailles,  be  informed  that  his  letters 
to  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  and  fecretary  for  foreign 
affairs,  bearing  date  refpedtively  the  25th  day  of  June  1  all, 
have  been  laid  before  Congrefs,  and  that  notwithstanding  the 
information  contained  in  thofe  letters,  it  is  the  direction  of 
Congrefs  that  he  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  to  effect  the 
loan,  which  by  thejrefolve  of  the  14-th  inftant  is  ordered  to 
be  negotiated.

taxes  required  by  and  allotted  for  the  difpofition  of  the  Uoi- 
ted  States  in  Congrefs  affembled  : 

That  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  all  charges  of  war, 
and  all  other  expences  incurred  for  the  common  defence  or

That,  if  therefore  individual  ftates  undertake,  without 
the  previous  warrant  of  Congrefs,  to  difpenfe  any  part  of 
monies  required  for  and  appropriated  to  the  payment  of 
the  army,  or  any  other  purpofes  of  the  union,  the  fcederal 
conllitution  nvu.'t  be  fo  far  iufiinged  :

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Whereas  by  the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual 
union  the  fole  and  exclufive  right  of  making  peace  is  vetted 
in  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled  ;  and  by  the  trea- 
ty of  alliance  between  his  Molt  Chriltian  Majetly  and  thefe 
United  States,  it  is  declared  that  neither  of  the  contracting 
parties  (hall  conclude  peace  or  truce  with  Great-Britain 
without  the  confent  of  the  other  ;  and  the  minifters  plenipo- 
tentiary of  thele  United  States  in  Europe  are  velted  with  full 
power  and  authority  in  their  behalf,  and  in  concert  with  their 
allies,  to  negotiate  and  conclude  a  general  peace.  Neverthe- 
lefs  it  appears,  that  the  Britifh  court  dill  flatters  itfelf  with 
the  vain  hope  of  prevailing  on  the  United  States  to  agree 
to  fome  terms  of  dependence  upon  Great-Britain,  or  at 
lead  to  a  feparate  peace  ;  and  there  is  reafon  to  believe 
that  commiffioners  may  be  fent  to  America  to  offer  propo- 
rtions of  that  nature  to  the  United  States  ;  or  that  fe- 
cret  emiffaries  may  be  employed  to  delude  and  deceive. 
In  order  to  extinguifh  ill  founded  hopes,  tc  frudrate  infidi- 
ous  attempts,  and  to  manifeft  to  the  whole  world  the  purity 
of  the  intentions  and  the  fixed  and  unalterable  determination 
of  the  United  states  : 

Refolwil,  unanimouily,  That  Congrefs  are  fincerely  de- 
firous  of  an  honourable  and  permanent  peace  ;  that  as  the  on- 
ly means  of  obtaining  it,  they  will  inviolably  adhere  to 
the  treaty  of  alliance  with  his  Moll  Chridian  Majelly,  and 
conclude  neither  a  feparate  peace  or  truce  with  Great-Bri- 
tain :  that  they  will  profecute  the  war  with  vigour,  until 
by  the  blcffing  of  God  on  the  united  arms  a  peace  fhall  be 
happily  accomplifhed,  by  which  the  full  and  abfolute  fove- 
reignty  and  independence  of  thefe  United  States  having 
been  duly  aflured,  their  rights  and  intereds  as  well  as  thoie 
*>f  their  allies,  (hall  be  effectually  provided  for  and  fecured. 

That  Congrefs  will  not  enter  into  the  difcufiion  of  any 
overtures  for  pacification,  but  in  confidence  and  in  concert 
with  His  Mod  Chriitian  Majedy  : 

Tl)3t  to  guard  againtt  the  fecret  artifices  and  machina- 
tions of  the  enemy,  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended 
to  the  refpeclive  dates  to  be  vigilant  and  active  in  detect- 
ing and  ftsizing  ali  BriiiJh  emiflaiies  and  fpies  that  they 
miy  be  brought,  lo  condign  punifhment :  that  it  be  enjoined 
on  all  officers  of  departments  charged  with  perfons  coming 
ff>m  the  enemy  under  the  protedlion  of  flags  of  truce,  to 
taice  fpe-iul  care   that  fuel)  perfons  do   net  abufe  their  pri- 

vilegeSj) 
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vileges,  but  be  refhained  from  all  intercourfc  with  the  coun- 
try and  inhabitants,  which  is  not  neceflary  for  tranfa&ing 
the  public  bufinefs  on  which  they  may  be  font  :  and  lafilv, 
It  is  recommended  to  the  feveral  Mates  that  no  fubje&s  of  his 
Britannic  majefty,  convng  directly  or  indirectly  from  any 
part  of  the  Britifh  dominions,  be  admitted  into  any  of  the 
Un'ted  States  dining  the  war. 

Ordered,  That  the  honorable  the  minifter  plenipotentia- 
ry of  France  be  furnifhed  with  a  copy  of  the  above  aft, 
and  that  copies  be  tranfmitted  to  the  minifters  of  thefe, 
ftates  at  foreign  courts,  and  that  in  the  mean  time  it  be  pub- 
limed.

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  refolutions  of  the  9th  of 
September  laft,  relative  to  the  fouthern  department,  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  the  governor  of  Georgia,  and  that  he  be  informed 
Congrefs  doubt  not  but  protection  and  fecurity  will  be  given 
to  the  date  of  Georgia,  by  a  proper  execution  of  the  faid 
refolutions. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confifting  of  Mr.  Wither- 
fpoon,  Mr.  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Williamfon,  appointed  to 
prepare  a  recommendation  to  the  Mates,  fetting  apart  a  day 
of  thankfgiving  and  prayer,  Congrefs  agreed  to  the  following 
aft. 

It  being  the  indifpenfable  duty  of  all  nations,  not  only 
to  ofh\r  up  their  fnpplications  to  Almighty  God,  the  giver 
of  all  good,  ior  his  gracious  affiftance  in  a  time  of  diitrefs, 
but  alfo  in  a  folemn  and  public  manner  to  give  him  praife 
for  h:s  goodnefs  in  general,  and  efpecially  for  great  and 
fign^l  interpofitions  of 'his  providence  in  their  behalf  ; 
therefore,  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afftmbled,  taking 
into  their  confideralion  the  many  inltanccs  of  divine  good- 
kefs  to  thefe  Hates,  in  the  ccurfc  of  the  important  con- 
flict 
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flic*l  in  which  they  have  been  fo  long^  engaged  ;  the  prcfent 
happy  and  promiling  ftate  of  public  affairs  ;  and  the  events 
of  the  war  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  now  drawing  to  a  clofe, 
particularly  the  harmony  of  the  public  councils,  which  is  fo 
neceffary  to  the  fuccefs  of  the  public  caufe  ;  the  perfect 
union  and  good  underftanding  which  has  hitherto  fubhfted 
between  them  and  their  allies,  notwithilanding  the  artful 
and  unwearied  attempts  of  the  common  enemy  to  divide 
them  ;  the  fuccefs  of  the  arms  of  the  United  States  and  thofc 
of  their  allies,  and  the  acknowledgment  of  their  indepen- 
dence by  another  European  power,  vvhofe  friendlhip  and 
commerce  mult  be  of  great  and  lading  advantage  to  thefe 
itates  :  do  hereby  recommend  it  to  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
Hates  in  general,  to  obferve,  and  requell  the  feveral  Hates  to 
interpofe  their  authority  in  appointing  and  commanding  the 
obfervation  of  Thurfday,  the  twenty  eighth  day  of  November 
next,  as  a  day  of  folemn  thankfgiving  to  God  for  all  his  mer- 
cies :  and  they  do  further  recommend  to  all  ranks,  to  teftify 
their  gratitude  to  God  for  his  goodnefs,  by  a  cheerful  obe- 
dience to  his  laws,  and  by  promoting,  each  in  his  ftation, 
and  by  his  influence,  the  praftice  of  true  and  undefiled  re- 
ligion, which  is  the  great  foundation  of  public  profperity  and 
national  happinefs.

"  That  it  be  impreffed  on  the  feveral  ftates  as  abfolute- 
ly  neceffary  to  lay  taxes  for  raifing  their  quotas  of  money 
for  the  United  States,  feparate  from  thofe  laid  for  their 
own  particular  ufe.  and  to  pafs  acts  directing  the  collec- 
tors to  pay  the  fame  to  fuch  perfons  as  have  or  fhsll  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  to  receive  the  fame

So  it  wat  refolved,  That  it  be  imprelfed  on  the  feveral 
ftates  as  abfolutely  necefiary  to  lay  taxes  for  railing  their  quo- 
tas of  money  for  the  United  States,  feparate  from  thofe  laid 
for  their  own  particular  ufe,  and  to  pafs  ads  directing  the 
collectors  to  pay  the  fame  to  fuch  perfons  as  have  or  fhall  be 
appointed  by  the  fuperintendant  of  finance  to  receive  the 
fame  within  the  ftate,  and  to  authorife  fuch  receiver  to  reco- 
ver the  monies  of  the  collectors  for  the  ufe  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  fame  manner  and  under  the  fame  penalties  a» 
(late  taxes  are  recovered  by  the  treafurcrs  of  the  refpective 
Hates  ;  to  be  fubjeft  only  to  the  orders  of  Congrefs  or  the 
fuperintendant  of  finance. 

The  ordinance  for  regulating  the   poft-officc  was    read  a. 
third  time,  and  paffed  a»  follows  : 

An  Ordinance  for  regulating  the  Pod-Office  of  the  United 
States    of  America. 
Whereas  the  communication  of  intelligence   with   regula- 
rity and  difpatch,  from  one  part  to  another  of  thefe  United 
States,  is  effentially  requifite  to  the  fafcty  as  well  as  the  com- 
mercial intercd  thereof;  and   the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
affcmbled,  being,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  veiled  with 
the  fole  and  exclufive  right  and  power  of  eftablifhing  and  re- 
gulating poll  offices  throughout  all  thefe  United  States  :    and 
whereas  it  is  become  neceffary  to    revife  the    feveral  regula- 
tions  heretofore  made  relating  to  the  pod-office,  and  reduce 
them  to  one  act  : 

Be    it  therefore  ordained  by    the    United  States  in  Con- 
grefs   affembled,  and   it     is    hereby   ordained   by   the  autho- 
rity of    the  fame,  That  a  continued  communication  of  polls 
throughout    thefe    United    States,  (hall    be    ellablifhed    and 
Vol.  VII.  T 1 1  maintained 
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maintained  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  poftmafter 
general  of  thefe  United  States,  to  extend  to  and  from  the 
Hate  of  New-Hampfhire  and  the  (late  of  Georgia  inclufive, 
and  to  and  from  inch  other  parts  of  thefe  United  States,  as 
from  time  to  time  he  fhall  judge  neceffary,  or  Congrefs  {hall 
direct. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  podmalter  general  for  the  time  being,  fhall,  from 
time  to  time,  fnperintend  and  direel  the  pofl-office  in  all  its 
various  departments  and  fervices  throughout  the  extent  afore- 
faid, agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  contained  in 
this  ordinance  ;  and  fhall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  a  clerk  or  affifiant  to  himfclf,  and  fuch  and  fo  many 
deputy  poltmallers  as  he  fhall  think  proper,  for  whofe  fidelity 
he  fhall  be  accountable  ;  each  of  whom  fhjll  refide  at  fuch 
place  as  the  podmsfter  general  (hall  judge  beft  fuited  to 
maintain  a  due  and  regular  tranfportation  and  exchange  of 
mails.  And  the  faid  poftinaller  general  fhall  be  and  hereby 
is  authorifed  to  allow,  from  time  to  time,  to  his  faid  deputies 
refpedlively,  fuch  commiilions  on  the  monies  to'arife  from 
poltage  in  their  refpe&ive  departments,  as  he  fhall  think 
their  refpective  fervices  may  merit,  fo  as  that  the  faid  com. 
iniffions  fhall  not  in  the  whole  exceed  twenty  per  cent.  And 
fhall,  by  himfelf  or  his  faid  deputies  refpedtively  thereunto 
regularly  authorifed  by  him,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
the  neceffary  pofhiders,  meffengers  and  expreffes,  with  fuch 
falaries  and  allowances  as  he  or  his  faid  deputies  refpe&ively 
fhall  think  meet. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  poftmailer  general,  his  clerk  or  affillant,  his  de- 
puties, and  pod  and  cxprefs  riders,  and  meffengers,  or 
either  of  them,  fhall  not  knowingly  or  willingly  open,  de- 
tain, delay,  fecrete,  embezzle  or  deitroy,  or  caufe,  pro- 
cure, permit  or  fuffer  to  be  opened,  detained,  delayed,  fe- 
creted,  embezzled  or  deftroyed.  any  letter  or  letters, 
packet  or  packets,  or  other  difpatch  or  difpatches,  which 
fhall  con  c  into  his  power,  hands  or  cuMody  by  rea- 
fon  of  his  employment  in  or  relating  to  the  pofl-ofKce, 
except  by  I  lie  con  fen  t  of  the  perfon  or  perfons  by  or  to 
whom  the  fame  fhall  be  delivered  or  dirtcled,  or  by  an 
exprefs  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  p.efident  of  the 
Congrefs  ol  thefe  United  States,   or  in  time  of  war,  of  the 

commander 
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commander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States, 
or  of  the  commanding  officer  of  a  fcparate  army  in  thefe 
United  States,  or  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of  one  of  the 
faid  Hates,  for  that  purpofe,  or  except  in  fuch  other  cafea 
wherein  he  fhall  he  authorifed  fo  to  do  by  this  ordinance  : 
(provided  always,  that  no  letter,  franked  by  any  perfon  au- 
thorifed by  this  ordinance  to  frank  the  fame,  fliall  be  opened 
by  order  of  any  military  officer,  or  chief  executive  officer 
of  either  of  the  Rates.)  And  that  the  poflmafler  general, 
his  affiftant,  deputies,  poll  and  cxprefs  riders,  and  meffen- 
gers,  and  each  and  every  of  them,  fhall,  without  delay, 
take  arid  fubferibe  the  following  oath,  to  wit,  *  I,  A.  B. 
do  folemnly  and  fincerely  fwear,  declare  or  affirm  (as  the 
cafe  may  require)  that  I  will  Well  and  faithfully  do,  execute, 
perform  and  fulfil  every  duty  required  of  me,  and  abllain 
from  every  act  or  thing  forbidden  by  a  certain  ordinance 
paiTed  by  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congrefs  affem- 
blcd,  on  the  18th  day  of  October,  1782,  entitled,  "  an  or- 
dinance for  regulating  the  poft-office  of  the  United  States  of 
America.'' 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  if  the  poflmafler  general  fhall  fie  guilty  of  a  breach  of 
the  faid  oath  or  affirmation  or  any  part  thereof,  and  be 
thereof  convict,  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  one  thoufand  dol- 
Jais,  to  be  fucd  for  and  recovered  in  an  aft  ion  of  debt,  in  the 
fiate  where  the  offence  fliall  be  committed,  by  the  treafurer 
of  the  United  States  for  the  time  being  :  and  if  any  poft- 
mailer,  poftrider,  or  other  perfon  employed  in  the  poft-office 
department,  fhall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  faid  oath  or 
affirmation  or  any  part  thereof,  and  be  thereof  convidt,  each 
one  fo  offending  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  three  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  fued  for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  ftate 
where  the  offence  fliall  be  committed,  by  the  poltmafter 
general  for  the  time  being  :  all  which  forfeitures,  when 
recovered  and  received,  fhall  be  accounted  for  by  the  perfons 
recovering  the  fame, and  applied  towards  defraying  the  neceffa- 
ry  expences  of  the  poft-office;  and  every  perfon  employed  in  the 
polt-office  department,  who  fhall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the 
faid  oath  or  affirmation  fhall,  befides  paying  the  abovementi- 
oned  forfeitures, be  rendered  incapable  ever  hercafterofholding 
any  office  or  place  of  truft  or  profit  under  thefe  United  States  : 
provided  always,  That  the  foregoing  oath  fhall  not  be  re- 
quired of  any  fpecial  exprefs  or  meffenger,  to  be  appoint- 
ed

ed  at  the  requeft  of  any  particular  perfon  or  perfons,  in  the 
manner  herein  after  directed,  unlefs  the  fame  mall  be  thought 
neceffary  by  the  poftmafter  general  or  his  deputy  who  fliall 
have  appointed  him  ;  which  oath  fhall,  without  delay,  be 
made  by  the  poftmafter  general  before  the  prefident  of  the 
Congrefs  of  thefe  United  States  ;  and  by  each  of  the  faid 
clerk  or  affiftant,  deputies  and  poftriders  (except  as  is  abore 
provided  with  refpect  to  fpecial  expreffes  and  meffengers)  be- 
fore the  poftmafter  general,  or  before  any  civil  magiftrate 
nominated  by  him  for  that  purpofe  ;  all  which  perfons  are 
hereby  refpectively  authorifed  to  adminifter  the  faid  oath  ; 
and  fliall  refpe&ively  make  and  fign  certificates  thereof:  the 
certificate  to  be  figned  by  the  prefident,  to  be  lodged  in  the 
office  of  the  fecretary  of  the  Congrefs  of  thefe  United  States, 
and  the  other  certificates  refpcdlively  to  be  returned  into 
the  office  of  the  poftmafter  geneial  ;  there  to  be  kept  as 
evidence  of  the  fevtral  qualifications  therein  refpcdlively  cer- 
tified, 

And  he  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  poftmafter  general  of  thefe  United  States  for  the 
time  being,  and  his  deputy  and  deputies,  thereunto  by  him 
fufficiently  authorifed,  and  his  and  their  agents,  poftriders, 
txpreffes  aud  rreffengers  refpedtively,  and  no  other  perfon 
whatfoever,  fliall  have  the  receiving,  taking  up,  ordering, 
difpatching,  fending  poft  or  with  fpeed,  carrying  and  de- 
livering of  any  letters,  packets  or  other  difpatches  from  any 
place  within  thefe  United  States  for  hire,  reward,  or  other 
profit  or  advantage  for  receiving,  carrying  or  delivering  fuch 
letters  or  packets  refpectively  ;  and  any  other  perfon  or  per- 
fons prefuming  (o  to  do,  fnail  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  fuch 
offence,  twenty  dollars,  to  be  fued  for  and  recovered  in  an 
action  of  debt  with  cofts  of  fuit,  by  the  poftmafter  ge- 
neral or  his  deputy,  in  the  ftate  in  which  the  offence  fliall 
be  committed  ;  and  fuch  funis  as  fliall  be  thus  recovered 
and  received,  (hall  be  accounted  for  by  the  poftmafter 
general,  and  applied  towards  defraying  the  neceffary  ex- 
pences  of  the  poft  office.  Provided  ncverthclefs,  That  no- 
thing herein  contained  fliall  be  conftrued  to  extend  to  any 
meflenger  purpofely  fent  on  any  private  affair,  and  car- 
rying letters  or  packets  relating  to  Inch  affair  only  ;  or 
to  perfons  fent  officially  on  public  fervicc.  And  provided 
alio,  That  nothing  herein  contained  fliall  in  any  manner 
affect  any  private  crofi  poftrider  that  may  be  employed  by 
any   of  the  citizens    of  thefe   United   States   with  the  oon- 
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fent   of  the  pod  mailer  general   or  his  deputy  until  a  public 
rider  can  be  edablifhrd  on  fuch  crofs  road. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  r.forefaid, 
That  if  any  perfon,  not  being  a  pod  or  exprefs  rider  in 
the  fervice  of  the  general  pod  office,  fhall  carry  any  letters, 
packets  or  other  difpatches  from  one  place  to  another  with- 
in thefe  United  States,  on  any  of  the  poll  roads,  to  any 
place  within  thefe  United  States,  for  hire  or  reward,  except 
in  cafes  as  is  herein  before  excepted,  or  fhall  not,  when 
bringing  letters  from  beyond  fea  for  hire  or  reward,  deliver 
the  fame  at  the  pod  office,  if  any  there  be,  at  the  place  of 
his  or  her  arrival,  he  or  fhe  fhall,  in  each  of  the  beforemen- 
tioned  cafes,  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  fuch  effence,  twenty 
dollars  ;  to  be  recovered  by  the  poft  mailer  general  or  any 
of  his  deputies,  in  an  aclion  of  debt,  in  the  Hate  wherein 
the  offence  fhall  have  been  committed,  wjth  colls  of  fuit ; 
and  applied  towards  the  expences  of  the  poft-office,  and 
be  accounted  for  accordingly  :  and  if  fuch  offence  fhall  have 
been  committed  by  any  perfon  holding  a  civil  or  military 
commiffion  under  thefe  United  States,  he  fhall  on  conviction 
thereof,  forfeit  hii  commiffion.  And  for  every  letter,  packet 
or  other  difpatch  from  beyond  fca,  which  any  perfon  fnall 
fo  deliver  at  the  pod  office,  he  fhall  receive  of  the  poft  maf- 
ter,  at  the  poft  office,  for  the  delivery  of  the  fame,  one 
ninetieth  of  a  dollar. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  poft  mafter  general  fhall  caufe  the  mail  to  be  car- 
ried with  all  care  and  difpatch,  at  leaft  once  in  every  weck^ 
to  and  from  each  of  the  dated  poll-offices,  and  his  depu- 
ties fhall  keep  and  tranfmit  to  him,  regular,  particular,  juffc 
and  quarterly  accounts  of  the  incomes  and  expenditures 
of  their  refpective  offices  ;  and  from  thofe  and  fuch  other 
materials  as  fhall  be  neceffary  for  the  purpofe,  the  poft 
mader  general  fhall  form  and  keep  regular  and  juft  accounts 
of  the  incomes  and  expenditures  of  the  general  poft-office, 
which  he  fhall  annually  deliver  to  the  comptroller  of  accounts 
of  thefe  United  States,  attended  with  the  quarterly  ac- 
counts of  each  office,  and  vouchers  for  his  examination  and 
palling. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  pod  mafter  general's  deputies  refpe&ivcly,  fhall  re- 
gularly  ptiblifn  at  the  expiration  of  each  quarter  (ifitenn 
conveniently  be  done)  in  one  of  the  moft  convenient  pub- 
lic newfpapers,  for  three  fucceffive  weeks,  a  lift  of  all  let- 
ters 
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ters  at  that  time  remaining  in  their  offices  ;  and  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  fubfequent  quarter,  fhall  fend  fuch  of  the  let. 
ters  fo  publifhed  as  then  remain,  as  dead  letters  to  the  gene- 
ral poft-office  ;  where  they  fhall  be  opened  and  infpec/ted 
by  the  poft  mafter  general,  who  fhall  carefully  preferve  them, 
with  the  papers  therein  refpe&ively  contained,  and  fhall  in- 
fert  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe,  the  date  of  fuch 
letter,  and  the  name  and  place  of  direction  on  the  fame, 
together  with  a  particular  account  of  the  enclofures  contain* 
ed  therein  ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  quarter,  the  poft 
mafter  general  fhall  caufe  to  be  publifhed,  in  one  of  the 
newfpapers  of  the  ftat£  in  which  the  owners  of  fuch  valua- 
ble papers  are  fuppofed  to  refide  (if  a  newfpaper  is  printed 
jn  fuch  ftate)  elfe  in  the  mod  convenient  paper,  an  advertife- 
inent,  informing  that  fuch  papers  are  in  his  pofTeffion,  and 
fhall  deliver  fuch  letter  and  enclofures  to  the  perfon  or  per- 
fons  to  whom  the  fame  fhall  be  directed,  or  his,  her,  or 
their  order  at  the  poll  office,  he,  fhe  or  they  firfl  paying 
the  po/tage  for  the  fame,  at  the  rates  from  time  to  time 
eflablifhed  by  thefe  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  and 
the  nece.Thry  expence  of  fuch  publications  as  afotefaid  ;  and 
in  cafe  of  neglect  to  take  up  fuch  letters,  the  expence  fhall 
be  charged  to  the  United  States. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  poft  mafter  general  and  his  deputies  refpedtively, 
fhall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed,  whenever  the  danger 
of  robberies  of  the  mail,  fhall  in  their  refpedtive  judgments, 
render  the  fame  neceffary,  to  hire  occafional  exprefles  for 
carrying  the  public  difpatches,  and  fuch  private  letters  as 
from  time  to  time  fhall  be  in  the  poft  offices  :  who  fhall  not 
be  confined  to  fixed  days,  nor  to  travel  the  ufual  poft-roads* 
but  fhall,  in  thofe  refpedts  be  fubjedt  to  the  order  and  di- 
rection of  the  poft  mafter  geireral  and  his  deputies  reflec- 
tively. And  to  the  end  that  the  expence  of  feveral  exprefTcs 
deftined  to  the  fame  place,  at  the  fame  time,  may  be  avoid- 
ed :  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  that 
all  extraordinary  exprefles  in  the  public  fervice,  fhall,  if  a 
poft  office  he  eflablifhed  at  the  place  from  which  they  fhall 
feverally  take  their  departure,  be  hired  by  the  poft  mafter 
general  or  his  deputy,  aod  fet  out  f:om  and  return  to  fuch 
poll  office,  with  the  letters,  packets  ai^d  difpatches  to  be 
carried  by  them  refpedtively- 

And 
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And  be  It  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  poftage  of  all  letters,  packets  anddifpatches,  to  and 
from  the  different  pod-offices  within  thefe  United  States, 
fliall  be  at  the  following  rates,  in  penny- weights  and  grains 
of  filver,  cftimating  each  penny-weight,  as  at  prefent,  at  five- 
ninetieths  of  a  dollar,  to  wit : 

For  any  diftancc  not  exceeding  fixty  miles,  one  penny- 
weight eight  grains  ;  upwards  of  fixty,  and  not  exceeding 
one  hundred,  two  penny  weight  ;  upwards  of  one  hundred, 
and  not  exceeding  two  hundred,  two  penny-weight  fixteen 
grains,  and  fo  on,  fixteen  grains  advance  for  every  hun- 
dred miles  ;  and  for  all  fingle  letters  to  or  from  Europe, 
by  packet  or  difpatch  veflels,  four  penny  weight  ;  the 
above  rates  to  be  doubled  for  double  letters,  trebled  for 
treble  letters,  and  a  packet  weighing  an  ounce,  to  be 
charged  equal  to  four  fingle  letters,  and  in  that  proporti- 
on if  of  a  greater  weight :  and  to  the  foregoing  rates  (hall 
be  added,  a  fum  not  exceeding  four  ninetieths  of  a  dollar, 
upon  every  letter,  packet  or  difpatch  which  fhall  come  in- 
to the  poft  office  from  beyond  fea,  by  any  other  convey- 
ance than  packets  or  dilpatch  vefiels ;  and  every  letter, 
packet  and  difpatch,  except  dead  letters,  may  and  fliall  be 
retained  in  the  office  where  the  fame  (hall  have  arrived,  which 
fhall  be  neareft  to  the  place  of  direction,  until  the  poftage 
thereon  (hall  be  paid. 

And  be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  it 
fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  poftmafter  general,  or  any 
of  his  deputies,  to  licenfe  every  poftrider  to  carry  any  newf- 
papers  to  and  from  anyplace  or  places  within  thefe  United 
States,  at  fuch  moderate  rates  as  the  poftmafter  general 
fliall  eftablifh,  he  rendering  the  poft  riders  accountable  to 
the  poftmafter  general,  or  the  refpeclive  deputy  poftmafters 
by  whom  they  fliall  fcverally  be  employed,  for  fuch  propor- 
tion of  the  monies  arifing  therefrom,  as  the  poftmafter  geneni 
fliall  think  proper,  to  be  by  him  credited  to  thefe  United 
States  in  his  general  account. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  in  cafe  the  income  of  the  poll- office  fliall,  in  any  yevr, 
exceed  the  expences  thereof,  the  poftmafter  general  (hall 
pay  to  the  treafurer  of  the  United  (tates  the  furplus,  un- 
til the  fums  of  money  heretofore  advanced,  or  which  (hall 
be  hereafter  advanced  by  the  United  States,  for  the  fup- 
po'rt  of  the  general  poft-effice,  with  intercft  thereon  at 
fix  per  cent,  per  annum,   fliall  be  repaid,   after  which  fiuh 
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furplus  (hall  be  appropriated  and  applied  to  the  eftabliih- 
ment  of  new  pott-offices  and  the  fupport  of  packets,  to 
rendev  the  port-office  department  as  extenfively  ufeful  as 
may  be  :  and  if  the  neceffary  expences  of  that  edablifh- 
tnent  (hall  exceed  the  profits  arifing  from  the  pod-office, 
fuch  cxcefs,  when  properly  afcertained,  (hall  be  paid,  on 
warrants  of  the  fuperintendant  of  finance,  by  the  treafurer 
of  the  United  States,  to  the  podmader  general  in  quarter- 
ly payments,  to  enable  him  effectually  to  fupport  the  pod- 
office. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  falary  of  the  podmader  general  (hall  be  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  that  of  his  clerk  or  affidant 
one  thoufand  dollars  per  annum. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  letters,  packets  and  difpatches  to  and  from  the  members 
and  fecretary  of  Congrefs,  while  actually  attending  Congrefs, 
to  and  from  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  thefe 
United  States,  or  commander  of  a  fepatate  army,  to  and  from 
the  heeds  of  the  departments  of  finance  of  war  and  of  foreign 
affairs,  of  thefe  United  States,  on  public  fat-vice,  (hall  pafs  and 
be  carried  free  of  podage. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  finale  letters  directed 
to  any  officers  of  the  line,  in  adlual  fervice,  (hall  be  free  of 
podage. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  all  former  and  other  acts,  ordinances  and  refolutions 
of  thefe  United  States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  heretofore 
made  relating  to  the  pod  office,  be,  and  the  fame,  and  each 
and  every  of  them,  is  and  are  hereby  repealed  and  made 
vo;d.  Done,  &c.  &c.

R/rfo/veJ,  That  major  David  S.  Franks  hold  the  rank  and 
receive  the  pay  of  a  :v.;:jor  in  the  line  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  until  the  new  arrangement  fhall  take  place 
the  full  day  of  January  next  .  and  that  he  then  be  confidered 
as  retiring  from  fervice  under  the  fame  emoluments  as  thofe 
who  retired  under  the  rcfolution  of  the  3  id  day  of  December 
laft. 

The  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Duane  and  Mr.William- 
fon.  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  the  ifclh  of  September 
from   Oliver  Pollock,   report 

"  That  having  examined  fundry  letters  and  papers  which 
they  fubmit  to  the  confideration  of  Congrefs,  they  are  of 
opinion  that  Mr  Pollock's  accounts  with  the  United  States 
and  thofe  with  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  are  in  fome  cafes  com- 
plicated in  fuch  manner,  that  the  fettlemtnt  of  the  former 
nuill  nectfTavily  be  deferred  till  that  of  the  latter  is  perfect- 
ed ;  wherefore  as  well  as  from  the  want  of  fome  neceflary 
Information  from  governor  Galvez  /•■  r.  Pollock's  accounts 
with  the  United  States  mull  for  the  prefent  be  left  open  : 
that  Mr.  Pollock  appears  to  have  exerted  bimfelf  with  much 
zeal  and  induflry  as  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States 
at  New. Orleans  :  that  he  alfo  appears  to  have  advanced 
largs  fums  out  of  his  private  fortune,  and  to  have  contracted 
large  debts  with  the  fuhje&s  of  his  catholic  majelly,  partly 
for  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  and  partly  for  the 
fervice  of  the  ftate  of  Virginia  ;  that  public  faith,  juflice 
and  humanity  require  that  the  fundry  accounts  fhouid  be 
liquidated  and  the  balances  paid,  or  at  lead  fecurity  given 
for  payment  of  the  fame  whenever  the  ftate  of  our  public 
funds  fhall  render  it  practicable  :  that  therefore  it  be  recom- 
mended to  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  to  caufe  the  accounts  of 
Mr.  Pollock  with  that  ftate,  to  be  adjutted  with  as  much 
difpatch  as  may  be  practicable,  in  order  that  Mr.  Pollock's 
accounts  with  the  United  btates  may  alfo  be  adjufted.'' 

Whereupon, 

Refolved,   That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid   report.

The  fupplemental  ordinance  for  regulating  the  poft-office, 
was  read  a  third  time  and  paffed  as  follows  : 
A  fupplemental  ordinance    for  regulating  the   poft-office  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  fince  the  paffing  the  ordinance  for  regulating 
the  poft-office  of  the  United  States  of  America,  it  hath 
been  reprefentcd  that  the  allowance  thereby  made  of  eom- 
miffions  to  a  deputy  poft  mafter,  on  the  money  only  arif- 
ing   from   the  poltage  of  letters,  would   in   many  inftancea 

be 
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be  inadequate  to  the  fervice  ;  and  that  the  provifion  that 
all  the  dead  letters  fboiild  be  regiftered  and  preferred,  will 
occsfion  great  and  ufclefi  trouble  and  expence  ;  and  no  pro- 
vifion is  made  therein  for  the  deputy  pofhnaOer  with  the 
main  army  :  in  order  therefore  to  remedy  the  defeats  of  the 
before  mentioned  ordinance  : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTem- 
bled,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  bv  the  authoiity  of  the  fame. 
That  it  mall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  paltmailer  general 
for  the  time  being,  to  allow  to  his  refpeclive  deputies  fuch 
coram iffions  as  he  fliall  think  their  reipective  fervices  may 
merit,  not  exceeding  twenty  per  centum  on  the  poftage  of 
all  letters,  making  the  fame  allowance  for  free  letters  as  if 
they  paid  poltage  :  and  that  inftead  of  regiilering  and  pre- 
ferving  all  dead  letters  from  time  to  time  remaining  in  the 
general  poll  office,  it  fnall  be  fufficient  and  the  poftmaft^r 
general  is  only  required  to  preferve  fuch  of  them,  the  con- 
tents and  enclofures  of  which  may  be  valuable. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That 
the  act  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  refpefting 
the  poftmafter  at  head  quarters  of  the  army,  paffed  on  the 
1  ith  day  of  March,  1782,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  revived 
and  declared  to  be  in  full  force. 

And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  poftmafter  general 
for  the  time  being,  to  allow  and  pay  to  any  informer,  one

ftate  engaging  that  it  will  lubmit  to  fuch  a  mode  of  deter- 
mination.

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ing  been  appointed  by  a  meeting  of  the  Virginia  officers  to 
receive  their  warrants  for  the  monies  advanced  on  account 
of  pay  and  fubfidence  : 

Refohed,  That  the  fscretary  at  war  is  empowered  to  iiTue 
his  warrants,  on  account  of  the  officers  of  the  Virginia  line, 
for  pay  and  rations,  in  favour  of  the  faid  lieutenant  Charles 
Stackly,  as  paymader  to  the  line,  until  the  commanding 
officer  thereof  mall  report  that  it  is  organized  into  regiments 
and  that  the  feveral  paymafters  are  acting. 

Saturday,     November  2,   1782. 

The  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Duane,  Mr.  Ramfay 
and  Mr.  Wharton,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  the  lit 
from  the  fecretary  at  war  report, 

"  That  they  have  had  a  conference  with  the  two  deputies 
of  the  Catawba  nation  of  Indians  :  that  their  miffion  refpe&s 
certain  tracts  of  lands  referved  for  their  ufe  in  the  date  of 
South. Carolina,  which  they  wifh  may  be  fo  fecurcd  to  their 
tribe  as  not  to  be  intruded  into  by  force,  nor  alienated  even 
with  their  own  confeut  ;  whereupon, 

Refolved,  Thar  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflature  of 
the  date  of  South-Carolina,  to  take  fuch  meafures  for  the 
fatisfaftion  and  fecurity  of  the  faid  tribe  as  the  faid  legifla- 
ture fhall  in  their  wifdom  think  fit. 

Ordered,  That  in  confederation  of  the  fidelity  of  the  faid 
tribe  in  the  caufe  of  the  United  States,  the  fecretary  at  war 
make  the  faid  two  deputies  prefents  not  exceeding  the  value 
of  two  hundred  dollars. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Duane,  feconded  by  Mr.  Witherfpoon, 

Refolded,  That  the  feveral  matters  now  before  Congrefs 
be  referred  over  and  recommended  to  the  attention  of  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  adembled,  to  meet  at  this  place 
on  Monday  next.

id.  AS  foon  as  the  prefident  aflurr.es  the  chair,  th& 
members  fhall  take  their  feats. 

2d.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  (hall  then  be  read  ; 
and  after  that  the  public  letters,  petitions  and  memorials,  if 
any  have  been  received  or  preferred. 

3d.  Every  letter,  petition,  or  memorial  read,  on  which  no 
order  is  moved,  fhall  of  courfe  be  considered  as  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table,  and  may  be  taken  up  at  any  future  time. 

4th.  After  the  public  difpatchea,  &c.  the  reports  of  com- 
mittees which  may  have  been  delivered  by  them  to  the  fe- 
cretary  during  the  preceding  day,  fhall,  for  the  information 
of  the  houfe,  be  read  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  deli- 
vered, and,  if  it  is  judged  proper,  a  day  be  affigned  for 
confidering  them. 

5th.  After  the  public  letters,  &c.  are  read,  and  orders 
given  concerning  them,  the  reports  of  the  board  of  treafury 
and  of  the  board  of  war,  if  any,  fhall  be  taken  into  con- 
fideration  ;  but  none  of  thofe  fubjecls  for  the  determination 
of  which  the  affent  of  nine  ftates  is  requifite,  fhall  be  agitat- 
ed or  debated  except  when  nine  dates  or  more  are  aflembled..

but  if  it  comprehends  different  fuhjeds.  independent  one  of 
another,  in  the  form  of  diftind  ads  or  refolutions,  a  queftion 
fhall  be  taken  on  each. 

ejth.  When  any  ordinance  is  introduced  by  report  or  other- 
wife,  it  fhall  be  read  a  firft  time  for  the  information  of  the 
houfe  without  debate.  The  prefident  fhall  then  put  the 
following  queftion,  **  Shall  this  ordinance  be  read  a  fecond 
time  ?"  If  it  partes  in  the  affirmative,  then  a  time  fhall 
be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  when  it  fhall  be  read  and 
debated  by  paragraphs,  and  when  gone  through,  the  quef- 
tion fhall  be  "  Shall  this  ordinance  be  read  a  third  time  ?'* 
If  agreed  to,  and  a  time  appointed,  it  fhall  be  according- 
ly read  by  paragraphs,  and  If  neceffary  debated.  And 
when  gone  through  the  queftion  fhall  be,  **  Shall  this  or- 
dinance pafs  ?"

When  a  motion  is  made  and  feconded,  it  fhall  be 
repeated  by  the  prefident,  or  being  in  writing,  it  fhall  be  de- 
livered to  the  prefident  and  read  aloud  at  the  table,  before  it 
fhall  be  debated. 

nth.  Every  motion  fhall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the 
prefident  or  any  member  require  it.' 

12th.  After  a  motion  is  repeated  by  the  prefident  or  read 
at  the  table,  it  fhall  then  be  in  the  pcfleffion  of  the  houfe, 
but  may  at  any  time  before  decifion,  be  withdrawn.

1 6th.  The  previous  queftion  (which  is  always  to  be  un- 
derftood  in  this  fenfe,  that  the  main  queilioa  be  not  now 
put)  fhall  only  be  admitted  when  in  the  judgment  of  two 
ftates  at  leaft,  thefubject  moved  is  in  its  nature,  or  from  the 
circumftances  of  time  or  place,  improper  to  be  debated  or 
decided,  and  fhall  therefore  preclude  all  amendments  and 
farther  debates  on  the  fubjeft  until  it  is  decided. 

17th,  A  motion  for  commitment  fhall  alfo  have  preference 
and  preclude  all  amendments  and  debates  on  the  fubjeCl 
unt'l  it  fhall  be  decided. 

18th.  On  motions  for  the  previous  queftion  or  for  poft- 
poning,  no  member  fhall  fpeak  more  than  once. 

Ityth.  When  any  fubjeil  fhall  be  deemed  fo  important  as 
to  require  mature  difcuflion  before  it  be  fubmitted  to  the 
decifion  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled,  it  fhall 
be  referred  to  the  confideration  of  a  grand  committee, 
confilting  of  one  member  prefent  from  each  ftate,  and  in  fuch 
cafe  each  ftate  fhall  nominate  its  member.  Every  member 
may  attend  the  debates  of  a  grand  committee,  and  for  that 
purpofe  the  time  and  place  of  its  meeting  fhall  be  fixed  by 
the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled. 

20th.  The  ftates  fhall  ballot  for  fmall  committees,  but  if 
upon  counting  the  ballots,  the  number  required  fhall  not  be 
elected  by  a  majority  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs 
afTembled,  the  prefident  fhall  name  the  members  who  have 
been  balloted  for,  and  the  houfe  fhall  by  a  vote  or  votes  de- 
termine the  committee. 

2 1  ft.  If  a  queftion  under  debate  contains  feveral  points, 
any  member  may  have  it  divided. 

22d.  When  a  queftion  is  about  to  be  put,  it  fhall  be  in  the 
power  of  any  one  of  the  ftates  to  poftpone  the  determination 
thereof  until  the  next  day,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  unlcfs  it  lhall 
be  further  poftponed  by  order  of  the  houfe,  the  queftion  fhall 
the  next  day,  immediately  after  reading  the  public  dif- 
patches,  &c,  and  before  the  houfe  go  upon  other  buiinefs,  be 
put  without  any  debate  provided  there  be  a  fuiheient  num.

24th.  Every  member  when  he  chutes  to  fpeak,  fhall  rife 
and  addrefs  the  preiident.  When  two  members  chance  to 
rife  at  the  fame  time,  the  prefident  fliall  name  the  perfon 
who  is  to  fpeak  firft. 

Every  member,  both  in  debate  and  while  the  ftates  are 
affembled,  fhall  conduct  himfelf  with  the  utmoft  decency  and 
decorum.  If  any  member  fhall  tranfgrefs,  the  prefident  fliall 
call  to  order  :  in  cafe  the  diforder  be  continued  or  repeated, 
the  prefident  may  name  the  perfon  tranfgrefling.  Any 
member  may  call  to  order. 

25th.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order,  he  fhall  imme- 
diately fit  down.  If  he  has  been  named  as  a  tranfgreflbr, 
his  conduct  fliall  be  enquired  into  and  he  fliall  be  liable  to  a 
cenfure. 

26th.  When  a  queftion  of  order  is  moved,  the  prefident  if 
he  is  in  doubt,  may  call  for  the  judgment  of  the  houfe,  other- 
wife  he  fhall  in  the  firft  inftance  give  a  decifion,  and  an  ap- 
peal fliall  He  to  the  houfe,  but  there  fliall  be  no  debate  on 
queftions  of  order,  except  that  a  member  called  to  order  for 
irregular  cr  unbecoming  conduct,  or  for  improper  exprefiions, 
may  be  allowed  to  explain.

The  diftreffes  of  the  army  for  want  of  provifions,and  their 
uneafinefs  and  difiatisfaction  for  want  of  pay,  have  been  fo 
great  and  fo  notorious,  and  the  clamours  of  public  creditors 
fo  loud,  that  it  is  become  neceffary  to  ftate  the  meafures 
which  Congrefs  have  purfued,  and  the  Heps  they  have  taken 
from  time  to  time  to  fupport  the  war,  to  provide  for  public 
exigencies,  and  to  guard  againft  the  dangers  and  embarraff- 
ments  with  which  we  are  now  threatened  for  want  of  timely 
fupplies  of  money. 

It  cannot  be  forgotten  that  thefeUnited  States  were  plung- 
ed into  a  war,  and  that  an  army  was  drawn  together  before 
any  money  was  provided,  or  funds  eftabliflicd  for  defraying 
the  expencc  thereof.  Arms,  ammunition,  and  implements 
of  war  were  all  to  be  procured  ;  as  well  as  provifions,  fub- 
iiftence  and  pay  for  the  troops  fuddenly  called  forth  to  op- 
pofe  an  enemy  already  in  the  heart  of  our  country,  and  in 
poffefilon  of  one  of  our  capital  towns.  In  this  fituation  of 
affairs  Congrefs  met  in  May,  1775.  They  had  no  refource 
from  whence  to  derive  prefent  fupplies  but  that  of  emitting 
bills  of  credit,  redeemable  at  a  future  day.  Thi3  was  an  ex- 
pedient which  was  well  known,  and  had  often  been  practifed 
to  good  effedt  in  the  feveral  colonies.  Accordingly,  on  the 
2  2d  of  June,  1775,  they  agreed  to  emit  bills  of  credit  to  the 
amount  of  two  millions,  and  on  the  25th  of  July  following 
increafed  the  fum  to  three  million  dollars  ;  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  which  they  pledged  the  confederated  colonies  ;  and 
directed  each  colony  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  fink  its 
proportion  or  quota,  which  was  then  afcertained,  fn  fuch, 
manner  as  would  be  moft  effectual  and  beft  adapted  to  the 
condition,  circum {lances,  and  equal  mode  of  leyying  taxes 
in  fuch  colony,  in  four  annual  payments  ;  the  firft  to  be  made 
on  or  before  the  la  ft  of  November,  1779,  before  which  time 
it  was  hoped  the  conteft  might  be  brought  to  a  conclufion. 
On  the  29th  of  November  following,  an  eftimate  having 
been  formed  of  the  public  expences  already  arifen,and  which 
might  accrue  in  the  defence  of  America  to  the  10th  of  June, 
1776,  Congrefs  refolved  to  emit  a  further  fura  of  three  mil- 
lions of  dollars;  to  be  redeemed  as  the  former  by  f®ur  an- 
nua) 
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nual  payments,  the  firft  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  iafl  day 
of  November,  1 783.  It  was  at  the  iame  time  refolved,  that 
the  proportion  or  quota  of  each  refpe&ive  flate  mould  be 
determined  according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  all 
ages,  including  negroes  and  mulattoes,  in  each  colony  ; 
and  for  this  pnrpofe  it  was  recommended  to  the  feveral  affem- 
blies,  &c.  to  afcertain  by  the  mod  impartial  means  in  their 
power,  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  each  refpeclive  colony, 
and  make  returns  thereof  to  Congrefs  as  form  as  poffible. 

At  this  time  a  hope  was  rtifl  entertained  that  an  accom- 
modation would  take  place,  and  that  hostilities  would  foon 
ceafe.  But  having  received  advices  in  the  winter  fol- 
lowing, that  Great-Britain  had  contracted  for  a  large  body 
of  Heffians,  and  other  German  mercenaries,  which  were  to 
be  fent  over  to  fubdue  America,  Congrefs  found  it  neceffary 
to  make  fuitable  preparations,  which  confequently  increafed 
the  expence  ;  and  therefore,  on  the  17th  of  February,  they 
ordered  four  millions  of  dollars  to  be  emitted  on  the  fame 
fecurity  as  the  former  fums,  and  on  the  9th  of  May  follow- 
ing emitted  five  millions  more  on  the  like  fecurity. 

The  powerful  fleet  and  army  fent  againft  America  in  the 
fummer  of  1776,  and  the  profeffed  defign  of  Great  Britain 
to  fubdue  by  force,  or  to  bring  the  colonies  to  unconditional 
fubmiffion,  obliged  Congrefs  to  declare  independence,  and 
to  call  in  the  aid  of  militia,  and  confequently  increafe  the  ex- 
pence  ;  and  therefore,  on  the  2 2d  july,they  emitted  five  milli" 
ons  more.  But  asitwas  forefcen  that  fuch  repeated  iflues  o* 
bills  of  credit  would  increafe  the  quantity  to  too  great  a 
degree,  and  confequently  occafion  their  depreciation,  it  was 
relolved  on  the  3d  of  October  following  to  borrow  rive  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  and  in  November  a  lottery  was  fet  on  foot 
for  raifing  a  farther  fitM  on  loan. 

As  the  governments  of  the  feveral  Hates  were  not  yet  fuf- 
ficientlj-  organized  and  in  vigour,  and  as  the  expences  of 
arraying  and  equipping  the  militia  were  great,  and  the  re- 
sources from  commerce  cut  off,  it  wss  not  thought  proper  to 
proceed  to  taxation  :  And  as  neither  loans  nor  the  lottery 
were  fufiiciently  productive,  neccflity  compelled  to  further 
emifiions  of  bills  of  credit.  By  this  means  the  paper  currency 
being  multiplied  began  to  depreciate  ;  it  was  therefore  re- 
folved on  the  10th  September,  1777,  to  prepare  an  earned 
recommendation  to  the  Mates  to  proceed  to. taxation.  The 
jnvafion  of  Pennfylvania,  and  the  removal  of  Congrefs  from 
Philadelphia,  prevented  this  being  done  as  foon  as  might  have 
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been  wi/hed  :  but  on  the  22d  November,  1777,  it-was  recom- 
mended to  the  Rates  to  raife  by  taxes,  for  the  fervice  of  the 
year  1778,  the  fum  of  five  million  dollars,  and  to  pay  the  fame 
into  the  public  treafury  in  four  quarterly  payments.  Previ- 
ous to  this  it  had  been  refolved  tp  borrow  larger  funis  ;  and 
to  encourage  the  money  holders  to  lend,  it  was  agreed  to 
pay  the  intereft  by  bills  of  exchange  drawn  on  our  com- 
raiffioners  in  France. 

Unfortunately  the  tax  failed,  and  the  fums  obtained  from 
loans  were  greatly  inadequate  to  the  expenditure,  confequent- 
ly  more  money  was  emitted,  and  notwithstanding  the  fa- 
vourable turn  in  our  affairs  in  1778,  depreciation  increafed 
with  amazing  rapidity. 

At  the  clofe  of  the  year  1778,  the  fums  emitted  and  bor- 
rowed amounted  to  about  one  hundred  and  eight  millions* 
Congrefs  anxious  to  put  a  flop  to  any  farther  emiffions,  and 
to  provide  a  fund  for  redeeming  what  was  iffued,  coiled  upon 
the  ftates  on  the  firft  of  January,  1779,  to  pay  into  the  con- 
tinental treafury,  their  refpedlive  quotas  of  fifteen  million 
dollars  for  the  fervice  of  that  year,  and  of  fix  millions  annually 
from  and  after  the  year  1779,  as  a  fund  for  finking  the  emif- 
fions and  loans  to  the  3  i  ft  December,  1778.  And  on  the 
21ft  May  following,  in  addition  to  the  above,  on  account  of 
the  great  depreciation  of  the  paper,  the  dates  were  called  on 
to  furnifh  for  the  fervice  of  the  year  1779.  their 
refpe&ive  quotas  of  4.5  millions,  the  whole  to  be  paid  into 
the  continental  treafury  before  the  firft  January,  1780.  A 
compliance  with  thefe  requifitions  would  not  only  have  an- 
fwercd  the  ncceffary  exigencies  of  the  year,  but  would  hare 
arretted  depreciation  in  its  progrefs.  But  as  thefe  were  not 
complied  with  in  due  time,  and  as  the  demands  of  the  public 
were  preffing  and  conftant,  the  profpeft  of  future  taxes  fer- 
ved  only  as  a  ftimuius  to  urge  thofe,  who  had  in  their  poflef- 
fion  the  fupplies  and  ncceffaries  wanted,  to  enhance  the  price 
in  order  to  pay  their  taxes  with  the  greater  eafe  ;  while  atthe 
fame  time  the  public  treafury,  receiving  no  recruit  from  taxes, 
was  from  time  to  time  replenifhed  with  new  emiffions  ;  and 
from  thefe  caufes  combined,  depreciation,  inflead  of  receiving 
.a  check,  proceeded  with  redoubled  vigor. 

As  the  failure  of  the  ftates  was  attributed  to  their  not 
having  rcceited  the  requifitions  in  due  time,  Congrefs  re- 
folved 
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folvcd  in  future  to  remedy  that  defect,  and  therefore,  early 
in  the  fall  of  J 779,  took  into  confideration  the  means  of 
providing  for  the  enfuing  year,  and  on  the  6th  of  October, 
accommodating  themfelves  to  the  depreciation,  as  it  then 
flood,  and  ftill  flattering  themfelves  that  the  taxes  already, 
called  for,  if  duly  collected,  would  flop  it  where  it  was,  and 
anfwer  demands  on  the  public  till  February  following,  they 
called  upon  the  ilates  to  pay  into  the  public  treafury,  on  the 
firft  day  of  February,  1780,  and  on  the  firft  day  of  each 
fucceeding  month,  to  the  firft  of  October,  inclufive,  their 
refpe&ive  quotas  of  fifteen  millions. 

It  mould  be  obferved,  that  on  the  firft  of  September,  1779, 
the  fum  emitted  and  in  circulation,  amounted  to  1  $9,948,880 
dollars,  and  as  there  was  a  general  outcry  on  account  of  the 
depreciation  and  the  floods  of  money  emitted,  Congrefs  re- 
lolved  that  they  would,  on  no  account  whatever,  emit  more 
bills  of  credit  than  to  make  the  whole  amount  of  fuch  bills 
200  millions ;  and  as  40,051,120  dollars  remained  to  com- 
pleat  the  200  millions,  they,  on  the  third  of  the  fame  month, 
refolved  that  they  would  emit  fuch  part  only  of  the  faid 
40,051,120,  as  fhould  be  abfolutely  neccffary  for  the  public 
exigencies  before  adequate  fupplies  could  be  otherwife  ob- 
tained, relying  for  fuch  fupplies  on  the  exertions  of  the  feve- 
ral  ilates.  This  was  reprefented  to  the  ftates  in  an  addrefs 
dated  the  13th  of  September;  and  they  were  earneflly  en- 
treated not  to  leave  Congrefs  without  fupplies,  nor  to  let  in 
that  flood  of  evils  which  would  follow  from  fuch  a  neglect. 
Notwithstanding  this  earneft  addrefs  and  reprefentatiop,  Con- 
grefs were  compelled  by  necefiity  to  iffue  the  remainder  of 
the  200  millions  ;  and  the  army  was  in  fuch  extremity  for 
want  of  provifions,  that  the  commander  in  chief  was  reduced 
to  tire  fad  alternative,  either  to  fuffer  it  to  difband  or  to  col- 
lect fupplies  by  military  force  :  He  preferred  the  latter,  and 
the  inhabitants  of  New-York  and  New-Jerfey,  though  they 
felt  the  injury,  fa w  the  neceffity  and  patiently  fubmitted. 
,  To  prevent  the  like  evils  in  future,  Congrefs,  on  the  25th 
of  February,  1 780,  called  on  the  ftates  forthwith  to  procure 
their  reflective  quotas  of  fupplies  in  enumerated  articles  for 
the  enfuing  campaign,  and  as  by  the  continual  depreciation 
of  the  continental  currency,  the  community  was  fullering 
great  injullice,  the  public  finances   were  deranged,  and    the 
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necefiary  difpofitions  for  the  defence  of  the  commonwealth 
much  impeded  and  perplexed,  they  on  the  iSth  of  March, 
1780,  recommended,  that  the  fifteen  million  monthly  tax, 
fliould  be  continued  from  October  to  April,  1781,  inclnfive  ; 
and  that  thirteen  of  thofe  monthly  quota*,  namely,  from 
March  1780  to  April  1781,  both  inclufivej  mould  be  applied 
folely  to  redeem  or  fink  the  old  money,  which  was  to  be  can- 
celled and  burned  as  faft  as  brought  in,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
new  money  was  to  be  emitted,  in  the  proportion  of  one  of 
the  new  for  twenty  of  the  old  ;  fo  that  when  the  whole  200 
millions  were  drawn  in  and  cancelled,  ten  millions  new  mo- 
ney would  be  thrown  into  circulation,  of  which  four- tenths 
were  to  have  been  Subject  to  the  order  of  Congrefs,  and  the 
other  fix-tenths  to  belong  to  the  feveral  ftates.  The  effects 
of  this  resolution,  if  it  had  been  punctually  executed  ac- 
cording to  the  intention  of  Congrefs,  would  have  been,  1. 
The  cancelling  the  old  money.  2.  Reducing  the  currency 
to  a  more  fixed  ftandard.  3.  Supplying  the  States  with  mo- 
ney to  purchafe  the  fupplies  required  from  them  by  the  act 
of  the  25th  of  February  ;  and  4.  Enabling  Congrefs  to  pay 
the  army,  difchatsge  the  principal  debts  already  contracted', 
and  to  provide  for  the  exigencies  of  the  enfuing  campaign  : 
but  at  this  was  not  done.  Congrefs  was  again  driven  into 
temporary  expedients.  The  enemy  knew  our  fituation,  and 
were  exerting  their  utmofl  efforts  to  take  advantage  of  it. 
The  Southern  ftates  were  invaded  ;  a  defcent  was  threatened 
on  New-Jerfey  ;  the  polls  on  Hudfon's- River  were  in  danger. 
In  order  to  put  the  army  in  motion,  Congrefs  were  obliged 
to  raife  money  by  drawing  bills  on  their  minifters  abroad, 
although  they  had  not  fufficient  afiurances  that  thofe  bills 
would  be  honored.  On  the  19th  May,  Congrefs  called  upon 
the  ftates  from  New-Hampfhire  to  Virginia,  both  inclufive, 
to  collect  and  pay  into  the  public  treafury  in  thirty  days,  ten 
million  continental  currency,  part  of  the  fums  required  to  be 
paid  laft  year.  The  ftates,  in  order  to  comply  with  this 
preffed  the  collection  of  taxes,  which  occalioned  fuch  a 
clamour  from  thofe  who  had  furniflied  fupplies  on  credit 
that  on  the  27th  of  the  fame  month,  Congrefs  recommended 
to  the  legiflatures  of  the  feveral  ftates  to  empower  the  col- 
lectors of  continental  taxes  due  before  the  lft  of  March,  1780 
to  receive  in  payment  thereof,  the  notes  or  certificates  which 
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had  been  given  by  the    quartcrmafter  and  commiffary  of  pur- 
chafes  for  fuch  fuppiies. 

Until  the  opening  of  this  campaign,  the  army  had  borne 
their  fufferings  with  unparalleled  patience  and  perfeverance. 
What  pay  they  had  hitherto  received,  had  been  chiefly  in 
depreciated  money.  Congrefs  had  not  been  unmindful  of 
their  fufferings  and  faithful  fervices  :  As  early  as  September, 
1776,  they  had  refolved  to  make  provifion  for  granting 
lands  in  certain  proportions  to  the  officers  and  foldiers  who 
would  engage  in  the  fervice  and  continue  therein  to  the  elofe 
of  the  war,  or  until  difcharged  by  Congrefs,  and  to  the  re- 
prefentatives  of  fuch  officers  and  foldiers  as  might  be  flain  by 
the  enemy.  On  the  15th  of  May,  1778,  they  refolved  una- 
nimoufly,  that  all  military  officers  commiffioned  by  Congrefs, 
who  then  were  or  thereafter  might  be  in  the  fervice  of  the 
United  States,  and  continue  therein  during  the  war,  fliould, 
after  the  conclufion  thereof,  receive  annually,  for  the  term 
of  feven  years,  if  they  lived  fo  long,  one  half  of  the  pay 
then  cftablifhed  for  fuch  officer?,  with  a  provifo,  that  general 
officers  fhould  not  receive  more  than  the  half  pay  of  a  colo- 
nel ;  and  it  was  alfo  refolved,  that  non-commiffioned  officers 
and  foldiers,  cnlifted  for  the  war,  fhould,  at  the  expiration 
thereof,  receive  a  reward  of  eighty  dollars.  On  the  17th 
of  Augull,  1779.  having  prefaced  their  refolution  with  a 
preamble,  fetting  forth  that  the  army  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  their  patriotifm,  valour  and  perfeverance  in 
defence  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  their  country,  were 
entitled  to  the  gratitude  as  well  as  approbation  of  their  fel- 
low citizens,  they  recommended  it  to  the  feveral  Hates  to 
make  fuch  further  provifion  for  the  officers  and  foldiers  enlift- 
ed  for  the  war,  to  them  refpectively  belonging,  and  who 
fhould  continue  in  fervice  till  the  eltablifhment  of  peace,  as 
ihould  be  an  adequate  compenfation  for  the  many  dangers, 
loffes  and  hardfnips  they  may  have  fuffered  in  the  courfe  of 
the  conteft: ;  either  by  granting  to  their  officers  half  pay  for 
life,  and  proper  rewards  to  their  foldier6,  or  in  fuch  other 
manner  as  might  appear  moll  expedient  to  the  legislatures  of 
the  feveral  ftates.  And  it  was  further  recommended  to  the 
ieverai  tlatcs  to  make  fuch  provifion  for  the  widows  of  fuch. 
of  their  officers  and  fuch  of  their  foldiers,  enliitcd  for  the 
war,  83  had  died  or  might  die  in  the  fervice,  as  would  fecure 
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to  them  the  fwects  of  that  liberty  for  the  attainment  of 
which  their  hufbands  had  nobly  laid  down  their  lives.  On 
the  loth  of  April,  1780,  they  refolved,  that  as  foon  as  the 
ftate  of  the  public  finances  would  admit,  they  would  make 
good  to  the  line  of  the  army,  and  the  independent  corps 
thereof,  the  deficiency  of  their  original  pay,  occafioned  by 
the  depreciation  of  the  currency  ;  but  none  were  to  derire 
benefit  from  this  refolution,  except  fuch  as  had  engaged  to 
ferve  during  the  war  or  for  three  years,  and  were  then  in 
fervice,  or  fhould  thereafter  engage  to  ferve  during  the  war. 
And  now  on  the  13th  Auguft,  1780,  they  refolved,  that 
from  and  after  the  firft  of  the  faid  month,  the  army  fhali 
receive  their  pay  in  the  new  bills  emitted  purfuant  to  tbe  re- 
folution of  the  iSth  of  March,  1780;  and  again  recom- 
mended to  fuch  of  the  ftates  as  have  not  made  Compenfatiort 
to  their  officers  and  foldiers,  agreeably  to  the  refolution  of 
the  17th  of  Auguft,  1779,  to  do  it  as  foon  as  poffible.  At 
the  fame  time  the  provifion  for  granting  lands  was  extended 
to  the  general  officers  ;  and  on  the  24th  of  the  fame  month 
the  refolution  of  the  13th  of  May,  1778,  granting  half 
pay  for  feven  years  to  the  officers  of  the  army,  who  mould 
continue  in  fervice  to  the  end  of  the  war,  was  extended  to 
the  generals  and  fuch  officers  as  had  died  or  lhould  thereafter 
die  in  the  fervice,  to  commence  from  the  time  of  fuch  offi- 
cer's death  ;  or  if  there  fhould  be  no  widow,  or  in  cafe  of 
her  intermarriage,  that  it  fhould  go  to  the  orphan  children 
of  fuch  officer;  and  it  was  recommended  to  the  legiflatures 
of  the  flates  to  which  fuch  officers  belonged,  to  make  pro- 
\ifion  for  paying  the  fame,  on  account  of  the  United    States. 

Still  the  public  treafury  remained  unfupplied,  and  the  ar- 
my continued  without  pay  and  oftentimes  in  great  difltefs 
for  want  of  provifions.  Debts  were  accumulating,  and  the 
creditors  more  and  more  clamorous.  Under  thefe  circum- 
ftance6  Congrefs,  on  the  26th  of  Auguft  1780,  earneflly  re- 
commended to  the  feveral  ftates  to  take  the  molt  fpeedy  and 
effectual  meafures  in  their  power  for  drawing  in  their  re- 
fpeftive  quotas  of  the  continental  bills  of  credit  by  taxes  or 
Qtherwife,  in  order  that  the  new  money  might  be  ifhied  ;  and 
at  the  fame  time  it  was  recommended  to  the  flates  to  raifc 
by  taxes,  payable  in  the  faid  new  bills,  their  refpedtive  quotas 
of  three  million  of  dollars  and  to  pay  the  fame  into  the  pub- 
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ic  treafury  as  foon  as  pofiible,  the  payment  to  be  fully  com- 
pkated  by  the  laft  day  of  December  following.  From  this 
it  was  hoped  that  Congrefs  would  draw  a  fupply  of  money  to 
enable  them  to  pay  the  army  and  carry  on  the  war  with 
rigour,  to  difcharge  the  unfunded  debts,and  to  pay  the  intereft. 
due  on  loan -office  certificates.  Their  expectations  were 
again  disappointed.  The  confequcnccs  that  enfued  from  the 
failure,  though  alarming  and  painful  to  recoiled,  were  far 
{hart  of  what  might  have  been  apprehended,  yet  the  re- 
quifition  of  the  15th  of  January,  1781,  after  the  mutiny  in 
the  Peunfylvania  and  Jerfey  lines,  for  879,342  dollars  for 
the  immediate  pay  of  the  arrears  due  to  the  army,  has  not 
yet  been  complied  with. 

This  recapitulation  is  made  not  with  a  view  to  criminate, 
but  to  (hew  that  Congrefs  have  done  every  thing  in  their 
power  to  carry  on  the  war,and  to  prevent  the  embarraflments 
under  which  our  affairs  now  labour. 

It  now  remains  to  cftimate  the  fupplie6  neceffary  for  the 
current  year,  and  to  point  out  the  meafures  already  taken 
for  obtaining  thofe  fupplies.  ' 

Congrefs  by  their  rcfolutions  of  the  3d  and  21ft  of  Octo-

With  a  view 
to  this  Congrefs,  in  their  requisition  of  February  1780, 
among  other  fpecific  fupplies,  called  upon  the  ftates  of  Vir* 
ginia  and  Maryland  to  furnifh  a  quantity  of  tobacco,  which 
it  was  expected  might  have  been  (hipped  to  France,  and  been 
the  beginning  cf  a  fund  for  defraying  the  expences  of  our 
miniQersat  foreign  courts,  and  paying  the  intereft  of  monies 
borrowed  in  Europe.'  But  the  want  of  fhips  laft  fall,  and  the 
naval  fuperiority  of  the  enemy  in  Chefapeak-Bay  this  fpring, 
have  prevented  the  public  from  deriving  any  advantage  from 
that  requifiticn.

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The  credit  and  honour  of  the  United  States  require  that  a 
fund  fliould  be  provided  not  only  for  defraying  this  interelr 
but  alfo  for  difcharging  the  principal,  or  at  leaft  thofe  cert:* 
ficates  for  the  intereft  of  which  bills  are  to  be  drawn  annually 
on  our  miniftcr,  who  has  no  fund  to  apply  to  that  purpofe, 
and  who  therefore  has  to  depend  on  the  fuccefs  of  his  foliciti- 
tions  as  it  becomes  due. 

And  what  equally  concerns  the  honour  of  the  United  State*, 
a  fund  fhould  be  provided  for  defraying  the  expences  of  our 
minifters  abroad.  This  (hews  the  abfolute  r.eceflity  of  the 
ftates  immediately  granting  the  duties  on  imports  and  prizes 
as  requeued  by  Congrefs. 

Before  we  conclude,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obfervc,  that 
from  the  conflant  depreciation  of  the  currency,  and  the  un- 
puncluality  of  the  ftates  in  complying  with  the  requisitions  of 
Congrefs,  the  fums  called  for  when  paid  in  have  heretofore 
always  been  greatly  inadequate  the  purpofes  defigned.
